The excessively rare pamphlet of Coleridge's and Lamb’s Sonnets here described 
was privately printed by Coleridge in 1796. 

In a letter of his to Thomas Poole, dated November 7, 1796, which is printed in 
full in E. Hartley Coleridge’s edition of his grandfather’s Letters y 1 (1895): 176- 
178, he says : 

(t I amused myself the other day (having some paper at the printer's which I could 
employ no other way ) in selecting twenty-eight sonnets, to bind up with Bowles's. 
I charge sixpence for them, and have sent you five to dispose of. 1 have only printed 
two hundred, as my paper held out to no more ; and dispose of them privately, just 
enough to pay the printing. The essay which I have written at the beginning I like. • * 

In a letter to John Thelwall, dated December 17, 1796, and also printed in the 
same volume (pp. 193-207), he says : 

t€ I have sent you ... a sheet of sonnets collected by me for the use of a few 
friends, who paid the printing.” 
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In Coleridge’s Poetical and Dramatic Works , 2 ( 1878): 3 7 7 — 379, it is stated : 

“This introduction [at p. 75 of Coleridge’s Poems of 1797] originally appeared 
as the Preface to a privately-printed pamphlet of sixteen pages ( 1796), containing a 
selection of twenty-eight Sonnets from various Authors, made ‘ for the purpose of bind- 
ing them up with the Sonnets of the Rev. W. L. Bowles.’ . . . The selection . . . 
contains three Sonnets of Bowles, . . . and last, but not least, four of Charles Lamb, 
and four of Coleridge’s own, which it will be worth while to particularize. . . . 

“ The copy in question of this singularly interesting pamphlet is bound up, according 
to Coleridge’s intention, at the end of a copy of the fourth edition of Bowles’s Sonnets 
and other Poems published at Bath in 1796. Thelwall, . . . to whose wife this copy 
was given, has written in the margins a number of sarcastic and disparaging remarks on 
poor Mr. Bowles’s verses.” 

“This volume is now in the Dyce Collection at the South Kensington Museum.” 

Two of the sonnets by Lamb have a direct bearing upon his first love episode, the 
first beginning, “Was it some sweet device of faery land,” which for the first time 
here appears in print, and the second beginning with the line, “ When last I roved 
these winding wood-walks green.” They refer to “a fair-hair’d maid” named 
“ Anna * ’ ( Ann Simmons ) , who lived in a “ little Cottage, ’ ’ with whom * ‘ in happier 
days ” he had “ held free converse,” days, however, that “ ne’er must come again.” 

This little collection of sonnets is chiefly remarkable as reflecting the diction and 
the graceful melancholy of Bowles, whose sonnets had in a singular degree influenced 
and inspired both Lamb and Coleridge. A full description of the pamphlet and of the 
changes which were made in subsequent issues of Lamb’s and Coleridge’s contribu- 
tions to it, is given in the edition of Coleridge’s Letters referred to above, footnote 
on p. 206, Vol. 1, where it is stated that “of this selection of sonnets, . . . the 
sole surviving copy is now in the Dyce Collection of the South Kensington Museum. 
On the fly-leaf, in Coleridge’s handwriting, is a * presentation note ’ to Mrs. Thcl- 
wall.” And see also: Coleridge’s Poetical Works (4 vols., 1 877- 1880), Vol. 2, 
pp. 377-379, also his Poetical Works (1893) , pp. 542-544. 

The copy here described bears Lloyd’s autograph. Lloyd was living with 
Coleridge at the time it was printed. Two of Lloyd’s sonnets in the pamphlet 
contain corrections in his handwriting, which were followed in the 1797 version of 
these Sonnets. It is bound with a copy of the third edition of Bowles’s Sonnets 
(1794), which also bears Lloyd’s autograph. The water-mark in the pamphlet is 
“ 1794.” ^ introduction has been reprinted in full in Campbell’s edition of Cole- 

ridge’s Poetical Works (Macmillan, 1907), Appendix K, No. 4, pp. 542-544. 

Charles Lamb, at the age of seven years, was admitted to Christ’s Hospital (the 
Bluecoat School), where he remained seven years. He there attained considerable 
skill in his studies, especially in the reading of Latin, and also took an excellent stand 
in Greek. There too he formed a friendship with Coleridge, which was destined to 
continue until the last years of his life. Early in 1792 he was appointed to a clerkship 
in the India House and remained a member of its staff for the next thirty years. The 
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I HAVE sele&ed the following SONNETS from virioui Authors for 
the purpose of binding them up with the Sonnets of the Rev* W. L. 
BOWLES. 

The composition of the Sonnet has been regulated by Boileau to his 
Art of Poetry, and since Boileau, by William Preston, in the elegant 
preface to his Amatoiy Poems : the rules, which they would establish, 
are founded on the practice of Petrarch. I have never yet been able to 
discover either sense, nature, or poetic fancy in Petrarch's poems; they 
appear to me all one cold glitter of heavy conceits and metaphysical 
nbstradtons. However, Petrarch, although not the inventor of the 
Sonnet, was the first who made it popular ; and his countrymen have 
taken his poems as the model. Charlotte Sm th and Bowles are they 
who first made the Sonnet popular among the present English : I am 
justified therefore by analogy in deducing its laws from their compositons. 

The Sonnet then is a small poem, in which some lonely feeling is 
developed. It is limited to a particular number of lines, in order that 
the reader’s mind having expe&ed the close at the place in which he 
finds it, may rest satisfied ; and that so the poem may acquire, as it 
weie, a Totality, — in plainer phrase, may become a Whole. It it 
confined to fourteen lines, because as some particular number is neces- 
sary, and that particular number must be a small one, it may as well be 
fourteen as any other number. When no reason can be adduced against 
a thing, Custom is a sufficient reason for it. Perhaps, if the Sonnet 
were comprized in less than fourteen lines, it would become a seriouf 
Epigram ; if it extended to more, it would encroach on the province of 
the Elegy. On this however we lay no stress. Poems, in which no 
lonely feeling is developed, are not Sonnets because the Author haa 
chosen to write them in fourteen lines : they should rather be entitled 
Odes, or Songs, or Inscriptions. The greater part of Waiton’a 
Sonnets are severe and masterly likenesses of the style of the Greek 

In a Sonnet then we require a developement of some lonely feeling, 
by whatever cause it may have been excited ; but those Sonnets appear 
to me the most exquisite, in which moral Sentiments, Affc&ions, or 
Feelings, aie deduced from, and associated with, the scenery of Nature. 
Such compositions generate a habit of thought highly favourable to 
delicacy of character. They create a sweet and indissoluble union be- 
tween the intellectual and the material world. Easily remembered 
from their briefness, and interesting alike to the eye and the afFe,6hons, 
these are the poems which we can 44 lay up in our heart, and our foul,” 
and repeat them 44 when we walk by the way, and when we lie down 
and when we rise up.” Hence, the Sonnets of Bo w l es derive their 
marked superiority over all other Sonnets ; hence they domesticate with 
the heart, and become, as it were, a part of our identity.

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Lamb family being poor were obliged to live upon his earnings and those of his sister 
Mary, who did needlework. Owing to overwork the latter became temporarily in- 
sane, and on September 22, 1796, took the life of her mother. Being found of un- 
sound mind, she was placed in the custody of her brother, who continued to watch 
over her for the remainder of his life. Lamb himself was not entirely free from men- 
tal derangement, having spent six weeks during the winter of 1795/6 in an asylum at 
Hoxton, perhaps owing to his unsuccessful love episode with Ann Simmons. 

Lamb’s first appearance in print took place in the Morning Chronicle for Decem- 
ber 29, 1794, with a sonnet, beginning “ As when a child on some long winter’s 
night.” This and three other sonnets from his pen were included by Coleridge in 
his Poems, published in April, 1796, and were the first of Lamb’s works to appear 
in any book. In July of the same year another sonnet, beginning “We were two 
pretty Babes, the youngest she,” was printed in the Monthly Magazine . In October or 
early in November Coleridge privately printed a collection of twenty-eight sonnets (our 
present number). Among these were four by Lamb, three of which had already 
appeared in Coleridge’s volume; the fourth begins ‘When last I rov’d these 
winding wood- walks green.” In 1796 appeared a handsome folio, Charles Lloyd’s 
Poems on the Death of Priscilla Farmer (our next number), in which was included 
Lamb’s poem in blank verse “The Grandam,” probably written in 1792, when his 
grandmother died. In 1796 also appeared Original Letters , &c. of Sir John Falstaff 
(our No. 419), by Lamb’s old schoolmate James White, and with possible hints and 
corrections by Lamb himself. In 1797 Coleridge issued the second edition of his 
Poems , in which he included eight sonnets by Lamb, who for the first time had the 
satisfaction of seeing his name on a title-page. 

In the summer of 1 797 Lamb visited Coleridge at Nether Stowey, and the next year 
a small volume of Blank Ferse (our No. 422) by Lamb and Lloyd was published. 
The same year he issued A Tale of Rosamund Gray and Old Blind Margaret (our 
No. 420). Soon after this he began to add to his scanty income by writing for the 
newspapers. In 1802 he published John lVoodvil (our No. 423), a blank verse 
play of the period of the Restoration. For some time he dreamed of dramatic suc- 
cesses, but these dreams were never to be realized, his last effort taking shape in the 
unsuccessful farce Mr. H . or Beware a Bad Name (our No. 433). In 1805 he was 
introduced to William Godwin, the publisher of children’s books, for whom he agreed 
to write the Tales from Shakespeare (our No. 444), which was published in 1807 ; 
Lamb writing the tragedies and Mary the comedies. This was Lamb’s first serious 
success, and brought him into prominence. Among other works prepared for Godwin 
were : The Adventures of Ulysses (our No. 427) ; Prince Dorus (our No. 428) ; 
Beauty and the Beast (our No. 431) ; and Mrs. Leicester's School (our No. 445), 
in which he was assisted by his sister Mary. A more important work by Lamb, 
Specimens of English Dramatic Poetry , appeared in 1808, which stamped him as a 
literary critic of the highest order. 

In 1819 occurred an interesting incident in Lamb’s life, when, on July 20, he 
proposed marriage to Fanny Kelly, an actress. The original letters (our No. 436) 
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which passed between them on that occasion form one of the most interesting items 
of the present collection. A collection of 31 of Lamb’s letters (our No. 437) to 
Edward Moxon, the publisher and the husband of Emma Isola, Lamb’s adopted 
daughter, are also an important feature of the present collection. 

All this time Lamb had been ripening for the production of those marvelous and 
unparalleled essays which stamp him as the foremost critic of his age. From 1820 to 
1822 he wrote for the London Magazine the series of essays which were collected 
in book form in 1823 under the title Elia (our No. 438). He continued to con- 
tribute to the same periodical, with occasional papers to others, until 1833, when he 
published a second volume. The Last Essays of Elia ( our No. 443 ) , with the pro- 
duction of which his literary career may be said to have closed. 

Numbering among his early friends, Coleridge, Southey, and Wordsworth, and 
among his later ones, Procter, Talfourd, Hood, Leigh Hunt, Hazlitt, and others, his 
life-long devotion to his unfortunate sister, his unfailing loyalty to his friends, and 
even his eccentricities and foibles, combined to make him one of the best known 
and best loved figures in the literature of his period.

“The Grandam ,> was 
probably written in 1792, the year of his grandmother’s death, and if so is Lamb’s 
earliest known literary production. 

Coleridge’s sonnet to Charles Lloyd was “first published in a magnificent folio 
pamphlet — * Poems on the Death of Priscilla Farmer , by her Grandson, Charles 
Lloyd. Bristol: Printed by N. Biggs, and sold by James Phillips, George Yard, 
Lombard Street, London. 1796.’ It reappeared with the reprint of this set of 
Sonnets in the joint volume of 1797; again, in Lloyd’s Nuga Canora> 1819; and 
not afterwards printed until in P. and D. IV. 1877-81, p. 217. The folio pam- 
phlet (pp. 27) contained also Lamb’s ‘The Grandam and it is to this that Lamb 
is alluding in his letter to Coleridge of December 10, 1796 (misprinted ‘1797’ in all 
the editions of his Letters): ‘ I cannot but smile to sec my Granny so gayly deck’d 
forth.’ ”

James White, the author of the work, was a schoolmate of Lamb’s, who may have 
assisted him in writing it. Lamb refers to the work in his correspondence, but makes 
no claim to taking any part in it. The strongest evidence that he did so is found in 
a letter by Southey to Moxon, written in February, 1836, more than a year after 
Lamb’s death, in which, speaking of White, he says: “He and Lamb were joint 
authors of the ‘ Original Letters of FalstafF.’ ”

On the recto of the first fiy-leaf is written in ink: “ Joseph Cottle to Geo : E. 
Kiddell , Bristol, 1800.” This book, Lamb’s first work in imaginative literature, 
which for mere pathos far surpasses anything he wrote afterward, seems to have 
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been published in the summer of 1798, as it is mentioned in the list of new publica- 
tions in the Monthly Magazine for September, 1798. It was the first book of which 
he was the sole author, and his first printed prose work. 

“ Leigh Hunt, in 1819, sent a copy of the book to Shelley, then in Italy. In 
acknowledging it, Shelley wrote : 

“ « What a lovely thing is his “ Rosamund Gray ” ! How much knowledge of the 
sweetest and deepest part of our nature in it ! When I think of such a mind as 
Lamb's, when I see how unnoticed remain things of such exquisite and complete per- 
fection, what should I hope for myself, if I had not higher objects in view than 
fame ? * 99 

Charles Lloyd, who was comparatively wealthy, lived at Birmingham, where this 
work was printed. In this edition the title-page is an integral part of the first 
sheet. This title-page was almost immediately canceled and one with a London 
imprint (our next number) substituted for it. The book is rare with either imprint.

“The only copy seen in the original binding has the reprinted London title-page. 
It is in blue paper covers, edges untrimmed. The book was bound up with two blank 
fly-leaves at front and back. A piece of blue paper was then put around the back of 
the book and pasted down upon the outer of each of the two fly-leaves, front and 
back.

Jt is Lamb’s first play, and was written during the early part of 1 7 99 > as 8 ^ own 
by frequent references to it in his letters for that year. He first intended to call it 
*• Pride’s Cure,” and several copies were circulated in manuscript, in 1799 1800, 

it being submitted to Coleridge, Southey, Wordsworth, and Manning. Two copies 
were sent to John Kemble, manager of Drury Lane Theatre, who declined it, and it 
was never acted. The play ends on p. 104. The rest of the volume is filled with 
selections, among them a little poem, “Helen,” by Mary Lamb, which fills pp. 
106 — 107, and is apparently her first appearance in print. The “Curious Fragments, 
though purporting to be from a commonplace book which belonged to Robert Burton, 
the famous author of the Anatomy of Melancholy , are really by Lamb himself, the 
idea having been suggested by the Ireland Shakespeare forgeries.

uncolored. * * 

Of this work four editions are known, all having the title-page dated 1805, but 
with differently dated wrappers, viz.: 1806, 1808, 1809, and 1818. The copy 
here described is the only one known which has the earliest date. Of the 1809 
edition only a single copy is known, that in the library of Mr. F. R. Halsey, New 
York. This has not the blank fly-leaves, but has the wrapper pasted to the blank 
pages of the first and last leaves. Though having the name of Thomas Hodgkins as 
publisher, it was probably issued by William Godwin, and must have been one of his 
first publications. 

That Lamb is the author of this adaptation of the old rhyme of “The King and 
Queen of Hearts ” is proved by the holograph letter by Charles Lamb to Wordsworth, 
dated February 1, 1806. Lamb was at that time sending a parcel of books to Words- 
worth, in which was a copy of his new book. He acknowledges the authorship of 
the work in the following terms : “ . . . a Paraphrase on the King & Queen of 
Hearts , of which 1 being the author beg M r Johnny Wordsworth' s acceptance & 
opinion.

This volume was issued in stiff boards lettered along the back, with the plates plain 
and colored. It is not positively known that Lamb is the author of this work. It is 
known, however, that Godwin, the publisher, early in 1 8 1 1 was seeking to have 
Wordsworth versify the old story of Beauty and the Beast. On Wordsworth’s refusal 
to undertake it, as beneath his talents, it is probable that Godwin applied to Lamb, 
with whom he was on the best of terms. The fact that this work was published in 
uniform style with Prince Dor us, which we know to be by Lamb, lends plausibility 
to this theory. 

Several editions of Beauty and the Beast were printed within a few years, the 
type being set at least twice and published in three varieties of covers, all similar in 
make-up and all apparently original. There arc differences in the set-up of the two 
editions, but nothing which indicates the priority of either. They may be called the 
“Surprise” and ‘‘Surprize** editions, and may be distinguished by the following 
differences :

The edition here described is the First. This play was reprinted at Philadelphia 
in 1825, but neither of these editions includes the Prologue, which first appeared with- 
out the play in The Care-Killer (our No. 425), and with the play in Vol. 2 of 
Lamb’s W orks in 1818 ( our No. 435). 

This farce was written in the winter of 1805 and carried by Mary Lamb to Mr. 
Wroughton, at the Drury Lane Theatre, toward the end of February. On the nth 
of June Lamb received word of its acceptance, and his anticipations ran high. Though 
he had nothing of the dramatic instinct, it had been his ambition to attain success as a 
playwright. The play was produced December 10, 1806, with Robert William 
Elliston in the title role. The prologue went well and the play itself seemed in a fair 
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way to succeed until the mystery of the name was revealed. When the name " Hogs- 
HesK 99 was announced a storm of hisses arose and the farce was hopelessly damned. 
It was not printed in England until it appeared in Lamb’s Works in x 8 1 B. 

It was played in New York in 1807, and was again put on the boards with great 
success in Philadelphia in 1812, Mrs. Jefferson, the mother of the famous Joseph 
Jefferson, being in the cast of characters. The play was revived in 1885 by the 
Dramatic Students’ Society and presented at a Gaiety matinee on the 27th of October.

An account of this romantic incident in Lamb’s career, with the correspondence 
in full, may be found in E. V. Lucas’s Life of Cl'arles Lamb (New York, 1905), 
Vol. 2, pp. 17 — 25, and also in his edition of The Works of Charles and Mary Lamb, 
Vol. 6 (1905), pp. 527-530, letters 236, 237. Though it was vaguely known 
from statements made in two or three places that Lamb had proposed marriage to 
Miss Kelly, the correspondence between them upon this subject was first made public 
by the late John Hollingshead in Harper' s Monthly Magazine, Yol. 107 (September, 
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1903), pp. 516-519. It is no exaggeration to say that the publication of this cor- 
respondence is the most interesting event connected with Lamb that has taken place 
since the publication of Talfourd's Final Memorials of Charles Lamb , in 1848. 

Miss Fanny Kelly was probably introduced to Lamb by the Kenneys. She was a 
woman of character, integrity, and talent, and was imbued with a real and cultivated 
love of her art. Among the whole Kemble company at Drury Lane Theatre she was 
the only woman with whom Lord Byron considered it worth while to talk. She 
caused him so far to forget the shyness incident to his lameness that he walked across 
the historic greenroom of Drury Lane for the first time. Acquainted with a sympa- 
thetic woman like this there is little wonder that Lamb dreamed of her as a household 
companion who would bring sunshine into his home and be congenial to his literary 
tastes. With this in mind he made her a written offer of marriage, the first and last 
letter of the kind which ever came from his pen. But his dream was never to be 
realized. Neither of them ever married. Lamb died at Edmonton in 1834, in his 
sixtieth year, and Miss Kelly lived to be ninety-two years of age, dying in 1882.

Though the First Series was printed in octavo, and this in duodecimo, they are 
almost identical in size, the latter being about one fourth of an inch the taller of the 
two.

“ The * Preface by a Friend of the Late Elia * is, of course, by Lamb himself. It 
seems, as Ainger remarks, to have been originally intended to be published as a con- 
clusion to the first series of Elia Essays. It first appeared in the 4 London Magazine * 
for January, 1823, as 4 A Character of the Late Elia, by a Friend. 1 It is here con- 
siderably condensed. As already noted, the essay as originally printed is found at the 
end of the Philadelphia volume of 1828. . . . 

“ It seems that Taylor, formerly of Taylor and Hessey, publishers of the ‘ London 
Magazine/ claimed some rights in this second series of Essays, and sued Moxon, or 
Lamb and Moxon jointly, at law.” — Livingston.

Some copies have two additional leaves of adver- 
tisements at the end ; but these are of a later date than the book, as the address of the 
Juvenile Library is given as “41 Skinner-Street" ; besides, uncut copies show that 
sheet l consists of ten leaves only, sewed in the centre. 

Of these Tales from Shakespeare’s plays, written for young readers, especially girls, 
Mary Lamb wrote fourteen and Charles six, though he probably assisted in the others. 
Those written by him are: King Lear, Macbeth , Timon of Athens , Romeo and Juliet , 
Hamlet , and Othello . They were written during 1805 and 1806, apparently at the 
suggestion of William Godwin. 

The plates, by William Blake from drawings by William Mulready, were engraved 
two on a copper, and the impressions separated with scissors. Each has the title 
engraved at the foot of the plate, and the page-number just above the plate in the 
right-hand corner. These plates give an added charm to the work. 

The book was a commercial success, a Second Edition being called for in 1 809 
and a Third in 1810. 

Some of the Tales were advertised by Godwin to be issued separately in “ eight 
single numbers, each number being adorned with three plates, beautifully colored ; 
price sixpence. The remainder will speedily follow."

Lever, who derived his talent for story-telling from his father, an English architect, 
was graduated from Trinity College, Dublin, in 1827, and received his degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine from the same institution in 1831. He inherited a considerable 
fortune, but his lack of economy and his heavy losses at cards soon reduced him to a 
very embarrassing condition. To better his circumstances he turned his attention to 
literature, and in February, 1837, the first installment of Harry Lorrequer (our present 
number) appeared in the Dublin University Magazine. When his position seemed 
assured, he left Ireland in 1 840 and went to Brussels, where he continued to write 
with great activity. Charles O’ M alley, the most popular of all his works (our No. 
45 °)* appeared in the Dublin Magazine in 1840, and Jack Hinton, the Guardsman 
(our No. 451) in 1843. These novels, without art and almost devoid of literary 
form, display Lever’s best qualities: a superabundance of animal spirits and rollicking 
glee, accompanied by a copious and effective anecdote and a vigorous delineation of 
character, as reflected from his own experience. In 1 842 he returned to Dublin, to 
become the editor of the Dublin University Magazine. During his incumbency one 
of his most characteristic novels, Tom Burke of “ Ours 99 (our No. 451), appeared 
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Charles Janus Lever 

in its columns. This was followed in 1844 by Arthur O' Leary (our No. 452). 
The next year he resigned his editorship, and again went to the continent, where after 
wandering through Germany and Italy, he finally settled at Florence in August, 1847. 
He there wrote a number of his novels, in which he may be said to have reached his 
culmination as a novelist. 

In 1857 he was appointed British consul at Spezzia, an appointment which, but 
for his enforced residence there, might have been considered a sinecure. While there 
he wrote Sir Brook Fossbrooke (our No. 476), which of all his novels was his own 
favorite. In 1867 he received the appointment to the consulship of Trieste. The 
insalubrious climate proved fatal to his wife, who soon sickened and died. Lever 
then becoming despondent fell into bad habits, and at length, gradually failing in 
health, died June 1, 1872. 

“His earliest and most popular writings can hardly rank as literature, though their 
vigour and gaiety, and the excellent anecdotes and spirited songs with which they 
are interspersed, will always render them attractive. He is almost destitute of in- 
vention or imagination, his personages are generally transcripts from the life, and his 
incidents stories told at second-hand. At a later period in his career he awoke in 
some measure to the claims of art, and exhibited more proficiency as a writer, with 
less damage to his character as a humorist, than might have been expected. The 
transition is marked by ‘Roland Cashel , [our No. 460], but in ‘ Glencore * [our 
No. 466] he first deliberately attempted analysis of character. His readers lamented 
the disappearance of his rollicking spendthrifts and daredevil heroes, but his later 
works exhibit fewer traces of exhaustion and decay than is usual with veteran writers. M

“ Dr. Fitzpatrick tells the amusing story of a mistake which occurred with the title 
of one of ‘The O’Donoghue’ illustrations. ‘ Phiz* wrote to Lever to explain how 
the lengthy and ridiculous title came to appear, saying : — 

“ ‘As to myself, when I saw it 1 was convulsed with laughter. I do not know 
whether to attribute the mistake to the carelessness, stupidity, inebriety, or the prac- 
tical joking peculiarities of the writing engraver. I think it is a compound. Orr [the 
publisher] sent to me for a title to the plate, and as I was rather at a loss to name the 
child I wrote on a slip of paper thus : — 1 “ Mark recognises an old acquaintance/’ 
or simply 2 “The Glen,” or, (addressing Orr) anything else you like, my little 
dears — meaning that Orr might give a better if he could, and behold the writing en- 
graver makes a Chinese copy of the whole.* ” 

The title on the etching is engraved in two lines across the plate : “ Mark recog- 
nised by an old acquaintance , or The Glen — anything you please my little dear.” 

This romance owes its existence to a holiday spent by the author in the district 
of Killarney. Lever took its name from that of an eccentric old Irish peasant, Tim 
O’Donoghue, whom he met in the wild valley of Glenflesk. O’Donoghue, though 
in comfortable circumstances, did not scruple to ask alms, showing his rags as proof 
of his poverty.

The Lucajia , Pojlbume Poems (our next number), which was published in 1659, 
after Lovelace’s death, by his kinsman, Dudley Posthumus-Lovclace, is not a reprint 
of the work here described but a distinct work. It contains other poems by Lovelace, 
to which are appended elegies to his memory bv several of his friends. It has as a 
frontispiece a portrait by Hollar. Facsimiles of the portrait and engraved title-page 
of the edition here described, and the portrait of the 1659 edition, arc given in the 
Grolier Club’s Wither to Prior , 2: 150, 166. 

The title Lucasta was derived from the “ ladv of his love,” Miss Lucy Sachcvercll, 
whom Lovelace used to tall Lux Casta. 

“Lovelace’s immortality rests upon two short lyrics in Lucasta, ‘Tell me not 
(sweet) I am unkind,’ and To Althea from Prison , containing the famous couplet, 
4 Stone walls do not a prison make, Nor iron bars a cage.’ In the whole garden of 
Caroline Ivric poetry these are perhaps (if we except a blossom or two of Wither’s, 
such as ‘ Shall I, wasting in despair ? ’) the most perfect flowers.” 

Richard Lovelace, the Cavalier poet, was thrown into prison in April, 1642, for 
a short time, for delivering a petition to the House of Commons praving that the 
king might be restored to his rights. During his confinement he wrote the poem 
containing the celebrated line, “Stone walls do not a prison make.” Imprisoned 
again m 1648 after his return to England, he occupied his time in preparing for the 
pros his Lucasta, which contains all the poet’s best productions. The portrait, 
probably of Lucy Sacheverell sitting under a tree, sometimes found facing p. 145, is 
supposed to be that of Lucasra, whom Wood identifies with a certain Lucv Sacheverell 
who, “ upon a stray report that Lovelace was dead of his wound received at Dunkirk, 
soon after married.”

Lowndes gives the 
reason for the change of title, as follows : “ This volume contains Antonio and Mel- 
lida, Antonio’s Revenge, Parisitaster, Wonder of Women, What you will, and The 
Dutch Courtezan. It was issued twice in the same year, the titles differing ; for ‘ The 
Puritans and Prynne’ had brought so great an odium on the Stage, and everything 
connected with it, that the verv name of Tragedy or Comedy was offensive; and 
Sheares, the publisher, found it a bad speculation to offer it under the obnoxious title, 
so changed it to ‘ Workes, being Tragedies and Comedies collected into one 
Volume. 1 ”

This is the first work of Milton’s separately printed, and the First Edition of 
Comus , the rarest of his poems. The name Comus was not given to it by Milton, 
but first appears in an edition printed after his death. 

This Maske or poem, which was written at the request of Henry Lawes, by 
whom the music was composed, was performed in the great hall or council-chamber 
of Ludlow Castle on Michaelmas night, September 29, 1634, to celebrate Lord 
Rridgewater’s assumption of the Lord Presidency of the Welsh Marches. 

The plot of the poem is based on a legend for which Oldys is the earliest known 
authority, to the effect that Lord Brackley, Mr. Thomas Egerton, and their sister 
Lady Alice, while on their way to Ludlow Castle were benighted in Haywood 
Forest. Of the six speaking parts four arc known to have been taken by Lawes, 
Lady Alice, and her brothers. 

Of the poem itself there are three distinct versions: that in the edition here de- 
scribed; one in the original manuscript in Milton’s handwriting, in Trinity College, 
Cambridge; and the third in a manuscript copv in the Bridgewater Library. “Much 
as Milton wrote afterwards,” says Masson, “he never wrote anything more beau- 
tiful, more perfect than Cornu j.” The work was published by Lawes in conse- 
quence of the numerous requests for copies which he had received. In the dedication 
he savs : “ Although not openly acknowledg'd by the Author , yet it a a legitimate 
cjf-fpnng, fo lovely , and Jo much de fired, that the often topymg of it bath tir'd my pen 
to give my feverall friends Jatisfae/ion, and brought me to a necefutte of producing it 
to the pub Itch view .” 

The copv here described was reproduced in facsimile, w’ith an introduction bv 
Luther S. Livingston, by Dodd, Mead & Company, New York, in 1903. Sothebx 
lias given a facsimile of the first page of the autograph manuscript in Trinitv College 
Library at Cambridge. There is also a manuscript copy in the Karl of Ellesmere’s 
library, at Bridgewater House. 

)ohn Milton evinced larc poetic talent at a verv early age. As a box he received 
instruction in music from his father and was a skillful organist. Passionately fond 
of study, he first attended St. Paul’s School, and later matriculated at Christ College, 
Cambridge, in 1625, from which he was graduated M.A., July 3, 1632. He 
was proficient in Iaitm, Greek, French, and Italian, knew some Hebrew', and was 
well read in English literature. While in college he carried on a correspondence 
with several of his friends in Latin prose and verse. He also wrote some English 
poems, and in his sonnet to Shakespeare, written in 1630 and printed in the Second 
Folio edition of Shakespeare’s plays (our No. 625), he made his first appearance in 
English literature. He had been educated with a view' to taking holy orders, but 
later studied law, w hich he soon abandoned to devote himself to literature. 

After his graduation he settled with his father at Horton, in Buckinghamshire, 
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where he remained for six years, devoting himself to study and the composition of 
several of his shorter poems. During this period, probably in 1632, he wrote the 
exquisite companion pieces V Allegro and ll Petiseroso. hi 1634 he wrote Cornus 
(the present number) , which was performed as a mask at Ludlow Castle. It was pub- 
lished the same year, but without Milton’s name. In November, 1637, he wrote 
his matchless pastoral monody Lyiidas (our No. 487), his contribution to a collection 
of obituary verses published to commemorate the death of his college friend Edward 
King. These four absolutely perfect poems were the fruit of this youthful period 
poems which, had he written no others, would have entitled him to a place in the 
front rank among English poets. 

In April, 1638, Milton found himself in a position to gratify a desire which he 
had long entertained of visiting Italy. Provided with excellent letters of introduction 
he was everywhere received with distinction. During his journey he met Grotius 
and Galileo, and at a magnificent concert given by Cardinal Barberini heard the 
celebrated singer Leonora Baroni, to whom he inscribed three Latin epigrams. Thb 
tour formed one of the chief pleasures of his memory through all his subsequent life. 
He returned to England at the end of July, 1639, and settled in London, where 
he began to teach his two nephews, John and Edward Phillips. Other pupils being 
added, Milton at length found himself at the head of a private school. At the same 
time he was busy with plans for future poems. His attention, however, was soon 
diverted from poetrv to theological disputes, in which he took an active part an 1 
wrote several pamphlets. In Mav, 1643, he w'as married, and about three months 
later, having been deserted by his wife, he published his celebrated pamphlet In 
Doctrine and Discipline of Divorce. The reconciliation between Milton and his 
wife in 1643 put an end to his personal interest in this subject. Ills pamphlet had 
been published without a license. The Stationers’ Company, owing to the prevaleir 
practice of publishing books without their permission, applied to the House of Com- 
mons for an ordinance requiring all publications to be licensed. Complaint having 
been made against Milton for having violated this ordinance he was led to write 
his Areopagitica (our No. 490), which was published in 1644. ’Phis work, not 
only because of its subject but on account of its eloquent arguments for the hbcrtv of 
the press, still ranks as the most popular, if not the greatest, of all his pro^e writings. 
The first collected edition of his Poems (our No. 491 ) appeared the following year. 

Immediately after the death of Charles I., in 1649, appeared The Injure of 
Kings and Magistrates (our No. 493), in which Milton defends the conduct of the 
Court ordering the king’s execution. Upon the invitation of the new Council of State, 
Milton became us Latin Secretary. While holding this position he published several 
political pamphlets in support of the Commonwealth. His cvesight had been gradu- 
ally failing him for ten years, and about May, 1652, he became totally blind. At the 
Restoration Milton concealed himself, but no serious charges being made against him, 
he afterward resumed his usual habits of life. About this time he met with serious 
financial losses, and shortly after his third marriage, in 1663, moved to a house in 
Artillery Walk, in Bunhtll Fields. Here he continued to live during the remainder of 
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his life, except for a short interval during the Great Plague, when he retired to a cot- 
tage, which still exists, at Chalfont St. Giles, near Beaconsfield, in Buckinghamshire. 

As a youth he had resolved to write a great poem. This resolution began to 
take shape in 1642, when, it is said, he wrote the speech of Satan, the beginning 
of the Fourth Book of Paradise Lost (our No. 494). It was not until 1658, how- 
ever, that he settled down to the serious composition of this work. It was dictated in 
«« parcels of ten, twenty, and thirty verses at a time” as the inspiration came upon 
him. Early in 1667 it was completed, and on April 27 he signed a contract with 
Samuel Symons for its publication. This precious document, by which Milton re- 
ceived during his lifetime the sum of jQio, is now in the British Museum and has 
recently been reproduced in facsimile. The last of his poems, Paradtse Regained 
and Samson Agonistes , appeared in 1671. The latter poem is in part a personification 
of the author himself. In 1669 published Accedence Commend t Grammar (our 
No. 497) , a Latin grammar, probably compiled from notes made while he was teaching 
that language. He died November 8, 1674, and was buried in the church of St. 
Giles, Cripplegate.

This work, by far the best known of any of Milton’s prose writings, was published 
in November, 1644. It was a protest against an ordinance of Parliament passed the 
14th of the preceding June, with which it was proposed to crush him. Milton had 
always condemned licensing regulations, both in theory and practice, bv publishing 
several unlicensed tracts. Nor was Milton pleading his own cause alone, for wc 
learn that he had been asked by a respectable constituency to be their spokesman 
and write this pamphlet. 

Areopagitica is composed with more care and art than his other works, and is the 
best example he has given us of his ability as an advocate. Of all his prose works 
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it is the only one read with pleasure to-day, and contains several passages that have 
become well known. Who is not familiar with “ For Books are not abfolutely dead 
things, but doe contain a potencie oflife in them to be as a£live as that foulc was whole 
progeny they arc M ? or “As good almoll kill a Man as kill a good Book ; who 
kills a Man kills a reafonable creature, Gods Image ; but hee who deilroves a good 
Booke kills rcafon it felfe, kills the Image of God, as it were in the eve. Many a man 
lives a burden to the Earth ; but a good Booke is the pretious life-blood of a mailer 
fpirit, imbalm’d and treafur’d up on purpofe to a life beyond life.”

This is the First Collected Edition of Milton’s poems, and contains all that he 
had written up to the time of its publication, with the exception of those " On the 
Death of a Fair Infant dying of a Cough,” and ** At a Vacation Exercise in the 
Colledge,” both of which appeared in the Second Edition of the poems in 1673. 

With the exception of “ Lycidas,” “ Comus,” and the epitaph on Shakespeare, 
all the pieces here printed appear for the first time. 

The portrait by Marshall is the first engraved portrait of Milton ever published. 
The Greek inscription was intended by the poet as a satire on the engraver for repre- 
senting him as of middle age. It has been translated into English, as follows: 

“ Who that my real lineament has scanned 
Will not in this detect a bungler's hand ? 

My friends, in doubt on whom his art was tried, 

The idiot limner's vain attempt deride." 

Laid into the copy here described is a portrait, apparently a copy of Marshall’s. 
It differs from the original in the following respects: (a) The portrait is in a smaller 
oval; (b) the inscription in the oval closes “ atatis. 21.” instead of *‘a:tatis 
vsGefs : Pri ; (r) it lacks the figures of the four Muses in the corners; and (J) it 
lacks the words “ IV. M.fculp:" below the Greek lines at the bottom. 

Milton wrote the poems in this collection between his sixteenth and thirty-eighth 
vears. “ The order in which the poems are printed, within each division or class, 
is, as nearly as possible, the order in which they were written ; the deviations being 
only such as proper editorial art required. To almost every juvenile piece, too, whether 
in English or in Latin, there is prefixed; some indication of the exact date of its compo- 
sition ; and the title-page of the Latin Poems distinctly solicits attention to the fact that 
most of them were composed before the author was twenty. Even more remarkable 
than this care in the dating is the introduction into the volume of all the culogiums 
which Milton had already received from private friends on account of the Poems, or 
of any portion of them.” — Masson.

Of the First Edition of Paradise Loit 1 300 copies were printed, and it was offeree 
for sale probably toward the end of August, 1667. Appearing as it did during th< 
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troublesome times following the Restoration, and soon after the Great Plague and 
Great Fire of London, it did not meet with a ready sale. Whether for reasons of 
policy or of business is not known, but copies of this edition are known to have been 
issued with six distinct title-pages, in which variations are to be found in the name 
of the writer, in the names of the booksellers, and in the dates of imprint, as follows :

Information regarding another of the title-pages lias been promis'd, 
but has not vet come to hand. Mr. Marshall C. Lefferts, a prominent New York 
collector of Milton’s works, has for many vears been searching diligently in the 
public and private libraries of this country and Europe for copies containing these 
alleged title-pages. In his search he has also enlisted the assistance of manv book- 
sellers. His efforts have proved unsuccessful, and he confidently believes that no 
such title-pages exist, but that the descriptions of them rest wholly upon the inaccurate 
or confused descriptions of the six given above. In view of this uncertainty and 
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Paradife loft.

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because they have not been definitely located nor their existence conclusively demon- 
strated by facsimile reproductions, they have not been enumerated in the above list. 

Paradise Lost as originally issued with the First Title-page seems to have had no 
preliminary matter, the text of the poem beginning on the second leaf. With the 
Fourth Title-page there appear to have been issued for the first time seven leaves, 
containing: ( a ) “The Printer to the Reader/* 4 lines; followed by (^) “The 
Argument/* if pages; (r) “The Verse/* 2 pages; and ( d ) “Errata/* 1 page. 
The “ Address to the Reader *’ not being altogether grammatical in form, was changed, 
increasing it to six instead of four lines. The preliminary leaves with this six-line 
note are found with the Fifth Title-page, and sometimes with the Fourth. With the 
Sixth Title-page these leaves were reprinted, “The Printer to the Reader” being 
omitted. This reprint may still further be distinguished by the erratum in the list of 
“Errata/* where “Lib. 6. V. 215.** is made to read “Lib. 2. V. 215.’* The 
presumable order and arrangement of the different issues or editions, as they origi- 
nally appeared, therefore seems to have been as follows : 

(1) The First Title-page, followed immediately by the poem ; there being no pre- 
liminary matter. 

(2) The Second Title-page, followed immediately bv the poem as in (1). 

(3) The Third Title-page, followed immediately by the poem as in (1). 

(4) The Fourth Title-page, with the preliminary leaves containing the four- line 
note “The Printer to the Reader/* but sometimes with those containing the six-line 
note “The Printer to the Reader.’* 

(5) The Fifth Title-page, with the six-line note “The Printer to the Reader.” 

(6) The Sixth Title-page, with the reprinted preliminary leaves, in which “The 
Printer to the Reader,” is omitted. 

The numerous differences which appear in the body of the work are probably due 
to the corrections made from time to time as the work was passing through the press, 
and it is possible that some of the sheets were actually reprinted. As the sheets 
containing the corrections were mixed with the uncorrectcd ones before or during the 
binding, these differences arc of little or no value in determining the priority of the 
issue of the copy in which they are found. The list of “Errata/* doubdess com- 
piled by Milton himself, first appeared after the work had been printed. Of the 
changes there called for but one appears to have caught the printer’s eve, that in 
Book 3, line 751 (last line but one), in which the word “with” has been changed 
to “in.” It thus appears that the compiler of the “Errata” must have made up 
his list from a copy containing the uncorrccted line. 

The delinquencies of the printer are to be observed: (1) in mistakes made in 
numbering the lines of the poem ; (2) in faukv punctuation ; (3) in errors of spelling; 
(4) in inconsistencies of capitalization; (5) in errors in the catchwords; and (6) in 
miscellaneous errors and variations. 

(1) A list of the errors in line numberings found in each of the copies here 
described is given with their collations. In some of the 26 copies examined, line 
731 of Book 3 is wrongly numbered 740 ; 74 1 is 7 50 ; 751 is 760. Book 4, line 
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90 is 80 ; 100 is 90 ; 2 jo is xoo. Book 9, line 824 is 820 ; 834 is 830 ; 844 is 
840 ? 854 is 8 sq; 864 is 860; 874 is 870; 944 is renumbered 940 ; 954 is 950; 
964 is 960 ; 974 is 970 ; 984 is 980 ; 994 is 990 ; 1004 is 1000 ; and 1010 is 
01 10. The line numbers are printed in a ruled space outside of the text, but do not 
always align with it. When out of alignment they are assigned to the nearest line. 

(2) The following variations in punctuation occur in different copies, those em- 
ployed in the Second Edition being with a single exception placed in parentheses : 
Book 3, Jine 663, “accofles.” (“accedes;”); Book 4, line 88/ “ groane : ” 
(“groane;”); Book 4, line 720, “Hood,” (“flood.”), Second Edition, 
“flood”; Book 5, line 301, “ Raies, to” (“ Raies to”); Book 5, line 608, 
“Lord,” (“Lord:”); Book 5, line 710, “within,” (“within”); Book 5, line 
743, “Morning” (“Morning,”); Book 8, line nor, “renown’d;” (“ re- 
nown* d,”); Book 9, line 982, “mifery.” ( “ miferv,” ) ; Book 10, line 139, 
“ linkt,” ( “ linkt;” ) ; Book 10, line 904, “few,” (“few;”). All the above 
varieties we have seen in the First Edition except “ flood.” and “ renown’d ; for 
which we take R. H. Shepherd’s assertion in the Pickering reprint. In Book 4, line 
720, the comma after “ flood ” appears much worn and indistinct, gradually wearing 
down to what seems to be a period ; and in Book 10, line 904, the upper part of 
what is described as a semicolon after “ few ” looks in most cases much like a blur. 

(3) The following misprints and other variations occur in different copies, the 
corrected forms used in the Second Edition being placed in parentheses: Book 2, 
line 1009, “ Havook ”(“ Havock ”) ; Book 3, line 97, “me ”( “ mcc ” ) ; Book 
5, line 827, “our” (“one”); Book 9, line 1078, “ fupply ” (“fupplie”); 
and Book 10, line 32, “ pray let me,” ( “ pray, let mee ” ). When Milton wished 
to be emphatic he used the form “ mee ” instead of “ me 

(4) The following variations occur in the use of capitals, the forms used in 
the Second Edition being placed in parentheses. Book 4, line 83, “Spirits” 
( “ fpirits ” ) ; Book 4, line 91, “ fupream ” (“Supream”); Book 5, line 287, 
“bands” (“Bands”); Book 10, line 76, “doom” (“Doom”); Book 10, line 
101, “warriours” ( “ Warriours ” ) . 

(5) The catchwords arc not always followed by the same word on the next page. 

On leaf [B 4], verso, “ with ” is followed by “Turns” ; [1 4], verso, “Their” 
by “Thir”; [M4], verso, “Happy;” by “ Happie,” ; [R4], recto, 

“Had” by “Hath”; Bb, recto, “Created,” by “Created”; [Pp3]» rccto » 
“ Z)epar~” by “Departure”. 

(6) in but one copy (one of the ten at the Lenox Library) have we found the 
head-line on the recto of leaf K 2 to read “Book 2,” all other copies reading 
correctly “Book 3.” In six copies only (three in the Lenox Library, two be- 
longing to Mr. Morgan, and that of the Grolier Club) have we found the first word 
of line 616 of Book 5 printed to align with the other verses; in all other cases it 
has been indented, and it is so printed in the Second Edition.

The Second Edition of Paradise Lost appeared in 1674, year of Milton’s 
death. It is in small octavo, some copies containing Dolle’s portrait, reduced in 1671 
from the Faithorne engraving. Two sets of commendatory verses, one in Latin by 
Samuel Barrow, the other in English by Andrew Marvell, precede the poem. “ The 
Argument*’ is divided, that portion appropriate to each book being printed before 
its text. The pages are numbered, but the numbering of the lines, which had 
occasioned much trouble in the First Edition, was omitted. 

The poem was divided into twelve books instead of ten. No change occurs in 
the first six books. 

Book 7 is divided into two, the seventh ending at line 640 : 

“Aught, not furpafling human meafure, fay.'* 

Book 8 begins with line 641, 

“To whom thus Adam gratefully repii'd." 

which has been amplified to read : 

“The Angel ended, and in Adams Eare 
So Charming left his voice, that he a while 
Thought him fiill fpeaking, (till flood fixt to hear 5 
Then as new wak't thus gratefully repli'd.” 

Book 8 became Book 9, and Book 9 became Book 10. 

Book 10 is divided into Books 1 1 and 1 2. Book 1 1 ends with line 896 :

Some copies of this work have the initials -J. M.” instead of the full name of 
the author on the title-page, which is printed from a different setting of the type. 

It was a favorite idea of Milton’s that the Latin tongue could be far more quickly 
learned than by the ordinary school methods.

This pamphlet, which did not appear until seven years after Milton’s death, seems, 
from the address “ To the Reader,” to have been a portion of his History of Britain, 
omitted from that work, perhaps having been struck out bv the licenser. It is now 
always inserted immediately after the first paragraph of the third book, and forms 
eleven paragraphs of the text from that point onward. These paragraphs in modern 
editions are usually found wdthin brackets, to indicate that they did not appear in the 
original edition as published in 1670. 

44 It may be a question, however,” says Masson ; * € whether they ought to have 
been adopted into the H^tory at all and ought not now to be turned out. Thcv are 
an attack upon the memory of the Long Parliament and the Westminster Assembly ; 
and, though the part of the attack that concerns the Westminster Assembly corre- 
sponds closely enough, in parts of the wording, with what Milton had written in his 
wrath, more than once, against the Presbyterian Divines, or indeed against Divines 
generally, the part about the Long Parliament seems positively renegade from his 
previous testimonies of reverence for the persons and acts of that body, and from all 
that we now remember as historically Miltonic. . . .

This is the Second Edition of the first published portion of one of the most brilliant 
works of English poetry produced in the interval between Surrcv and Spenser. It is 
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divided into two parts, the first of which contains the nineteen legends or tragedies of 
the First Edition; in the second part are eight new ones, the one by Sackville being 
preceded by his celebrated “ Induction/ ’ His contributions far surpass in excellence 
those of the other writers. 

The First Edition, published in 1559, was a bookseller’s plan for a poetical sequel 
to Lydgate’s popular Fall of Prynces. “Its main purpose was didactic; moralising 
such incidents of English history as illustrate the fall from high estate, the humiliation 
of the strong, and the fickleness of Fortune.” Sackville, the originator of the plan, 
became so immersed in public affairs that he was unable to complete the work, and it 
was turned over to William Baldwin. Jasper Heywood in the preface to his Second 
Tragedie of Seneca mentions Baldwin and his work, which had then recently appeared, 
as follows : 

“There heare thou (halt a great reportc 
of Baldwyn’s worthie name. 

Whole Myrrour doth of Magitt rates 
proclayme cternall fame " 

The First Edition contained nineteen historical tragedies narrated bv six poets — Sack- 
ville, Baldwin, Ferrers, Churchyard, Phaer, and Skelton. Of these Haslcwood, in 
his edition of 1815, attributes twelve to the pen of Baldwin. The Second Edition, 
published in 1563, is that here described. The Third Edition appeared in 1571. 
Though this was the first portion of the work to be published, it was afterward known 
in the collected edition, for reasons which will presently be given, as the Third or 
Last Part . 

The Fourth Edition of the book here described was published in 1574, under the 
title The Laft parte of the Mirour for Magtft rates, because in this year Higgins 
issued the first edition of his portion, which chronologically took precedence of Bald- 
win’s earlier book. Under this latter title it was reprinted in 1575 and ! 578. 

“It was intended,” says Hazhtt, “that this book should have been published four 
years before in folio, and a portion of it was actually set up in type, when the author- 
ities suppressed it. The title page, however, has come down to us by some accident, 
bound up at the end of a few copies of Lydgate’s Falls of Princes , and runs as follows : 
— A. Memorial of suche Princes, as since the tvme of King Richard the seconde, 
haue been vnfortunate in the Realme of England. Londini In aedibus Iohannis wav- 
landi, cum priuilegio per septennium. At the back of this is printed ‘ The copy of 
the quenes Maiesties letters Patentes [ 1558,].’” 

This work covers the same ground as several of Shakespeare’s historical tragedies, 
and perhaps exercised more influence on English poetry, and contributed more to the 
advancement of English metrical literature, than any other work of its day. It famil- 
iarized the people of England with its history, as recorded by her ancient chroniclers, 
and is written in verse which called forth the admiration of Sir Philip Sidney. 

In 1574 appeared a new series consisting of sixteen legends composed by John 
Higgins, which, because the subjects related to an earlier period than those in Bald- 
win’s work, he called The Ftrjl parte of The Mirour for Magif rates ; and it was 
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thus that Baldwin* s publication came to be called The LajU Parte . Higgins* part 
was reprinted in 1575 and again in 1578. 

In 1578 Thomas Blener Hasset, or Blcnerhasset, published a volume containing 
twelve legends, all written by himself, entitled The Seconde part of the Mirrour for 
Magif rates . This covered chronologically the interval between Higgins* Firft Parte 
and Baldwin* s Lafte Parte . 

In 1587 the three parts were first published together, the whole containing 
seventy-four legends, twenty-four of the twenty-seven new legends having been written 
bv Higgins. This was followed in 1610 by an edition by Richard Niccols. In this 
edition the preliminary matter and prose inductions were omitted, the volume contain- 
ing, according to € * The Contents,*’ ninety-one legends, and in addition ** A Winter 
Night’s Vision,” and an original poem, ** England’s Eliza,” written by the editor. 
The edition of 1619 is identical with that of 1610, but with a new title. The Fallen 
of Vnfort unate Princes .

«« There lived, in the latter half of the eighteenth century, at Bodenweder, in the 
Electorate of Hanover, a certain Baron Friederich von Munchausen, who had been in 
the Russian service against the Turks, but who was then established on his own estates 
near the Weser, and much addicted to the chase, to good cheer, and to story-telling 
of the most extravagant sort. He was connected with the old family of which Baron 
Munchausen — who was minister to George IF. for Hanover and induced that monarch 
to found the University of Gottingen — was the most eminent member, so that, from 
his respectable connexions, social qualities, and free hospitality, the Baron of Boden- 
weder was tolerated, if not respected, bv the nobility and gentry of his neighborhood. 
He died in 1797. Among the persons who often visited him was Rudolph Erich 
Raspe, a man of learning, who was for some time connected with the library at Got- 
tingen, and afterwards, in 1767, became a Professor in Cassel, and Keeper of a curi- 
ous collection of antique gems and medals belonging to the Elector of Hesse.** Having 
stolen and sold some gems, Raspe fled to England, where he looked to authorship for 
support. Falling into extreme poverty he became an employee in a German coffee- 
house. Here, remembering the stones he had heard at Baron Munchausen *s hos- 
pitable table, he wrote the work here described. 

** Soon after the appearance of Munchausen*s Travels in England, the little book 
was naturally carried to Germany and became known in the kingdom of Hanover. 
Gottfried August Burger, author of the famous ballad of « Jxnore,’ was then living at 
Gottingen, almost as poor as Raspe, and quite as unprincipled. He, too, was a per- 
sonal acquaintance of Munchausen’s, — had enjoyed his riotous hospitality and had 
heard his wild stories As a promising literary adventure, he translated the little book 
of Raspe, and made additions to it from the stores of his own memory, so that it was 
published in I 787 and 1788 in two editions, or perhaps only with a changed title-page, 
at Gottingen, not very far from where Munchausen lived, and where his habits and 
stories were perfectly well known. But this was more than the fox-hunting baron 
could submit to. He therefore took legal proceedings against Burger and against the 
bookselling house w ho were his publishers, and so thoroughly alarmed them that the 
imprint of 4 London * instead of ‘ Gottingen ’ was put on the copies that had not been 
sold, and subsequently, as the matter was still further pressed, the remainder of the 
edition was destroyed, and the suit stopped by the full submission of the offending 
parties. . . . 

“The ‘miserable book,* however, has since gone its way over the world trium- 
phanth , little regarding law r or truth. It has been translated into many languages; 
printed and reprinted in all forms ; altered and enlarged ; and, although generally 
injured by the changes it has undergone, it has never been absolutely spoiled by any 
of them. It would be difficult to find a dozen books of amusement in modern times, 
that have been so attractive to all classes of society in all civilized countries ; the 
peculiar delight of children, and yet not neglected by the mature and the cultivated ; 
affording materials for the gayest frolics in the arts, and happy illustrations for the wit 
of orators, poets, and statesmen.* *

Nine of the ten tragedies here given had previously appeared in separate editions. 
Copies of seven of these are in the British Museum. They were here collected into 
one volume by Thomas Newton, the translator of one of them, The Thebais , and 
were published under his editorship. 

Jasper Heywood the younger, son of John Heywood, the author of The Spider 
and the Flit (our No. 393), was the translator of three, viz.: Troas (London, 
“by Richard Tottyll,” * 559, and “by Thomas Powell, for George Bucke,” 
c. 1560), Hercules Furens (London, “by Henrye Sutton/’ 1561), and Tkyestes 
(London, u Thomas Berthelettes,” 1560). Alexander Neville translated (Edipus 
( London, “Thomas Colwell/’ 1 563) . John Studley translated Htppolytus (no separate 
edition known), Medea (London, “Thomas Colwell/’ 1566), Agamemnon (London, 
“Thomas Colwell,” 1666), and Hercules Oetaus (no separate edition known). 
Thomas Nuce translated Octavia (London, “Henry Denham,” n.d.). Thomas 
Newton translated Thebais , which here appears for the first time. 

As the first collected edition of the English translation of the tragedies of Seneca, 
this work is of considerable importance, and merits the attention of every admirer of 
the ancient classical drama. All of the translations except Nuce’s Octavia are 
written in Alexandrine measure.

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Henry Parker 

has described tHis very rtre work, giving a specimen of the type, but it is to be remarked 
that neither of the copies he describes — one probably Mr. Hebcr’s, the other Lord 
Spencer’s — appears to have contained the leaf bearing Pynson’s device, and both 
were therefore imperfect. 

This is the first work from Pynson’s press. It has no title-page, but this copy 
contains the final leaf with his device, the existence of which has been questioned by 
some and even positively denied by others. The different books begin as follows, 
and have the following head- lines :

verso of leaf H iii. There are errors in many of the head-lines. 

“The author of this curious work was Henry Parker, of Doncaster, a Carmelite. 
He preached against the pomp of the priesthood, and reproved the prelates for their 
wealth and their modes of living, which he contrasted with the utter poverty of 
Christ. He was compelled to do public penance and ask pardon for his scandalous 
statements; but the winged words had gone forth, and Pynson printed them in 14^3 
with the title of ‘Dives and Pauper.’ 

“ The book is full of curious and suggestive matter, historical allusions, and racy 
proverbial phrases.”

This First Edition of the Earl of Pembroke’s poems was edited by John Donne 
the younger, “at the request of Christiana Countess of Devonshire the Platonick 
Mistress of the author ; She was sister to the Sir Ed. Bruce, who was killed in the 
remarkable duel with Sackville afterwards Earl of Dorset.” In the dedication the 
editor “ states that the poems had been preserved by the Countess of Devonshire, 
who had employed him to edit them, while in his address ‘ To The Reader ’ [lacking 
in the copy here described] he states that he obtained them from Henry Lawes and 
Nicholas Laniere, who had set some of them to music.” 

In 1817 the work was reprinted, some portions being suppressed, under the 
editorship of Sir S. E. Budges.

This is a fine large copy, with several leaves untouched by the binder's knife at 
the bottom, and several leaves with rough fore-edges. 

The first seven books of this translation were originally published in 1558, of 
which edition there is a copy in the Earl of Ellesmere’s library. In 1562 they were 
republished, with two additional books. In 1573 the translation of all the twelve books 
appeared, and in the edition here described a thirteenth book, the Supplement of 
Maphaeus, was first added. This is the First Edition of the complete work, the 
Second Edition of which was published in 1 596. 

Thomas Phaer, an Oxford student and barrister-at-law of Lincoln’s Inn, and also 
a physician, wrote the poem “Owen Glendower” in the Myrrour for Magsftrates 
(our No. 499). Before his death, in 1560, he had translated nine books and a part 
of the tenth book of the jEneid , all of which were published in the edition of 1562. 
After Phaer* s death the work was taken up and finished by Twyne, a fellow 
physician. 

Virgil was a favorite with the early English writers. The jEneid first appeared 
in English in Caxton’s prose translation, printed by himself, in 1490. An interval 
of more than half a century took place before it reappeared in three metrical transla- 
tions foliowring one another at short intervals : that of Bishop Gawin Douglas, in 
1553 (our No. 371) ; the Earl of Surrey’s, in 1557; and Thomas Phaer’ 5, in 
1558. The next metrical translation, by Richard Stanyhurst, of the first four books 
(1583), is justly regarded as one of the curiosities of English literature. Corser, in 
his Collectanea Anglo- Poetic a, gives some extracts as examples of its “ excessive 
absurdity. ”

This poem was reprinted many times. The First Edition appeared in 1792 ; the 
Fifth, or first illustrated edition, was published the following year, with four illustra 
tions on copper by Stothard. In 1801 appeared a new edition with fifteen head- and 
tail-pieces by Heath, after Stothard, and the year after, another edition with the same 
number. The copy here described appears to be the third edition containing thi- 
series of illustrations. Copies of the 1793, 1801, and 1802 editions were in the 
Locker- Lampson library. 

Samuel Rogers, the banker-poet, began contributing to The Gentleman's Magazine 
in 1781. He first achieved popularity in 1792 by the publication of The Pleasures 
of Memory , the work here described. Having retired from business on the death of 
his father in 1793, he became intimate with the most eminent men of his da\ . 
Visiting Paris he there cultivated his tastes as an art connoisseur. He attained a high 
position among men of letters, many of whom were indebted to his influence or 
personal generosity. In 1850 he received the offer of the laurcateship, which he 
declined.

“ George Stevens, the originator of the ‘ Lecture on Heads,’ was a very indiffer- 
ent actor, but a man of humorous parts, and in himself was considered, by his con- 
temporaries, most entertaining company. The idea of the lecture was given him by 
a country carpenter, who made the character-blocks which formed the subjects of 
illustration. It proved an extraordinary success in the hands of the originator. He 
carried it about England, through the States of America, and, on his return, to Ire- 
land ; and managed to net some ten thousand pounds by this lucky venture. After 
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he retired more than one actor attempted it, with poor results. Lewis was the most 
successful of Stevens’s imitators, and he had made such arrangements with the author 
as entitled the latter to a royalty for the use of his * Lecture on Heads.’ It probably 
derived its principal charm from the style of its delivery. Read in cold blood, its 
brilliancy and point are by no means startling.” 

Thomas Rowlandson, the artist and caricaturist, learned to draw before he could 
write, and at ten years of age had already filled his exercise-books with caricatures 
of his teachers and schoolmates. He studied at the Royal Academy, which he left 
when about sixteen and went to Paris, where he continued his studies, at the same 
time becoming an adept in French. After two years he returned to England, and 
resumed his studies at the Academy, showing such proficiency in his art that it became 
the fashion to pit him against the favorite of the life school, John Hamilton Mortimer. 
After two years, during which he seems to have visited Paris again, he returned to 
London and established himself as a portrait-painter, contributing regularly to the 
Academy and exhibiting both portraits and landscapes. He appears to have frequent) v 
visited Flanders, Holland, and Germany, where he filled his sketch-books with 
studies. 

Among his associates were several caricaturists, Gillray, Wigstead, and Bunbury. 
By 1781 his own tendency to caricature had become pronounced, and in 1784 he 
produced “ Vauxhall Gardens,” a typical example of his skill. This was followed 
by other works of a similar character. 

During his later years he devoted much of his attention to book illustration. For 
Ackermann’s Poetical Magazine, established in 1809, he furnished two plates monthk, 
illustrating The Schoolmaster* s Tour , the metrical text of which was supplied bv 
William Combe, who was then living in the King’s Bench Prison. The success of 
this combined effort, published when completed as The Tour of Doctor Syntax, tn Search 
of the Picturesque (our No. 5*6)* led to its two sequels, The Second Tour of Doctor 
Syntax , tn Search of Consolation (our No. 521 ) in 1820, and The Third Tour of 
Doctor Syntax , in Search of a Wife (our No. 522) in 1822. They each passed 
through many editions, and in 1823 Ackermann published a pocket edition of the 
three Tours in sixteenmo, with the plates reengraved and reduced in si/.e. Combe 
also furnished the text for Rowlandson’s plates of the History of Johnny Qu,r Genus, 
the Foundling of the Late Doctor Syntax (our No. 524), The English Dance of 
Death (our No. 5*8)* and The Dance of Life (our No. 520). 

The success of Rowlandson and Combe’s works led to the publication of numer- 
ous imitations of the Doctor Syntax Tours, among which may be named: Doitor 
Syntax in Paris (our No. 525) ; The Tour of Doctor Syntax through London (our 
No. 526) ; and The Tour of Doctor Prosody, tn Search of the Antique and 
Picturesque (our No. 527). 

Rowlandson also furnished illustrations for Stevens’ Lectures on Heads (the present 
number), Goldsmith’s Vicar of Wakefield (our No. 385), and Englebach’s Naples 
and the Campagna Felice ( our No. 517). 
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George Alexander Stevens 

The extraordinary facility and fertility of Rowlandson’s work may be observed in 
his power of managing crowds, his eye for the picturesque, and the grace and accuracy 
of his feminine figures, many of which are exceedingly beautiful. Several of his 
female portraits have been mistaken for sketches by Gainsborough or Morland, show- 
ing that if he had confined himself to this branch of his art he would have proved a 
serious competitor for the honors bestowed upon Reynolds, Romney, Gainsborough, 
and other painters of their class. t( With every qualification to ensure success, 
Rowlandson, as bis story indicates, deliberately threw away the serious chances of 
life, to settle down as the delineator of the transitory impressions of the hour.”

There arc mam later editions of this book, a Fourth and Fifth appearing in 1813, 
and a Ninth in 1819. They contain the same plates, but the impressions are much 
inferior, the plates having been several times rcetched. 

This poem was first published in the Ports cal Magazine under the title The School- 
master's Tour, It was then separately published with the title changed, as here 
described. For this volume the old subjects were reengraved bv Rowlandson, with 
the outlines somewhat less bold and three new subjects added : the frontispiece, the 
vignette on the title-page, and plate 27, The Doctor’s Dream of the Battle of the 
Books, not included in the work on its original publication. In the introduction 
the relative position of the artist and the writer of the poem is explained. Combe 
savs: “I undertook to give metrical Illustrations of the prints with which Mr. 
Acker mann decorated the Poetual Magazine, a work published bv him in Monthly 
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Numbers , for the reception of original compositions. . . . An Etching or a Drawing 
was accordingly sent to me every month, and 1 composed a certain proportion of 
pages in verse, in which, of coarse, the subject of the design was included : the rest 
depended upon what my imagination could furnish. — When the first print was sent 
to me, I did not know what would be the subject of the second ; and in this manner, 
in a great measure, the Artist continued designing, and I continued writing, every 
month for two years, ’till a work, containing near ten thousand Lines was produced : 
the Artist and the Writer having no personal communication with, or knowledge 
of each other.” 

The popularity of the work was so great that several editions followed, and trans- 
lations appeared in French and German. 

“ Numerous imitations, less legitimate than the foreign translations, . . . also ap- 
peared in this country [England], such as The Tour of Doctor i Syntax through Lon- 
don ; Doctor Syntax in Pans , in Search of tin Grotesque ; Dot to? Prosody ; Sentimental 
Tour through Margate and Hastings by Doctor Comparative , Jutit.; and Doctor 
Syntax's Life of Napo/eon , which is possibly due to Combe’s pen, and derives a 
strong additional interest from the illustrations, which are fair examples of George 
Cruikshank’s handiwork. A parody, in verse, entitled Ihc Adventures of Doctor 
Comtcus , by a modern Syntax, was also issued, with coloured imitations of Rowland- 
son’s designs.” 


William Combe went to Eton, where he was the contemporarv of Lord Lvttelton, 
Fox, and Beckford. Going from there to Oxford, he gave himself up to a life of 
dissipation and left without taking a degree. After some years spent in France and 
Italy, he returned to London and took up the profession of the law. His princely 
style of living won for him the sobriquet of “Count Combe.” Later becoming em- 
barrassed bv debt, he is said to have been successively a common soldier, a waiter at 
Swansea, a teacher of elocution, a cook at Douai College, and a private in the French 
army. In 1771 he returned to London, where he engaged in authorship as a profes- 
sion and became a voluminous writer. His works are for the most part now forgotten. 
As early as 1780 he had been obliged to live within the “rules” of the King’s 
Bench or debtor’s prison. Thus he lived for over forty years, and does not seem to 
have greatly cared to change his condition. 

His best known works were written to illustrate the plates of Rowlandson the cari- 
caturist. The first of these was The Schoolmaster' s Tour (1812), which made the 
fortune of Ackermann’s New Poetical Magazine . On its completion it was published 
in an independent volume as The Tour of Doctor Syntax, in Search of the Picturesque 
(our present number). This was followed in 1820 and 1822 by the Second and 
Third Tours of Doctor Syntax (our Nos. 521 and 522). Combe’s practice was 
“ regularly to pin up the sketch against a screen of his apartment in the King’s Bench 
and write off his verses as the printer wanted them. ... It is doubtful whether 
Syntax would ever have attained much popularity without Rowlandson.” The suc- 
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cess of Doctor Syntax led to a further collaboration between Rowlandson and Combe, 
resulting in The Dance of Death (our No. 518), The Dance of Life (our No. 520), 
and other works. In The Dance of Death are to be found some of the best specimens 
of Combe’s versification.

This scries was begun in 1814 and finished in 1816, and was issued by Acker- 
mann in twenty-four monthly parts with paper wrappers, uncut edges, like the Tour 
of Doctor Syntax and its successive works. 

These are Rowlandson’s famous series of illustrations on the Dance of Death , a 
subject which, in spite of its grimness, is quite suited to the artistic humor. It 
secured great praise during the designer’s lifetime, and “in point of execution the set 
leaves nothing to be desired ; in regard to picturesque action and easy grouping, 
the illustrations will bear comparison with any of the artist’s works. As in the well- 
known series by Holbein, Della Bella, &c.. Death appears at the most unexpected 
and inopportune moments, with that stern and ghastly reminder of the futility of human 
pleasures, successes, and pursuits, of which the most playful satirists have never been 
able to lose sight. . . . 

“ Both artist and author seem to have appreciated the resources of their subject so 
thoroughly, and have worked out its grotesque spirit with such appropriateness, that the 
Dance of Death must remain a fitting monument of their genius. A large circulation 
could hardly be anticipated for a work conceived in this realistically fearful vein. Row- 
landson has drawn the various episodes which his invention suggested with a complete- 
ness of detail rarely found in his later designs. . . . Combe has worked with a vigour 
worthy of the occasion ; and for wit, point, and felicitv we are inclined to believe the 
versification to the Dance of Death surpasses all his other contributions to literature 111 
this branch. The entire series may be accepted as a work of higher character, in 
all respects, than its popular predecessors, the better recognised Tours of Doctor Syntax ;

In order to give Doctor Syntax an opportunity to continue his eccentric tours, his 
termagant wife, who figures in the First Tour, is decently buried in the first canto of 
the present work, and he proceeds to new adventures.

The Third and final Tour was original] v issued in eight monthly parts, with paper 
wrappers, uncut edges, and when completed it was published in collected form, in 
1822. This tour ends with the death and burial of the hero. Its popularity, like 
that of the Second Tour, was sufficient to carry it through several editions, though 
neither was as successful as the First of the series. The illustrations are quite 
equal in spirit, invention, and execution to those in the First and Second Tours. In 
1823 Ackermann issued a “miniature edition” of the three series in sixteenmo, 
instead of royal octavo, for which the plates were reengraved one third of the original 
size.

This, the First Edition of the romance which gave its name to the long series 
which followed it, was published July 7, 1814.

The First Edition consisted of 1000 copies. So great was its popularity that thiee 
more editions were called for before the end of the year. The First Edition was sold 
within five weeks ; the Second Edition, of 2000 copies, appeared before the end 
of August; the Third Edition, of 1000 copies, was published in October; and a 
Fourth, of a like number, appeared in November. These were followed by the 
Fifth Edition, of 1000 copies, January, 1815; the Sixth Edition, of 1500 copies, 
June, 1816; the Seventh Edition, of 2000 copies, October, 1817 ; and the Eighth 
Edition, of 2000 copies, April, 1821. Fragments of the original manuscript of 
Waverley are now in the library of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. 

We are indebted to the courtesy of Mr. P. A, Valentine and of Mr. F. R. Halsey, 
both of New York City, for the privilege of collating their sets of the Waverley 
Novels, both being bound in the original boards, as issued. 

For brief historical synopses of the novels which follow we are indebted to the 
Class List of English Prose Fiction , Sixth Edition, April, 1877, prepared for the 
Boston Public Library under the editorship of its librarian and superintendent. Dr. 
Justin Winsor. 
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This picture of the life and manners of Scotland (1745) at the time when the 
old feudal feeling and the Covenanters’ fanaticism had not wholly died out, though 
their equivalents had long since disappeared in the southern country, accompanies 
the historical events of the rebellion of the Chevalier Charles Edward, the battle of 
Prestonpans, the “ race to Derby,” and the Pretender’s court in Holyrood Castle, 
Edinburgh. 

Sir Walter Scott, a descendant of an old border family, was the son of a writer to 
the Signet, of Edinburgh. Owing to an illness, he was sent at an early age to live 
with his grandfather. He there recovered his health, but was left with a permanent 
lameness. From his grandmother, the neighboring old women, and others he learned 
many songs and legends of the old moss-troopers and of his border ancestors. After 
being taken to Bath for a year to try the waters for his lameness, he returned to his 
father’s house in Edinburgh, in 1778. Soon after this he was sent to the high school, 
but failed to distinguish himself there as a scholar, though he became a fair Latinist and 
won praise for his poetical renderings of Horace and Virgil. Among his schoolmates 
he gained a great reputation for his out-of-the-way information and talent as a story- 
teller. In 1783 he began attending classes at college. He learned enough Italian to 
read Tasso and Ariosto in the original, acquired some Spanish, and read through 
several old French romances. 

In 1786 he was apprenticed to his father as a writer to the Signet, and was called 
to the bar in 1792. His ample leisure was employed in scouring the country in search 
of ballads and other relics of antiquity. In December, 1799, he was appointed sheriff- 
deputy of Selkirkshire, and in 1 806 obtained a reversion of the office of clerk of 
sessions, but did not enter into the full enjoyment of its salary until after the death of 
the incumbent, Mr. Home, in 1812. Though the duties of the latter position demanded 
three or four hours of fatiguing labor daily during six out of the twelve months that 
the court was in session, yet much leisure for literary pursuits was left to him. 

His first publication, a metrical translation, or rather, imitation, of two ballads by 
Burger, “The Chase” and “ William and Helen,” appeared in a small volume in 
October, *796. This was followed three years later by a translation of Goethe’s 
Gotz von Berlichtngen. Scott’s first original poems, “ Glenfinlas,” “The Eve of St. 
|ohn,” and “The Gray Brother,” were published in Lewis’s Tales of Wonder 
in 1801. These Scott justly calls his “first serious attempts in verse.” His next 
important undertaking was the publication of his collection of ballads entitled Minstrehy 
of the Scottish Border , the first two volumes of which appeared in 1802, the third 
and last in 1803. A little later Scott wrote many reviews, mostly of poetical publica- 
tions, and did much editorial work ; but his critical articles, labors in biography, and 
annotations he looked upon as merely a relaxation from original composition. 

The first of his long poems, The Lay of the Last Minstrel , begun in 1803, was not 
published until January, 1805. Much to the author’s astonishment, it became widely 
popular, and its success decided for him that literature was thenceforth to be the main 
calling of his life. 
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Soon after the appearance of this poem he began a prose romance, Waver ley, which 
being unfavorably criticised bv a friend, was laid aside and was not completed until 
several years later. It was at about this time also that Scott associated himself with 
Ballantyne, an old schoolmate, as silent partner in the publishing business — a business 
connection which, owing to Ballantyne* s mismanagement, caused him much anxiety and 
trouble, especially in 1813, and again in 1826 when it resulted in his financial ruin. 

In 1808 Marmion appeared. In the composition of this poem Scott had taken 
unusual care, having kept it in his hands about a year and a half before giving it to the 
printer. Its triumphant success at once placed its author at the head of living poets. 
In 1810 he published The Lady of the Lake . This was followed in 1811 by The 
Vision of Don Roderick ; by Rokeby in 1812; The Bridal of Triermain in *813; 
and The Lord of the Isles in 1815. These poems, abounding in delightful descriptions 
of local scenes and stirring accounts of the principal events of Scottish history, were 
extremely popular, and the appearance of each new poem from Scott’s pen was an 
event to which his readers looked forward with ever increasing eagerness. 

In 1813 the popularity of Scott’s poetry had somewhat declined, owing to the 
appearance of several poems by his younger rival Lord Byron. Scott thereupon, hav- 
ing accidentally come across the manuscript of the romance which he had written and 
laid aside several years before, took it up and completed it in four weeks in the summer 
of 1814. This work. Waver ley (our present number) , a story illustrative of Scottish 
life and character, was published anonymously in July, 1814, during the same week as 
his edition of Swift’s Works in nineteen volumes. It met with instant favor, and 
several editions were called for within a few months. Scott lost no time in taking 
advantage of its success, and at once began work upon Guy Mannering (our next num- 
ber), which also appeared anonymously the following year. None of Scott’s intimate 
friends ever had the slightest doubt of his being the author of Waver ley, and Jeffrey, 
the editor of the Edinburgh Review , who had known him from his youth, was at no 
pains to conceal his conviction of its authorship. 

His third story. The Antiquary (our No. 532) , appeared in 1816. From this 
time on romance followed romance in rapid succession, among the most important being 
The Heart of Midlothian (in our No. 535), in 1818; The Bride of Lammermoor 
(in our No. 536), in 1819; Ivanhoe (our No. 538), in 1820; Ken 1 Ituor th (our 
No. 540), in 1821 ; and Quentin Durward (our No. 544), in 1823. Scott was 
now at the zenith of his fame as a novelist. 

In 1 81 1 he had purchased Abbotsford, upon the Tweed. This property he had 
greatly enlarged by the purchase of adjoining land. The next year he began building 
a mansion which in the course of a few years he so enlarged and furnished in ac- 
cordance with his antiquarian and artistic tastes that it became one of the show places 
and literary shrines of Scotland. Here he kept open house and entertained in such a 
fine old feudal fashion that Abbotsford was seldom without guests. 

In 1826, through Ballantyne’s failure, Scott was brought face to face with financial 
ruin. Then began one of the most pathetic struggles recorded in the annals of literary 
history. Scott, who had lost his wife in the early part of the year and was himself in

broken health, having developed b\ mpioim of apoplexy, heroically set to work to can- 
cel bv the labors of his pen the enormuub sum of £ 130,000, an indebtedness for which 
he was morally blameless. IVoodtock (our No. 548 ) was the first of the novels pub- 
lished after the failure. His Lite of Napoleon Buonaparte in nine volumes and Chron- 
icles of the Canongate , first scries (our No. 549), appeared the next \ear. Between 
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January, 1826, and January, 1828, he had earned nearly £40,000 for the benefit 
of his creditors. Other works followed, among them Anne of Geier stein (our No. 
551), in 1829. But the terrific labor was too much for his endurance. 

In November, 1830, he had a slight touch of apoplexy, and a distinct stroke of 
paralysis the following April, Still he continued to write, and by the autumn of 1831 
had finished Count Robert of Paris and Castle Dangerous (in our No. 553). With 
these two romances the long series of the Waverley Novels was brought to a close. 

In September, Scott, by the advice of his physicians, left Abbotsford and was taken 
on a cruise about the Mediterranean, which lasted for the greater part of a \car. 
Feeling that the end was near, he insisted on being carried across Europe that he might 
die at his beloved Abbotsford. There he expired, September 21, 1832, and five dau 
later was buried at Dry burgh Abbey.

Guy Mannering, published February 24, 1815, was, as Scott was often heard to 
say, ** the work of six weeks at a Christmas.* * The First Edition, which consisted of 
2000 copies, was sold the day after its publication, and within three months a Sec- 
ond and a Third impression followed, making 5000 copies more. It was received 
with eager curiosity, and pronounced by acclamation fully worthy of sharing honors 
with H'averley . Before the appearance of the first collected edition of the novels the 
sale of this romance reached nearly 10,000 copies. 

This tale gives a picture of the southern coast of Scotland and its manners in the 
eighteenth century (*750-70) , with the life of smugglers and gypsies — Meg Mer- 
rihes being of the last — and with the portrait of a devoted old family tutor in Dominie 
Sampson. Gu\ Mannering himself has been said to greatly resemble Scott in his 
traits of a high-minded gentleman.

In the Valentine copy, but not in the Halsey copy, is a publisher's advertisement, 
dated "Feb., 1816," between the paste-down and first fly-leaf of Vol. 1. 

The Antiquary appeared early in May, 1816; 6000 copies of it were sold the first 
six days after its publication. It thus had a larger immediate sale than any of its prede- 
cessors. On May 1 6th Scott wrote to his friend Morritt that it was again on the press. 
After a little pause it attained a popularity not inferior to that of Guy Mannering . 

"It may be worth noting," says Lockhart, "that it was in correcting the proof- 
sheets of this novel that Scott first took to equipping his chapters with mottoes of his 
own fabrication. On one occasion he happened to ask John Ballantvne, who was 
sitting by him, to hunt for a particular passage in Beaumont and Fletcher. John did 
as he was bid, but did not succeed in discovering the lines. * Hang it, Johnnie,’ cried 
Scott, ‘I believe I can make a motto sooner than you will find one.’ He did so 
accordingly ; and from that hour, whenever memory failed to suggest an appropriate 
epigraph, he had recourse to the inexhaustible mines of ‘ old play' or < old ballad to 
which we owe some of the most exquisite verses that ever flowed from his pen." 

This picture of Scotch manners during the last ten years of the eighteenth century 
( 1798) Has little to connect it with public events, except an episode of the alarm felt 
along the coast through the fear of a French invasion. The chief characters of inter- 
est are Jonathan Oldbuck, the Laird of Monkbarns, and Edie Ochiltree, a Scottish 
mendicant of the privileged Blue Gown order.

This, the First Edition of the First Series of the Tales of My Landlord , contains 
The Black Dwarf and Old Mortality . It was published December 1, 1816, and was 
originally issued in boards, with drab backs and gray sides, uncut edges, and with 
title-labels lettered : | TALES | of | MY LANDLORD. | in four vols. [ vol.

In less than six weeks after its publi- 
cation two editions of 2000 copies each had been sold, and a third of 2000 was put to 
press. Writing to Morritt on January 30, 1817, Scott informs him that 6000 copies 
had been disposed of, and 3000 more “ are pressing onward.*’ 

In these volumes the half-title and title-page are printed on companion leaves. 
Leaf [a], the companion-leaf of [a 12], appears to have been a blank leaf or a 
cancelled title-page which disappeared when the volumes were bound, as shown by 
stubs in both the Valentine and the Halsey copies. 

Old Mortality was the author’s first attempt to repcople the past by the power 
of imagination working on the material furnished bv books, and the storv is framed 
with a deeper skill than any of his preceding novels. Lockhart said that it had 
always appeared to him to be the Marmion of the Waverley Novels. 

This is a tale of the West Country Covenanters and their defeats by and their 
victories over the roval troops under Clavcrhouse ( 1679-90), with the actions at 
Drumclog and Both well Bridge. It is a vivid picture of the passions and manners 
of the two parties in politics and Church while the Revolution of 1688 was impending. 
The friends of the Covenanters may claim that Balfour of Burle\ , their leader, is 
drawn in darker colors, and Claverhouse with more indulgence, than the records 
warrant. “ Old Mortality,” an aged religious wanderer, who cleans gravestones 
of their mosses, is represented as furnishing the material of the story. 

The Black Dwarf This short story uses for a prototype a dwarf whom the 
author had known, placing the incidents along the Midland Border, at a period 
(1708) when the Jacobites were planning a rising, which did not take shape in 
rebellion until the events portrayed in Rob Roy. 

While the closing sheets of The Black Dwarf were passing through the press, 
Blackwood wrote to Ballantyne on what seemed to him the lame and impotent 
conclusion of the story, and proceeded to suggest what would, in his judgment, be a 
better unwinding of the plot, at the same time offering to bear the expense of can- 
celling and reprinting a number of sheets. This elicited from Scott his well-known 
“Black Hussars M letter, in which he wrote to Ballantyne: “Tell him and his 
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coadjutor that I belong to the Black Hussars of Literature, who neither give nor 
receive criticism. I’ll be cursed but this is the most impudent proposal that ever 
was made.”

Scott in a note to Ballantvne, which probably accompanied the last proof-sheet 
shortlv before Rob Rov was published, says, “Twas a lough job.** Lightly and 
airily as the story reads, “the author had struggled almost throughout with the pains 
of cramp or the lassitude of opium/’ 

Rob Roy contrasts the wild Highland life with that of the town (Glasgow), and 
shows the marauding exploits of Rob Roy, the outlawed MacGregor at the time of 
the fir>t attempt to make head in rebellion for the Pretender (1715). Besides 
Rob Roy, much of whose historic career is told in the long introduction to this work 
afterward written tor the collected edition of the novels, no actual characters of this 
era appear with anv prominence; but the historic names of Argvle and Mar vs ire 
borne by the opposing commanders of the force*.

The story is otherwise a domestic one, with little 
dependence upon historical events, although some well known characters figure in it, 
like John, Duke of Argyle, and Queen Caroline, the wife of George II. The 
pathetic interest of the touching story is developed in the characters of Jeanie and Effic 
Deans; its mysterious element lies in the personage known in the opening as Madge 
Wildfire ; and its grotesqueness in the Laird of Dumbiedikes. Its descriptions of the 
Edinburgh of the eighteenth century lend interest to the localities of the modern 
town.

This edition contains numerous typographical errors, which arose from the author’s 
inability to correct the proof-sheets. Scott dictated the story to his amanuensis while 
suffering from an illness which disabled him from performing the duties of his legal 
office, and on one occasion brought him near to death’s door ; even at the time of its 
publication his illness was of such a serious character that it was the general impres- 
sion that this would be the last of his literary productions. He also dictated the 
Legend of Montrose , and almost the whole of Ivan hoe, his next great work. 

The Bride of JLammermoor is one of the purest and most powerful tragedies that 
Scott ever penned. It is a story of a private family, and in no way refers to 
public events. It is placed at about the same period as The Pirate ( 1700) , 
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The scene of the Legend of Montrose (1645-46) is laid near the Trossachs, 
and on the west coast of Scotland. The central historical event is the murder of 
Lord Kilpont in Montrose’s camp by Ardvoirlich, who fled to the Covenanters. 
Montrose’s career is traced from his escape to the Highlands, in disguise, to raise 
the Highlanders in King Charles’s behalf, and the story carries him through much 
of his year’s victorious career, in which he sought to save the English Royalists by 
forcing the withdrawal to their own territory of the army which the Covenanters 
had lent the Parliamentarians. The tragedy is enlivened by the humors of Captain 
Dalgetty, a soldier of fortune.

It was first planned to give the impression that this work was by a new writer, 
by printing it in a size and manner unlike Waver ley and its successors; but this 
idea was abandoned. It was therefore issued in post octavo, on liner paper and 
with much better presswork than had been hitherto employed, and the price raised 
from eight shillings to ten shillings, yet 12,000 copies were sold. 

Ivanhoe was received with more clamorous delight than any of the Scotch novels 
had been. As a work of art it perhaps ranks as the first of all Scott’s efforts, whether 
in prose or verse, and its publication marks the most brilliant epoch of Scott’s history 
as the literary favorite of his contemporaries. Six years later, when in Paris, he 
attended a dramatic representation of Ivanhoe at the Odeon Theatre. 

This novel was Scott’s first attempt outside of Scottish history. It introduces 
Richard Coeur-de-Lion in disguise as a knight, and is an interesting study of a 
period in English history when the subjugated Saxons had not yet lost their charac- 
teristics under the rule of the Normans. Other well known characters are Friar 
Tuck, Robin Hood, Isaac of York, a representative of the lews in England at the 
time, and his daughter Rebecca, the Jewish maiden. 

The original manuscript of h'anhoe , and some fragments of the same romance, 
also in Scott’s handwriting, are in the library of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan.

In the introduction 
Scott points out his variations from the geography of the neighborhood. The ecclcsi- 
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astical life of the Abbey is, however, at a different stage ( i 559-68), for its existence 
is threatened, and the storv turns upon the contrast of two enthusiasts, one Catholic 
and the other Reformed, and upon the rivalries between the vassals of the Church 
and the lay barons.

“I well remember the morning,” says Lockhart, “that he began the Fortunes 
of Nigel. . . . While Terry and I were chatting, Scott came out, bareheaded, with 
a bunch of MS. in his hand, and said, ‘ well, lads, I’ve laid the keel of a new lugger 
this morning — here it is — be off to the water-side, and let me hear how you like 
it.’ Terry took the papers, and walking up and down by the river, read to me the 
first chapter of Nigel.” 

“ Nigel was,” Lockhart also says, “ considered as ranking in the first class of Scott’s 
romances. Indeed, as a historical portraiture, his of James I. stands forth pre-eminent, 
and almost alone. . . . Hardly a single picturesque point of manners touched by Ben 
Jonson and his contemporaries but has been dovetailed into this story, and all so easily 
and naturally, as to form the most striking contrast to the historical romances of authors 
who cram , as the schoolboys phrase it, and then set to work oppressed and bewildered 
with their crude and undigested burden.” 

The hero of this volume (besides Nigel himself, the lover) is Heriot, the king’s 
goldsmith of Edinburgh, who accompanied James VI. of Scotland to London when 
he became James I. of England, and the tale is an attempt by Scott to invest a man 
without the conventional attributes of heroism with importance. The tale, however, 
depicts the king in a masterly manner, and is one of Scott’s most famous delineations. 
In his portrayal of London life (1620) Scott has shown his familiarity with the 
dramatists of the period, particularly in the wild existence of Alsatia or Whitcfriars.

The reception of this romance, says Lockhart, “ was somewhat colder than that 
of its three immediate predecessors. The post-haste rapidity of the Novelist’s execu- 
tion was put to a severe trial, from his adoption of so wide a canvass as was presented 
by a period of twenty busy years, and filled by so very large and multifarious an 
assemblage of persons, not a few of them, as it were, struggling for prominence.” 

This novel, w T hich opens just after the Restoration of Charles II., and extends 
in its action over a score of years (1660-80), describes the contrasts of society at 
that time, in the jovial Cavalier and the soberer Puritan, and the hero and heroine 
of this story evince these respective sympathies. The scene is laid partly in Derby- 
shire and partly in London, and for a while in the Isle of Man, where the Countess 
of Derby had judicially executed a Manxman for siding with the Parliamentarians 
in the late civil war, and is now pursued for this assumption of feudal right. The 
famous Popish plot of 1678-80 comes incidentally into the thread of the story, which 
is carried in one place to the metropolis, and presents a picture of the dissolute court 
of Charles II.

The story has no historical basis, but is a picture of life in the Orkneys and northern 
parts of Scotland, about the beginning of the eighteenth century ( 1700), and is de- 
veloped largely through the author’s imagination from observation of what he saw in 
that region in 1814.

While this work was being printed its name was kept secret, owing to an alarm 
which had arisen about one of Ballantyne* s workmen playing foul and transmitting 
proof-sheets of Pevertl to some American pirate. In the works previously issued the 
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title of the story had been carried along in the head-lines. In this work the head- 
lines were changed to give only the titles of the chapters: | chap. i. thf contrast. | , 
etc., thus keeping the name of the book secret until the printing of the title-page. 

“ Surpassing as its popularity was eventually. Constable, who was in London at 
the time, wrote in cold terms of its immediate reception.” It soon recovered from 
being “ frost-bit , 99 as Scott expressed it, and emerged into a most fervid and flourish- 
ing life. ** In fact, the sensation which this novel, on its first appearance, created in 
Pans, was extremely similar to that which attended the original Waverley in Edin- 
burgh, and Ivanhoe afterwards in London.” 

This novel was Scott's first attempt to make use of a continental theme. It de- 
picts the period of the decay of chivalry in France under Louis XI. (1470), who, 
with Charles the Bold, is the leading hero. The French king is depicted with de- 
testable characteristics, and his nature is closely analyzed in the introduction to the 
novel.

This novel has less of historical interest than Waverley, to which it is in some 
sort a sequel, as it pertains to the last attempt of the Chevalier Charles Edward, 
when an old man, to head a Jacobite rising in the north (1770).

In England this novel, which is a tale of life at a Scotch watering-place in Scott’s 
own day (1800), met with a lukewarm reception, which caused the booksellers to 
become somewhat dispirited. 

‘'Scotch readers in general dissented stoutly from this judgment, alleging (as they 
might well do), that Meg Dods deserved a place by the side of Monkbarns, Bailie 

(arvie, and Captain Dalgetty ; — that no one who had lived in the author’s own 

country, could hesitate to recognise vivid and happ) portraitures in Touchwood, 
MacTurk, and the recluse minister of St Ronan’s ; — [and] that the descriptions of 
natural scenery might rank with any he had given.’ * 

At the end of this story, as originally written and printed, “Miss Mowbray’s 
mock marriage had not halted at the profane ceremony of the church.” Ballantyne 
took alarm at this ending, and objected so strongly that Scott “ very reluctantly con- 
sented to cancel and re-write about twenty-four pages, which was enough to obliterate, 
to a certain extent, the dreaded scandal,” and, as Scott always persisted, “to perplex 
and weaken the course of his narrative, and the dark effect of its catastrophe.”

Under this title first appeared the two stories The Betrothed and The Talisman. 
The story of The Betrothed found no favor with Ballantyne. Scott lost heart in it, 
and it became a serious question whether it should not be cancelled. All but a chap- 
ter or two having been printed off, the sheets were hung up, and in the meantime, 
Scott, roused by the spur of disappointment, began another storv, The Talisman , 
which Ballantyne, as it approached its end, pronounced “ such a masterpiece, that 
The Betrothed might venture abroad under its wing.” The remaining chapters of 
the latter story were then written, and the two were published under the above title. 
Few of Scott’s publications met with a more enthusiastic greeting than The Talisman , 
which hid the defects of its twin-story. 

The Betrothed is a tale of warfare on the Welsh border at the time when the Third 
Crusade was in contemplation (1187), while efforts were being made to turn the war- 
ring propensities of the age against the infidel. 

The Talisman is a storv of the Third Crusade (1193). The scene is laid in 
Palestine, and the characters of Richard Cceur de Lion and Saladin, who both appear, 
are strongly contrasted. The personages are historical, but the action is chiefly 
fictitious.

This was the first novel to appear after Scott’s financial disaster. Its success 
was so great that the sum of jf 8000 was realized on it in a short time, much to the 
gratification of his creditors. 

The principal actors in the story are Charles II. and Cromwell, and though 
as portraits they are inaccurately drawn, as imaginary characters they are admirable. 
The scene of the story is mostly at the old royal lodge of Woodstock, or what is 
now known as the domain of Blenheim, and the time extends from just after the 
battle of Worcester, when Charles II. as a fugitive found shelter there, to that monarch’s 
restoration (1652-60). The machinery of the tale comes from some witchcraft 
tricks played by a crafty Royalist, which are explained at length in the introduction, 
written for a later edition.

The Second Series of the Chronicles of the Canongatc was published in April, 
1828, and contains the story Saint Valentine's Day; or , The Fair Maid of Perth, 
now better known by its alternative title. The Fair Maid of Perth (1402). This 
series was written in compliance with the entreaties of the publishers. Scott first wrote 
the tales of My Aunt Margaret's Mirror ( 1700), The Laird* s Jock (1600), and 
The Tapestried Chamber (1780); but at Ballantyne’s entreaty they were omitted 
from the Second Series of Croftangry’s Chronicles. Lockhart sa\s that in Heath’s 
Keepsake for 1828 appeared a long-forgotten juvenile drama, The House of Aspen, 
with My Aunt Margaret' s Mirror and two other little tales, probably those just 
named. 

The work was finished by the end of March, 1828, after which Sir Valter 
immediately went to London, where the last proof-sheets were sent to him. The 
scene is laid in the time of King Robert III. of Scotland ( 1402). It illustrates the 
wild mediaeval manners, the wager of battle between leaders of the rival Highland 
dans, and the haughty power of the Douglas beside the throne. 

Of the glee-maiden a careful critic has said, “ Louise is a delightful sketch. — 
Nothing can be more exquisite than the manner in which her story is partly told, and 
partly hinted, or than the contrast between her natural and her professional character.” 

The manuscript of both series of the Chronicles of the Canongatc, with the excep- 
tion of some pages or portions which are missing, is now in the Drexel Institute at 
Philadelphia.

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There is no blank leaf at the end of Vol. t in either the Valentine or Halsey copy, 
leaf f having no companion -leaf. 

This story, which may be almost called the last work of Scott’s imaginative genius, 
turns on the union of the Swiss with Louis XI. of France against Charles the Bold 
(1474-77). Some of the same characters appear in Quentin Durward . The 
author has used historical events to suit the purposes of fiction, and has written about 
Swiss scenery without personal knowledge of it.

Morgan.

In his diary, under date of June 27, 1830, Scott says: “Yesterday morning I 
worked as usual at proofs and copy of my infernal Demonology, a task to which my 
poverty and not my will consents.’ * It was, however, not published until Christmas. 
This work, which contains manv passages worthy of Scott at his best, was written 
for Murray’s Family Library . It abounds with “ little snatches of picturesque nar- 
rative and the like — in fact, transcripts of his own familiar fireside stories. The 
shrewdness with which evidence is sifted on legal cases attests [that Scott’s] main 
reasoning faculty remained unshaken. But, on the whole, [it] can hardly be sub- 
mitted to a strict ordeal of criticism.” 

George Cruikshank, in November, 1830, issued Twelve Sketches Illustrative of 
Str Walter Scott 1 s Demonology and Witchcraft , with printed title-page, in two 
editions, one of India proofs, each etching being accompanied by a duodecimo page of 
descriptive letterpress.

This is the First Edition of the Fourth and last Series of the Tales of my Landlord , 
which was published the last of November, 1831. It was originally issued in boards, 
with drab backs and blue sides, uncut edges, and with title-labels lettered : | 1 ALES |

In the Valentine and Halsey copies, [a 1 1 ] of Vol. 1 is on a single leaf, the leaf 
of errata is at the end of the volume, and r, 2 leaves, is followed by one leaf without 
signature-mark. In the Valentine copy the leaf of errata is placed before the last 
blank leaf, which is lacking in the Halsey copy. In Vol. 3 the verso of the half- 
title (p. 214) contains a long quotation from Burns; and there is no blank leaf at 
the end of the volume, the last leaf being pasted to leaf ( p 2]. In Vol. 4 there is 
also no blank leaf at the end, leaf p being pasted to the preceding leaf. 

The Fourth Series of the Tales of my Landlord contains the two stones Count Robert 
of Pans and Castle Dangerous. In the preface, dated October 15, 1831, written 
just before his trip to the continent for his health, Scott takes a touching leave of his 
readers ; on the 21st of September in the following year he breathed his last. 

The scene of Count Robert of Pans is laid in Constantinople at the time when 
the army of the Crusaders reached that city ( 1090) on their wav to the Holy Land, 
and is a general history of the times of the First Crusade. 

Castle Dangerous has its scene laid in Scotland in the time of Bruce ( I 306- 1 307 ), 
and pictures the efforts of Lord Douglas, 44 Black Douglas,” one of Bruce’s adherents, 
to advance the Scottish attempts to wrest Scotland from the rule of Edward of England. 
Considerable liberty is taken with historical events. 

In the preface referred to, in the character of Jedcdiah Clcishbotham, Scott takes 
farewell of his readers as follows : 

44 It would ill become me, whose name has been spread abroad bv those former 
collections, bearing this title of 4 Tales of my landlord/ ... to suffer this, my 
youngest literary babe, and, probably, at the same time, the last child of mine old 
age, to pass into the world without some such modest apology for its defects, as it 
has been my custom to put forth on preceding occasions of the like nature. . . . 

44 The history of my first publications is sufficiently well knowm. Nor did I 
relinquish the purpose of concluding these 1 Tales of my Landlord/ which had been 
so remarkably fortunate ; but Death, which steals upon us all with an inaudible foot, 
cut short the ingenious young man to whose memory I composed that inscription, and 
erected, at my own charge, that monument which protects his remains, by the side of 
the river Gander, which he has contributed so much to render immortal, and in a 
place of his own selection, not very distant from the school under my care. . . . 

44 Under such circumstances, the last 4 Remains * of Peter Pattison must even be 
accepted, as they were left in his desk ; and I humbly retire in the hope that, such as 
they are, they may receive the indulgence of those wffio have ever been but too merci- 
ful to the productions of his pen, and in all respects to the courteous reader’s obliged 
servant, J. C.” 
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WILLIAM SHAKESPEARE. 


William Shakespeare, the son of John Shakespeare and Mary Arden his wife, was 
horn at Stratford, April 22 or 23, 1564.. The house in which he was born is now 
under a deed of trust, converted into a public museum. Shakespeare received his 
education at the grammar-school in Stratford, his instruction being mainly confined to 
the Latin language and literature. Later, as shown by his writings, he acquired a 
knowledge of French. He was removed from school at an unusually early age, prob- 
ably about 1577. When a little more than eighteen years of age he married Anne 
Hathaway of Shottery, a hamlet in the old parish of Stratford. 

In 1585 he left Stratford, and the next year found him in London, where he soon 
secured employment in one of the theatres. His earliest reputation was made as an 
actor, but his work as a playwright soon eclipsed his histrionic fame. His earl\ 
dramatic efforts appear to have been confined to revising or rewriting plays that had 
passed, by purchase or otherwise, into the possession of the theatre. From this the 
transition to original work was natural, and he was no doubt encouraged to it by the 
praise given to his work of revision. 

The exact order in which his plays were written is based largely on conjecture. 
Of the thirty-seven plays now attributed to him but sixteen were published during his 
lifetime, the dates of publication rarely indicating the exact period of their composition. 
The order now generally accepted by Shakespearian scholars as determined bv a 
variety of tests is as follows :

Of Shakespeare’s works his poems are the only ones which there is any reason to 
believe passed through the press with his sanction and under his own supervision. The 
plays were probably for the most part published surreptitiously, as it was not con- 
sidered good policy by the theatrical management to have them given to the public m 
printed form. 

Authorities. For sources of information regarding the different editions of Shake- 
speare’s writings, the extensive list given in Bohn’s edition of Lowndes’ Bibliographer' s 
Manual (London, 1869) is still an indispensable aid. Winsor’s Bibliography of the 
Original Quartoj and Folios of Shakespeare (Boston, 1876), written with special 
reference to copies in the United States, contains sixty-eight heliotype facsimiles of 
title-pages, which of themselves are great aids in the identification of different editions. 
The location of other copies, together with the records of change of ownership hv public 
sales or otherwise, is also one of the important features. Greg’s List of' English 
Plays Written before 1643 (Bibliographical Society, 1900) gives a full lbt of the 
folio and quarto editions for the period covered, and locates copies m the larger 
English libraries. William Carew Hazhtt’s Hand-Book to the Popular , Poetical , 
and Dramatic Literature of Great Britatn (London, 1867), hi* series of Collec- 
tions and Notes (London, 1876, 1882, 1887, 1889, 1892, 1893, 1903), and 
his Manual of Old English Plays (London, 1892) contain descriptions of nearly all 
the early editions. The prefaces to the different volumes of Furness’ New Fariorum 
Edition (1871-1908), as well as those to The Cambridge Shakespeare edited by 
William Aldis Wright ( First Edition, 1863-1866; Second Edition, Vol. 1, 1867, 
Vols. 2-9, 1891-1893; Third Edition, Vol. 1, 1891), contain much valuable 
bibliographical information. Concise lists are also to be found in H. R. Tedder’s 
article on Shakespeare in the ninth edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica (1886), 
and Allibone’s Dictionary of English Literature ( 1870). 
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The special catalogues of the British Museum, Boston Public, and Lenox Libraries 
record numerous editions, as do also the private catalogues of the Huth, Locker- 
Lampson, and Hoe libraries, while Sinker, in describing the Capell Collection in 
his Library of Trinity College , Cambridge ( 1891 ), gives a short list of the different 
editions in that famous collection. 

The bibliographical history of the First Folio has been exhaustively treated by 
Sidney Lee in the introduction to his Facsimile Reprint (Oxford, 1902), in the 
Census of Copies which accompanies it, and in his 4 4 Notes and Additions to the 
Census of Copies of the Shakespeare First Folio,’ 1 published in The Library for 
April, 1906. In The Library for July, 1903, appeared an interesting paper by 
Walter W. Greg on the bibliographical history of the First Folio, in which he differs 
somewhat from some conclusions reached by Mr. Lee. Mr. Greg in The Library for 
April and October, 1908, endeavors to show that certain quartos bearing the dates 
1600 and 1608 were actually printed in 1619. 

The last word relative to Shakespeare’s poems is given in the introductions to 
Sidney Lee’s Facsimile Reprints (Oxford, 1903), while Winsor’s Shakespeare's 
Poems , a Bibliography of the Early Editions , which forms No. 11 of the Bibliographi- 
cal Contributions of Harvard University (Cambridge, 18^9), though now somewhat 
out of date, gives considerable interesting information. Several editions are described 
in the Grolier Club’s Catalogue of Original and Early Editions of English Writers 
from Langiand to Wither (New York, 189})- 

Collect ions. The largest collections of the earlv editions of Shakespeare’s works, 
as is naturally to be expected, are in England. Among the most important of these 
arc those in the Bodleian Library (the Malone Collection); the British Museum (the 
Garrick and George III. Collections); Trinity College, Cambridge (the Capell 
Collection); and the Duke of Devonshire’s library. Less complete collections are 
to be found in the Victoria and Albert Museum at South Kensington (the D\ cc 
Collection); the University of Edinburgh (the Hallivvell-Phillipps Collection); the Earl 
of Ellesmere’s library, the Egerton or Bridgewater Collection ; the Alfred H. Huth 
library ; the Chnstie-Millcr library at Britwell Court, Maidenhead ; and that of Cap- 
tain George Lindsay Holtord at Dorchester House, London. The quartos formerly 
owned by Frederick Locker-Lampson have been absorbed in the present collection, 
vshile those of Earl Howe were dispersed at Sotheby’s in December, 1907. 

The most important collections in this country are those in the Boston Public 
(the Barton Collection) and Lenox Libraries. There are several notable collections 
in private hands . among the most important, after the one here described, are those 
of Robert Hoc, J. Picrpont Morgan, and F. R. HaKcv, of New York; William 
Augustus White and H. C. Folger, Jr., of Brooklyn, N. Y. ; Marsden J. Perry, 
of Providence, Rhode Island ; and H. H. Furness, of Wallingford, Penns\ Ivania. 

In the notes appended to the descriptions of the various copies in the present 
collection, an attempt has been made to locate, as far as possible, copies in the 
above-named collections of all editions of Shakespeare’s plays down to and includ- 
ing the year 1700. In order that this information might be as reliable as possible, 
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check-lists were sent to all the institutions and private collectors just named, as 
well as to a few others, with a request that they would indicate such copies as 
might be in their possession. These requests have been most kindly complied with 
and the information asked for supplied in nearly every instance. Of the private 
collectors to whom check-lists were sent, two in England and two in this country 
have preferred not to make public the extent of their collections ; copies in these, 
therefore, do not appear in our lists of other copies, except in cases where their 
possession is already a matter of public record. Our obligations to and thanks for the 
extent to which we are able to locate other copies arc hereby acknowledged and 
extended to all who have been so kind as to furnish information for this purpose. 

The table on the following page shows at a glance the relative importance of the 
largest of the collections above named, each being arranged by the showing it makes 
of editions printed before 1623. 

The collection of works bv and about Shakespeare here described is grouped in 
the following order, each group being arranged chronologically as issued, unless other- 
wise indicated :

SHAKESPEARE'S POEMS 

(1) Fenus and Adonu % the first of Shakespeare’s works to appear in print, was 
published by Richard Field, in 1993. Other editions followed in 1^94, 1596, 
1 599, 1600 (?), 1 602 (two issues) , 1617, *620, 1627, 1630, 1636, and 1673. 

Of the First Edition (1593), “ Imprinted by Richard Field,” but a single copv 
is known, that m the Bodleian Library, which belonged to Edmund Malone, the 
famous Shakespeare commentator. This copy was reproduced m facsimile bv Sidney 
Lee, with an exhaustive bibliographical introduction, in 1 90 5 ; abo bv W. Griggs 
under the supervision of Dr. F. J. Furnivall in their series of Shak<pere- Quarto 
Facsimiles [1886], No. 12; and in 1866 it was reproduced as No. 2 in a series 
of pen-and-ink lithograph facsimiles made by E. W. Ashbce, of which a small 
number of copies was issued to subscribers by J. O. Halliwell-Philhpps. Of the 30 
copies printed, 31 of the best and clearest impressions were selected and the others 
destroyed. Sets were broken up, and a fire in 1874 ,n storehouse in London 
where the unsold copies were stored further reduced the number, so that Mr. 
Halliwell-Phillipps, writing on February 13th of that year, expressed the opinion 
that not more than 15 complete sets were in existence. Winsor located four of them 
in this country, among which were those in the Furness and Lenox Libraries. The 
critical value of this work, however, has been completely superseded by the Griggs- 
and Praetorius-Furnivall photolithographic facsimiles. 
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Of the Second Edition (1594), “ Imprinted hv Richard Field,” there are copies 
in the British Museum (Jolley-Grenville copy), Bodleian (Caldecott copy), and Huth 
(Daniel copy) Libraries. The first of these was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell 
pen-and-ink Facsimiles (1867), No. 4. 

Of the Third Edition ( 1 596), “ by R. F. [i. e. Richard Field] for Iohn Harifon,” 
but two copies are known, those in the British Museum (Daniel copy) and Bodleian 
( Malone copy ) Libraries. 

Of the Fourth Edition (1599), “for William Leake,” only a single copy is 
known (the Isham or Lamport Hall copy) now' in the library of Mrs. Wakefield 
Christie- Miller at Britwell Court, Maidenhead, Berkshire, England. 

Of the Fifth Edition (1600?) the only copy known is one in the Bodleian 
Library (Malone copy), with the title-page supplied in manuscript. 

Of the Sixth Edition (1602), “ for William Leake/’ there are tw'o issues. Of 
the First, with the words “ vulgu f, mibt ” on the title-page, there is a unique copy 
( Steevens-Bindlev- Daniel copy) in the British Museum. Of the Second Issue, with 
the w r ords ** vulgus : mibi ” (colon instead of comma), two copies are known, that 
in the Bodleian (Robert Burton copv ) Library and that owned by the Earl of 
Macclesfield at Shirburn Castle, Oxfordshire, England. 

Of the Seventh Edition ( 1617), “for W, B.,” but a single copy is known, the 
Caldecott copy in the Bodleian Library. 

Of the Eighth Edition (1620), “for I. P.” (1. c. John Parker) , but a single copy is 
known, that in the Capell Collection at Trinity College, Cambridge. 

Of the Ninth Edition (1627), “by Iohn Wreittoun, Edinburgh,” but tw r o copies 
are known, one in the British Museum (Chalmers-Bright copv), the other (Griswold 
copy) in the library of Mr. Robert Hoe of New York, the latter being the only 
perfect copv known. 

Of the Tenth Edition ( 1630), “ bv J. H. [i.e. John Haviland] and fold by Francis 
Coules,” the Anthony a Wood copy in the Bodleian Library is the only one known. 

Of the Eleventh Edition (1630*) but one copy is known, that in the Bodleian 
Library (Malone copy ), which has the title-page supplied in manuscript. 

Of the Twelfth Edition (1636), “by I H., and are to be fold by Francis 
Coules,” but two copies are known, that in the British Museum ( Hibbcrt copy ) 
and that in the library of Marsden j. Pcrrv (Ives copy) of Providence, R. I. 

Of the Thirteenth Edition (1675), “by Elizabeth Hodgkinlonne for F. Coles, 
T. Vere, J. Wright and ]. Clark,” the last edition known to have been produced in 
the seventeenth century, there are copies in the libraries of H. C. Folger, )r., and 
W. A. White; and one in the Bodleian Library ( Malone copv, mislaid), in which 
the title-page is lacking. 

(2) Lucrece w r as the second of Shakespeare’s works to appear in print. A full 
account of the different editions through which it passed will be found under our 
No. 554. 

(3) The Passionate Pilgrim was the next volume of Shakespeare’s poems to 
appear. This w r ork is a collection of fourteen lyrical pieces, to which arc appended 
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six pieces of the same character, which are introduced by a separate title. Sonnets to 
Sundry notes of Musicke. Of the twenty poems in this volume not more than five 
can confidently be ascribed to Shakespeare’s pen. The First Edition appeared in 
1 599, and was followed by others in 1600 and 1612. 

Of the First Edition (*599), “ for W. laggard, and are to be fold by W. 
Leake,” but two copies are known, that in the Capell Collection at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and that (the Isham or Lamport Hall copy) in the Britwell Library. 
This latter copy was reproduced in facsimile by Sidney Lee, with an exhaustive 
bibliographical introduction, in 1905 ; and the Capell copy was reproduced in photo- 
lithography in the Griggs-Furnivall Sbakspere-Quarto Facsimiles [1883], N°* lo * 

Of the Second Edition (1600) no copy is now traceable. “ The poet Drummond 
of Hawthorndcn,” says Sidney Lee, 44 noted that he read the book in 1606, possibly 
in a second edition.” 

Of 44 The Third Edition ”( 16 1 2), 44 by W. laggard,” but tw o copies are known, 
one in the Bodleian Library, the other owned by Mr. John E. T. Loveday of 
Williamscote, near Banbury, England. This edition was enlarged by the addition 
of Hey wood’s rendering of two of Ovid’s Epistles. 

(4) The Pbcrnix and the Turtle , a poem of thirteen four-line stanzas concluding 
with the “Thrcnos” of hvc three-line stan/as, first appeared in Chester’s Loves 
Martyr, 1601 (our No. 558). Descriptions of the different quarto editions, with 
locations of copies, will be found under this and the other numbers to which reference 
is made in this list, 

(5) Shakespeare’s Sonnet 1 appeared in 1609, and will be found fully described 
under our No. $59. 

(6) The onlv collected edition of Shakespeare’s Poems which appeared in the 
seventeenth centurv was published as a bookseller’s venture, in 1640. There is a 
copv in the present collection (our No. >60).

There is also a slip laid in from a Quaritch Catalogue , No. 2750 : 44 Mr. Halli- 
well considers the Dedication to the Earl of Southampton as a precious relic, it being 
one of the only two letters of Shakespeare that have reached our time.” 

Plomer says: 41 There is evidence that the work was corrected while passing 
through the press, bv whom we do not know, although naturally one inclines to the 
belief that the corrections were made b\ the poet himself.’ * 

Thus, in the third line of the fifth stanza, one copy reads, 

44 What needeth then Apologies he made", 
while in another we find, 

44 What needeth then Appologie be made"; 
and again in the eighteenth stanza, we have in one reading, 

44 And euerie one to reft themfelues betake, 

Saue theeues, and care*, and troubled minds that wake.", 

and in the other, 

44 And euerie one to refle himfelfe betakes 
Saue theeues, and cares, and troubled minds that wakes." 

The copy here described follows the former of each of these readings. 

Of this poem editions were published in 1594, 1598, 1600, 1607, 1616, 1624, 
1632, and 1655. 

The First Edition (1594) is that here described. It was reproduced in the 
Ashbec-Halliwell Facsimiles ( 1866), No. 3, and also (the British Museum copy ) in 
the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere-Quarto Facsimiles [1886], No. 35. 

Of the Second Edition ( 1 598 ) , 44 by P. S. [i.e. Peter Short] , for Iohn Harnfon,” 
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only a single copy is known, that in the Capell Collection at Trinity College, 
Cambridge. 

Of the Third Edition ( 1600), “ by J. H. for Iohn Hanlon,” only two copies 
are known, both in the Bodleian Library (the Farmer-Malone and an imperfect one). 

Of the Fourth Edition (1607), “be N. O. [i.e., Nicholas Okesj for tohn 
Hanlon/’ but two copies are known, that in the Capell Collection and that in the 
library of the Earl of Ellesmere at Bridgewater House, London. 

The Fifth Edition (1616) is that described in our next number. 

The Sixth Edition (1624) is that described in our No. 556. 

Of the Seventh Edition (1632), “by R. B. for Iohn Harrifon,” there are 
copies in Corpus Christi College, Oxford ( Rosewell copv), the Britvvell (Steevens- 
Hcber copy) , Edinburgh University ( Halliwell-Phillipps copy, imperfect and tenta- 
tively ascribed bv him to the date 1610), and the Marsden J. Perrv (Halliwell- 
Phillipps copy) Libraries, and one (the Mackenzie copy) untraced. 

The Eighth Edition ( 1655 ) l ^ at described in our No. 357. 

Malone mentions editions of 1 596 and 1602, but as no copies with cither of these 
dates have as yet been located, notwithstanding the great pains taken by Mr. Sidney 
Lee to do so when preparing his facsimile reprint of the First Edition, these dates 
are probably due to a printer's error. 

In 1646 a friend of Sir John Suckling’s made a collection of his poems, letters, and 
plays, which was published under the general title Fragmenta Aurea On p. 29 of 
these poems, savs Winsor, “ will be found * a Supplement of an Imperfect Copy of verses 
of Mr. Wil. Shakespcars, By the Author .’ These verses correspond in good pan with 
the stanza [ 56, commencing with line 386] in Lucrece, beginning 4 Her lily hand her 
rosy cheek lies under,’ and the next following, at the end of which in the margin, 
‘Thus far Shakespear/ then two more stanzas by Suckling.” 

There is a copy of Fragmenta Aurea (1648) in the Harvard University Library.

Of the Second Edition (161 1), a reissue with a new title-page, The Annals of 
Great Bnttaine, printed for Matthew Lownes, with the preliminary matter of the 
First Edition (two leaves after the title, containing the dedication, the author’s 
request to the pheenix, and a short address to the reader) suppressed, the only known 
copy (the Lyte-Corser copy) is that in the British Museum. 

On the recto of the first fly-leaf of the copy here described is written in ink : 
“ This volume is of the greatest rarity. A copy was sold many years ago, was 
purchased , / think, by M. Miller for £68, 0,0. The present is a very fine 
perfect one . The date is not cut ofi, the Title never having had one. The date 

( 1601 ) will be found at p. 165. ... At Page /~i [ reallv 172] is a poem 
(“ Threnos ”) by Shakespeare. . . . George Daniel, Canonbury, /8j8f* 

Laid into this copy is a catalogue slip from the Tite sale Catalogue, which, after 
quoting the above note, proceeds as follows : 

“In confirmation of the excessive rarity of this \olume sec Mr. HalliweH’s notes, 
that of 20 July, 1864, in which he writes, ‘of extraordinary raritv, and immense 
literary interest, including the only contribution of Shakespeare to any other author’s 
work;* and that of 25 July, 1864, in which he again writes to Sir W. Tite: 
‘ I was so impressed with the excessive rarity and literary importance of Chester’s 
Loves Martyr that I raised the commission for it on the morning of sale from £ 1 6°. 
to x £i8o. It sold for £\ 38. Next to the Shakespeare quartos and Romeus and 
Juliet, it is the literary gem of the sale.” 

This is the only work by another author to which Shakespeare contributed. The 
poem “Threnos,” says Corser, “is culled from 1 The Passionate Pilgrim,’ and is 
the xx. in that collection. It has been copied bv Malone, in his Supplement." 

In the “ Diverfe Poeticall Eifaies ” are to be found eighteen stanzas by Shakespeare, 
pp. 170-172, subscribed with the poet’s name in full, “ William Shake-fpeare .” 
This poem here appears for the first time.

SHAKESPEARE'S PLAYS — QUARTO EDITIONS. 

Of the plavs contained in the First Folio, sixteen, or, if we include the First Part 
of the Whole Contention and the True Tragedie as the Second and Third Parts of 
Henry VL> eighteen appeared, most of them in several editions, during Shakespeare’s 
lifetime. Between his death and 1623, when the First Folio was published, Othello 
appeared for the first time, in 1622. All of these and The Taming of the Sbretv, 
together with The Sonnets and A Lover* s Complaint , were reprinted by Steevens in his 
Twenty Plays ( 1766). Even after the appearance of the First Folio numerous edi- 
tions of the plays were published, so that before and including the year 1700 more 
than 190 different editions had been issued. In this number are, of course, included 
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not only (a) the plays actually written by Shakespeare himself, but (i) those known 
as Source Plays; (t) those known as Players’ Quartos, printed for stage purposes; 
and (d) Alterations or Adaptations of Shakespeare’s plays by later writers. To 
these should also be added a number of Supposititious Plays, which, at one time or 
another, have been falsely ascribed to Shakespeare. An account of these latter plays 
will be found under our No. 621. 

The thirty-six plays which appeared in the First Folio were in that volume divided 
into three groups: Comedies (14), Histories (10), and Tragedies (12); Pericles 
not being included until the Third Folio in 1664. 

The separate editions of the plays, in the descriptions which follow, arc arranged 
in the order in which they occur in the First Folio, as follows ; those there printed 
for the first time being marked with an asterisk (•):

Of the Fourth Edition ( 1690), “ J. M. for H. Herringman, fold by R. Bentley/’ 
there are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian, Trinity College (Dublin), Harvard 
University, Boston Public (2), Lenox, Hoe, and White Libraries, and the Library 
of Congress. 

Of the Fifth Edition (1695), “by Tho. Warren, for Henry Herringman,” 
there are copies in the Bodleian, Birmingham Free, Harvard University, Lenox, 
and White Libraries. 

An edition of this play as altered by Thomas Duffet, and entitled The Moik Tem- 
peji : Or The Enchanted Cafle , was published in 1675. Ot this there are copies in 
the Harvard University and other libraries. 

(2) The Two Gentlemen of Verona was first printed in the First Folio, and did 
not subsequently appear in a separate edition during the seventeenth century. 

(.3) The Merry Wives of Windsor was first published in the quarto edition of 1602 
(our No. 562) . 

(4) Measure for Measure was first printed in the Folio of 1623. 

This play as altered bv Sir William Davenant was published as The Law again]} 
Lovers in his Works (pp. 272-329, second pagination ), in 1673. This altered 
play is a mixture of the two plots of Measure for Measure and Much Ado about 
Nothing . There are copies of Davenant’s Works in the British Museum, Bodleian, 
Trinity College and University Library (Cambridge) , Dyce Collection, and Boston 
Public ( 2 ) Libraries, and the Library of Congress. 

Of this play as altered by Charles Gildon and published as Meafure for Meafure ; 
or , Beauty the Bef Advocate , “for D. Brown, and R. Parker,” in 1700, there are 
copies in the British Museum (3), Bodleian (2), Devonshire, Birmingham Free, 
Boston Public, and White Libraries. 

(5 ) l lhe Comedy of Errors was first printed in the Folio of 1623. It does not 
seem to have been issued separately during the seventeenth century. 

(6) Much Ado about Nothing was published in but one quarto edition, that of 1600 
(our No. 564) . 

(7) Love’s Labour’s Lost first appeared in the quarto edition of 1598 (our 
No. 565) . 

(8) Of A Midsummer Night’s Dream two editions were printed in 1600, the 
Second of which is in the present collection (our No. 567 ). 

(9) The Merchant of Venice also first appeared in two different editions in 1600, 
both of which are in the present collection (our Nos. 568 and 569). 
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(10) As You Like It was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623. It does 
not seem to have been issued separately. 

(11) ‘ The Taming of the Shrew first appeared in the First Folio. Of the reprint 
in quarto ( 1631 ) there is a copy in the present collection (our No. 571 ). 

(12) All's Well that Ends Well appeared in print for the first time in the First 
Folio, and was not reprinted separately. 

(13) Twelfth Nsgbt ,* or, What You Will is found for the first time in the Folio 
of 1623, and does not seem to have been issued separately. 

(14) The Winter's Tale also first appeared in print in the First Folio. No sepa- 
rate edition appears to have been published. 


HISTORIES. 

(1 ) King John was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623. No separate 
edition of this play was published. 

The Source Play, The Troublefome Raigne of King John of England , of which 
Shakespeare made use in the construction of his drama, first appeared in 1591, and was 
followed bv other editions m 1 6 1 1 and 1622. A copy of the Second Edition is in 
the present collection (our No. 572). 

(2) Richard II. was first published in the quarto edition of 1597. A copy of 
the Second Edition (1598) is in the present collection (our No. 573). 

(3) Henry IV. y Part i., was printed for the first time in the quarto edition of 
1 $98. There is a copy of the Second Edition ( 1 599) in the present collection (our 
No. 577). 

(4) Henry IV. y Part IF., appeared in but two quarto editions, both in 1600. 
Copies of each of these are in the present collection (our Nos. 981 and $82). 

(5) Henry V. first appeared in the quarto edition of 1600 (our No. 583). 

(6) Henry VI., Part I., was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623, and 
was not published separately. 

This play as altered bv John Crownc appeared as Henry the Sixth , The Firjl 
Part. With the Murder of Humphrey Duke of Glocefter , " tor R. Bentley, and M. 
Magnes,” in 1681. Of this edition there are copies in the British Museum (2), 
Bodleian Library (2), Dvcc Collection, Devonshire, Huth, Harvard University, 
Hoe, and White Libraries. 

(7) Henry VI., Part IL, originally appeared in 1394 as Th Firfl Part of the 
Contention betwixt the two famous I 1 oufe\ of Yorke and Laniafer . A copy the 
Third Edition [ 1619], forming the Fir«t Part, leaves A- [H 4 ]. of The Whole 
Contention betweene the two Famous Houfes, Lane after and Yorke , is in the present 
collection (our No. 585). 

(8) Henry VI., Part III., first appeared in print as The true Tragedte of Rich- 
ard Duke oflorke, in 139V* The Second Edition (1600) is in the present col- 
lection (our No. 386). 

(9) Ot Richard III. no fewer than eight editions were published in quarto, the 
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first appearing in 1597. Of the Second Edition (1598) there is a copy in the 
present collection (our No. 588) . 

(10) Henry V 1 IL appeared in print for the first time in the Folio of 1623, and 
does not seem to have been separately reprinted. 

TRAGEDIES 

( 1 ) Troilus and Cressida was first given to the public in the two quarto editions 
of 1609, one of which, the Second Edition, is in the present collection (our No. 

593 )- 

(2) Corio/anus was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623. 

An edition of this play, altered by Nahum Tate, was published in 1682, “by 
T. M. for Jofeph Hindmarfh/* under the title The Ingratitude of a Common- Wealth : 
Or, the Fall of Caius Martius Coriolanus. Of this edition there are copies in the 
British Museum (2), Bodleian, Harvard University, Devonshire, Huth, Boston Public, 
Hoc, White, and Wrenn Libraries. 

(3) Titus Andronuus was first published in 1594. Though this edition was 
mentioned by Gerard Langbaine the younger in the latter part of the seventeenth 
century, no copy of it was known until one was discovered at Lund in Sweden in 
January, 1905. There is a copy of the Third Edition (1611) in the present collec- 
tion (our No. 594) . 

(4) Romeo and Juliet was printed for the first time in the quarto edition of 1 §97. 
There is a copy of the Second Edition (1599) in the present collection (our No. 
595 )- 

(5) Timon of Athens was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623. Shake- 
speare’s text was not printed separately. 

This play as altered by Thomas Shadwcll was first published as The Htjiory of 
Timon of Athens , the Man-Hater , in 1678. Later editions appeared in [ 1680 ?] , 
1688, and 1696. 

Of the First Edition (1678), “ by J. M. for Henrv Herringman,’ ’ there are 
copies in the British Museum, Bodleian (2), Birmingham Free, Devonshire, Huth, 
Boston Public, Hoe, and White Libraries, and the Library of Congress. 

Of the Second Edition (1680?), 44 H. Hills,” there are copies in the British 
Museum and Boston Public (ascribed in the Barton Catalogue to 1700) Libraries. 

Of the Third Edition ( 1688), “ H. Herringman,” there are copies in the British 
Museum, Harvard University, and Boston Public Libraries, and the Library of 
Congress. 

Of the Fourth Edition (1696), 44 H. Herringman,” there are copies in the British 
Museum, Boston Public, and White Libraries. 

(6) Julius Casar was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623. It was 
not separately printed until about 1680, when it appeared in an undated edition (our 
No. 599). 

(7) Macbeth first appeared in the Folio of 1623. 

The first separate edition of this play, reprinted from the First Folio with changes 
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in the witch scenes, was printed “for William Cademan,” in 1673. Of this edition 
there are copies in the British Muset^m, Bodleian, Birmingham Free, Dyce Collection, 
and Ellesmere Libraries. 

The lines of this edition differing from the First Folio have been reprinted in 
Furness’s New Variorum Edition (1903), pp. 507-543. That editor, to prevent 
confusion, cites this edition as Betterton’s version. 

This play as altered by Davenant was published in several editions: 1674 (two 
editions), 1687, and 1695. 

Of the First Edition (1674), “ for P. Chetwin,” there are copies in the British 
Museum, Bodleian (2), Devonshire, Lenox, Hoe, and White Libraries. 

Of the Second Edition (also 1674), “for A. Clark/' there are copies in the 
Bodleian, Edinburgh University, Boston Public, and White Libraries. 

Of the Third Edition (1687), “for Hen: Herringman fold by Jos. Knight 
and Fra. Saunders,” there are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian, Birmingham 
Free, Trinity College (Dublin), White, and Wrenn (2) Libraries. 

Of the Fourth Edition ( 1695) , “ for H. Herringman, and R. Bentley ; and fold 
by R. Bentley, J. Tonfon, T. Bennet, and F. Sanders,” there are copies in the British 
Museum (2), Bodleian, Trinity College (Cambridge) , Forster Collection in the South 
Kensington Museum, Boston Public, and Hoe Libraries. 

(8) Hamlet was first printed in the quarto edition of 1603. The Fourth Edition 
(1611 ) is in the present collection (our No. 600). 

(9) Ktng Lear first appeared in two quarto editions in 1608, the Second of which 
is in the present collection (our No. 603). 

(10) Othello was first printed in the quarto edition of 1622. The Second 
Edition ( 1630) of this plav is in the present collection (our No. 605). 

(11) Anthony and Cleopatra was printed for the first time in the Folio of 1623. 

This play as altered by Dryden was published in 1678 as All for Love : or , The 

World well Lojh Other editions followed in 1692 and 1696. 

Of the First Edition (1678), “by Tho. Newcomb, for Henry Herringman,” 
there are copies in the British Museum (2), Bodleian, Dyce Collection (2), Devon- 
shire, Birmingham Free, Huth, Harvard University, Boston Public (3), Hoe, White, 
and Wrenn Libraries, and the Library of Congress. 

Of the Second Edition (1692), “for H. Herringman, and Sold b> R. Bendy, 
). Tonfon, F. Saunders, and T. Bennet,” there are copies in the British Museum, 
Bodleian, Dyce Collection, Devonshire, Harvard University, and Hoe Libraries. 

Of the Third Edition ( 1696) , “ H. Herringman,” there are copies in the British 
Museum, Trinity College (Cambridge), Birmingham Free, Harvard University, and 
Boston Public Libraries. 

Another but different plav of the same name, by Sir Charles Scdlcy, founded on 
the same story, was published in 1677. 

(12) Cymbeltne first appeared in the Folio of 1623, and is the last play in that 
volume. 

This play as altered by Thomas Durfey was printed “ for R. Bentley and M. 
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Magne$, M in 1682, as The Injured Princes, or the Fatal Wager, There are copies 
of this edition in the British Museum ( 2 ), Bodleian, Dyce Collection, Devonshire, 
Huth, and White Libraries. 

(13) Pertcles first appeared in two quarto editions in 1609, one of which, the 
Second Edition, is in the present collection (our No. 607).

Of this play two editions in quarto appeared the same year. 

Of the First Edition (1600), “imprinted for Thomas Fisher, ” there are copies 
in the British Museum, Bodleian (Malone copy), Capell Collection (Theobald 
copy), Devonshire, Ellesmere, Huth, and Boston Public (Hebercopy) Libraries. 
This edition was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1864), No. 
16, and also (the Devonshire and Huth copies, with extra leaves B — B 2 laid 
in at the end) in the Griggs-Furnivall Sbakspere-Quarto Facsimtles (1880), No. 3. 

The Second Edition (also 1600), that here described, was reproduced in the 
Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1863), No. 17, and also (the Devonshire copy) in 
the Griggs-Furnivall Sbakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1880), No. 4. It was re- 
printed by Steevens in his Twenty Plays (1766), Vol. 1. 

Of the Second Edition Furness says : “ The second place is properly allotted to 
it, because, apart from the plea that an unregistered edition ought not, in the absence 
of proof, to take precedence of one that is registered, it is little likely , so it seems to 
me, that Fisher would have applied for a license to print when another edition was 
already on the market ; and he might have saved his registration fee. There are, 
however, two eminent critics (Halliwcll and Flcay) who are inclined to give the 
priority to this unregistered quarto of Roberts. ” 

“On comparing these two Quartos we find that they correspond page for page, 
though not line for line, except in the first five pages of sheet G. The printer's 
errors in Fisher’s edition are corrected in that issued by Roberts, and from this cir- 
cumstance, coupled with the facts that in the Roberts Quarto the ‘ Exits’ are more 
frequently marked, and that it was not entered at Stationers’ Hall, as Fisher’s edition 
was, we infer that the Roberts Quarto was a pirated edition of Fisher’s, probablv for 
the use of the players. This may account for its having been followed by the First 
Folio. Fisher’s edition, though carelessly printed, contains on the whole the best 
readings, and may have been taken from the author’s manuscript.” 

An earlier edition of 1595 is mentioned bv Chetwood, but “no copy,” savs 
Halliwell, writing in 1841, “cither with this date or under this title has yet been 
discovered.” Halliwell ’s statement, so far as it relates to the discovery of a copy 
of this alleged edition, still holds true. 

The interlude of this play was altered by Robert Cox and separately printed in 
quarto, in 1661, “for F. Kirkman and H. Marfh,” as The Merry-conceited Humour* 
of Bottom the Weaver. There are copies in the British Museum (2), Dvce Collec- 
tion, and Huth Library. In 1672 and again in 1673 ]t was included m the Second

This play, which first appeared in the Folio of 1623, was for the first and onlv 
time separately published in the quarto edition here described. The Cambridge editor 
has no hesitancy in deciding that it was reprinted from the First Folio, notwithstand- 
ing Collier’s dictum that it was printed long before 1623, perhaps as early as J607 
or 1609. It was reprinted by Steevens in his Twenty Plays of Shakespeare , printed 
during his Life-time, or before the Restoration (1766), Vol. 2. 

The Taming of the Shrew is a revision of an old anonymous play, A Pleafant Con- 
ceited Hiftorie , Called The Taming of a Shrew , which first appeared in 1594 and was 
republished in 1596 and 1607. 

Of the earliest of these editions (1594), “by Peter Short and are to be fold b\ 
Cutbert Burble,” the only known copy ( Malone-Hcber-Inglis ) is in the Duke 0} 
Devonshire’s Library. It was reproduced in the Practorius-Furnivall Shaksperc- 
Quarto Facsimiles (1886), No. 15. 

Of the Second Edition ( 1 596), “by P. S. and arc to be fold by Cuthbert Burble,” 
there arc copies in the British Museum and Ellesmere Libraries. 

Of the Third Edition (1607), “ bv V. S. for Nicholas Ling,” there arc copies 
in the Bodleian, Devonshire ( Steevcns-Kcmble copy), and Ellesmere Libraries.

This is the Source Play of which Shakespeare made use in writing his play 
King John . Though divided into two parts it was published as one work, editions 
appearing in 1591, 1611, and 1622. 

The First Edition (1591), “Imprinted for Sampfon Clarke/' was published in 
two volumes, with a separate title-page and series of signature-marks for each. The 
only copy now known, a perfect one, is in the Capell Collection at Trinit v College, 
Cambridge. Both parts of this edition have been reproduced from the Capell copy in 
photographic facsimile in the Praetorius-Furmvall Shakspcre-Quarto Facsimiles ( 1 888 ), 
Nos. 40 and 41 . 

The Second Edition ( 1 6 1 1 ) , with the two parts in one volume, is that here 
described. Stcevens reprinted it in his Twenty Plays ( 1766), Vol. 2. 

The Third Edition (1622), “ Printed bv Aug. Mathewes for Thomas Dcwc,” 
also has the two parts in one volume, with continuous signature-marks, but with a 
separate title-page for the second part. Both title-pages have the words “ Written h\

landing of Lewes, and the poylnmg of King lohn at Swmltead Abbey.” 

Pasted to the recto of the second flyleaf of the copy here described is the following 
note, in Locker- Lampson’s handwriting : “ The troublesome reign of King John. 
This is the weakest most wooden of all wearisome chionicles , its sole vital 
principle is its power of appeal to the blatant spirit of prvtestantism which inspired it. 
There is only one touch of pathos where the dying Arthur w d fain send a last thoght 
in search of hts mother. This poem L d not have helped IV. S. The crude sketih 
of the Bastard as he swaggers thro ' the long length of its scenes is not the rough 
husk of the noble creation by W. S. "

The third [our No. 574, 
and the Fourth Edition] however contains an important addition, found in all the ex- 
tant copies of Q 8 , amounting to 165 lines, viz. iv. 1. 154 — 318. This is what L 
meant by * the new additions of the Parliament Scene ’ mentioned in the title-pages 
of some copies of Q 8 and in that of Q 4 [the present number] . These ‘ new addi- 
tions* are found also in the first and following Folios and in Q 5 [our next number J . 
The play, as given in the first Folio, was no doubt printed from a copy of Q 4 [the 
present number], corrected with some care and prepared for stage representation. 
Several passages have been left out with a view of shortening the performance. In 
the < new additions of the Parliament Scene* it would appear that the defective text 
of the Quarto had been corrected from the author’s MS. For this part therefore the 
first Folio is our highest authority: for all the rest of the play the first Quarto affords 
the best text.** 

The Deposition Scene, or st new additions *’ referred to above, is an integral part 
of the fourth act and is alluded to by the abbot (act iv., sc. 1 ) when he says “ A 
wofull Pageant haue we hcere beheld.”

To allow for this insertion the 
type already standing was divided, to permit of the interpolation of the omitted matter; 
so that there are two different impressions for the latter part of act ii. and the begin- 
ning of act iii.

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Second Part of Henry VL This edition contains not only Shakespeare’s revision of 
the Firft part of the Contention , but also, as “ The Second Part,” his revision of the 
play previously published in 1595 as The true Tr age die of Richard Duke of Tot he, 
and the death of good King Henrie the Sixf, and The Hiftory of Pericles , Prince of lyre , 
as shown by the collation given above. Of this edition the British Museum copy 
was reproduced in the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1886), 
No. 23. It was reprinted by Steevcns in his Twenty Plays (1766), Vol. 3. 

Another supposed edition, also 1600, with the same title, but said to have been 

Printed by W. W. for Thomas Millington,” is recorded by Hazlitt ( Collections and 
Notes ; 1876, p. 98) and Lowndes (4 : 2281 ) ; but neither Greg nor the editor of 
The Cambridge Shakespeare was able to locate a copy. The Cambridge editor sa\s 
(5 : xi. ) : “The only authority . . . for the existence of an edition ot The First 
Part of the Contention, printed by W. W. in 1600, is the MS. title-page of Malone’s 
copy [Malone, 36 : True Tr age die, “ by W. W.”; 1600] in the Bodleian Library.” 
In another place (5 : ix.) he says : 44 The MS. title quoted by Mr. Halliwell from a 
copy in the Bodleian (Malone, 36) is prefixed to what appears to us unquestionably 
the same edition as the above” [i.e.. The Ftrjl part of the Contention , 4 4 by Valentine 
Simmcs ; 1600”]. 

The Locker- Lampson Catalogue says the copy here described is ''imperfect, 
wanting titlepage to Pericles.” It corresponds in this respect to the Lenox Library 
copy (No. 64), in which the play ends, and is completed on the verso of leaf Q 4, 
and Pericles begins on the recto of leaf R, with no intervening title-page. In the copy 
of The Whole Contention recently acquired by Mr. Hoe, Peru Us has the title-page. 

The Huth copy, which is bound in two volumes, has, as in the separately bound 
copy in the present collection (our No. 607), a title-page lor Pernles, In the 
Huth Catalogue it is described as follows : 44 After sig. J), though not mentioned on 
the first title-page, occurs a second title : ' The Late, And much admired Play, called, 
Pericles, Prince of Tyre. With the true Relation of the whole History, aduenture.s, 
and fortunes of the saide Prince. Written by W. Shakespeare. Printed for T. P. 
1619.* This is the third [fourth] edition, the second [third] having appeared in 
161 1. Of 'the whole Contention,* which is not by Shakespeare, but merely one ot 
the plays of which he made use, this is the third or fourth edition. In the impres- 
sions of 1594 an ^ 1600 there is no mention of Shakespeare as the author.” 

Besides the play of Pericles which forms an integral part of the copy here described 
there is in the present collection another copy of the same edition separately bound 
with a title-page (our No. 607). 

Of this play as altered by John Crowne, the First Edition appeared in 1680 under 
the title Mtfery of Civil-War . There are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian 
(2), Huth, Harvard University, and Hoe Libraries, and in the Library of Congress. 

The Second Edition by Crowne, entitled Henry the Sixth. The Second Part ; 
or , The Mifery of Civil War 9 was published in 1681. Of this edition there are 
copies in the British Museum (2), Bodleian (2), Dyce Collection, Devonshire, Hoc, 
and White Libraries, and the Library of Congress.

The Second Edition ( 1600) is that here described. 

Of the 'Third Edition [1619], that described as “The Second Part” (leaves 
l to [£>4]) in our previous number, the British Museum copy was reproduced in 
the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere- Quarto Facsimiles ( 1886), No. 24. A list of the 
other copies of this edition will be found under our previous number.

reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1863), No. 7, and also (the Devon- 
shire copy) in the Griggs- Furnivall Sbakspere-Quarto Facsimiles [1886], No. 1 1. 

The Cambridge editor attempts to explain the differences between the text of the first 
quarto edition and that of the First Folio on the theory that the latter was primed from a 
transcript of the author’s original manuscript which had undergone revision at his 
hands, “with corrections and additions, interlinear, marginal, and on inserted leaves.” 

The Second Edition (1598), that here described, was reproduced in the Ashbce- 
Halliwell Facsimiles (1867), No. 1 1. This edition is a reprint of the First. 

Of the Third Edition ( 1602), “ Printed by Thomas Creede, for Andrew Wife,” 
there are copies in the British Museum and Capell Collections. “ Notwithstanding 
the words * newly augmented * [on the title-page], this edition contains nothing that 
is not found in the second Quarto, from which it is reprinted, except some additional 
errors of the press.” This edition was reproduced in the Ashbce-Halhwell Facsimiles 
(1865), No. 25, and also (the British Museum copy) in the Griggs- Furnivall Sbak- 
spere-Quarto Facsimiles (1888), No. 42. 

The Fourth Edition (1605) is that described in our next number. 

The Fifth Edition (1612) is that described in our No. 590. 

The Sixth Edition (1622) is that described in our No. >91. 

Of the Seventh Edition (1629), “ Printed by Iohn Norton, and arc to be fold bv 
Mathew Law,” there are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian, Capell Collection, 
Dvce Collection, Edinburgh University, Hunterian Museum, Lenox, and White 
Libraries; also the Howe copy (untraced). This edition was printed not from the 
First Folio but from the quarto of 1622. 

The Eighth Edition (1634) is t ^ iat described in our No. s'92. 

In 1700 an edition of this play, altered by Colley Cibber, a^ The Tragical llifloty 
of King Richard III., as it is acted at the Theatre Royal , was published in quarto. 
Of this edition there are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian, Devonshire, Harvard 
University, and White Libraries. This version long held the stage to the exclusion 
of the original play. 

In 1594 The True Tragedte Of Richard the Third , “by Thomas Crccde, fold 
bv William Barley,” was published anonymously. Of this play, which bears little 
resemblance to that which Shakespeare based upon it, there is a copy in the Duke 
of Devonshire’s Library. “The subject,” says Sidney I#ee, “was already familiar 
to dramatists. ... A Latin piece, by Dr. Thomas Legge, had been in favour with 
academic audiences since 1579.” Legge’s piece does not seem to have been printed 
until 1844, when it was appended by the Shakespeare Society to its reprint of 
The True Tragedie . 

Throughout Shakespeare’s Richard 111 . his effort to emulate Marlowe is undeniable. 
The play was naturally popular, Burbage’s impersonation of Richard being one of the 
most effective of his performances.

Of this play two editions were published in quarto, both during the same year. 

Of the First Edition (1609), “Imprinted by G. Eld for R. Bonian and H. 
Walley,” the title-page reads: The Hijlorie of Troylus and Crejfetda, etc., and is 
immediately followed by the text. Of this edition there are copies in the British 
Museum and Devonshire (Pope-Kemble copy) Libraries.

The Second Edition (1609) is that here described. The title, which was 
changed to The Famous Hijiorie of Troylus and CreJJ'eid , is followed by a prefatory 
leaf, “A neuer writer, to an euer reader. Newes.**, marked 2. This edition 
was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1863), No. 37, and also in the 
Griggs- Furnivall Sbakspere-Quarto Facsimiles [1886], No. 13, which has a facsimile 
of the title-page of the Capcll copy. The Hijiorie of Troylus and Crejfeida , laid in at 
the end. It was reprinted by Steevens in his Twenty Flays (1766), Vol. 3. 

This preface, or “Epistle/* as it is called in its single head-line, settles the 
question as to the price at which these quartos were originally issued, viz., a 
“tefterne,” or sixpence. €l Amongst all \_his comedies~\ there is none more witty 
then this : And had I time I would comment vpon it, though I know it needs not , 
( for Jo much as will make you thinke your tefterne well befowd) but for fo much 
worth , as euen poore I know to be ftuft in it .* 9 

The estimation in which Shakespeare’s plays were held at the time this play was 
printed is also reflected in this preface, which says: “ this authors Commedies , . . . 
are fo fram* d to the ltfe y that they ferue for the moft common Commentaries , of all the 
aflions of our Hues Jhewing fuch a dexteritie , and power of witte , that the moft dift 
pleafed with Playes, are pleafd with his Commedies . ... So much and fuch fauored 
fait of witte is in his Commedies , that they feeme ( for their height of pleafure) to be 
borne in that fea that brought forth Venus.* * 

The differences in these two editions are explained by Greg in the “ Essay 
Introductory** of his List of Masques , Pageants , (Bibliographical Society; 

1902), p. x., as follows, where, speaking of the methods of dramatic publication in 
vogue in the seventeenth century, he says: “ Piracy was of course rife, and though in- 
junctions to stay publication seem at times to have been allowed, a stationer usually did 
very much as he pleased with any copy that happened to come into his hands. 
Something of this sort appears to have happened in the case of the 1 609 quarto of Troi- 
lus and Cressida. In 1602-3 the piece was entered to Roberts conditionally upon his 
obtaining ‘authority,’ which he seems to have failed to do, since it was re-entered 
in 1608-9 t0 B°m an and Walley, who may, as Mr. Fleay suggests, have taken over 
the copy from Roberts on his leaving business in 1607. They published a quarto 
in the course of the year with the following seemingly authoritative titlepage : f The 
Historic of Troylus and Cresseida. As it was acted by the Kings Maiesties seruants 
at the Globe. Written by William Shakespeare.* To this, however, the King’s 
company appears to have taken exception, but the only result was the cancelling 
of the first leaf, which was replaced by a half-sheet containing a new titlepage and an 
enigmatically defiant preface, the later issue thus at first sight presenting the strange 
anomaly of a sheet of five leaves. The later titlepage ran : ‘ The Famous History 
of Troylus and Cresseid. Excellently expressing the beginning of their loues, with 
the conceited wooing of Pandarus Prince of Licia. Written by William Shakespeare.* ” 

This play as altered by John Dry den, with the title Troilus and CreJJida , or. 
Truth Found too Late , was published in quarto in 1679 a °d again in 1695. Three 
editions appeared in 1679, but in what order is uncertain.

The Third Edition ( 16 1 i), that here described, was reproduced in the Ashbee- 
Halliwell Facsimiles (1867), No. 40, and was reprinted by Steevens in his Twenty 
Plays (x 766), Vol. 3. 

In 1687 an edition of this play (“Licenfed, Dec. 21. i 68 j 6.”), entitled Titus 
Andron'tcus , or the Rape of Lavinia . Acted at the Theatre Roy all , a Tragedy , Alter'd 
from Mr . Shakefpears Works , By Mr . Edw . Ravenfcroft , was published at London, 
“by J. B. for J. Hindmarlh.” “The plot and much of the language are taken 
from the original play. The alterations are chiefly in the last aft, the horrors of 
which are intensified.* * Of this edition of 1687 there are copies in the British 
Museum (3)* Bodleian (3), Birmingham Free, Devonshire, Huth, Harvard Uni- 
versity (imperfect), Boston Public, Hoe, and White Libraries ; also the Van Antwerp 
copy (untraced). 

The edition here described was reprinted from that of 1600. It is remarkable 
that the First Folio contains a whole scene (act iii., sc. 2) not to be found in the 
quartos. 

Titus Andronicus and Henry the Sixth , Part III., have the distinction of being 
the only ones attributed to Shakespeare which were performed by other companies 
than that to which Shakespeare belonged.

Of Romeo and Juliet there were six editions printed separately, as follows: 1597, 
1599, 1609, n.d. (two editions), and 1637. 

Of the First Edition (1597), “ Printed by Iohn Danter,” there are copies in the 
British Museum (Garrick copy), Bodleian (Malone copy), Capell Collection, and 
Devonshire (Stace-Kemble copy) Libraries. This edition was reproduced in the 
Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1866), No. 5, and also (the British Museum copy) 
in the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1886), No. 25. It was 
reprinted by Steevens in his Twenty Plays (1766), Vol. 4; by Furness in his 
Variorum Edition (pp. 303-364); and in The Cambridge Shakespeare (1895), 
Vol. 9, pp. 639-696. 

The editor of The Cambridge Shakespeare says (6 : xiii. ) that this edition was 
printed from a manuscript which, in all probability, was obtained from notes taken in 
shorthand during the representation of the play. 

The Second Edition (1599), that here described, was reproduced in the Ashbee- 
Halliwell Facsimiles (1865), No. 13, and also (the British Museum copy) in the 
Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1886), No. 26. 

“The second Quarto,” says the editor of The Cambridge Shakespeare (6 : xiv.), 
“was in all likelihood an edition authorized by Shakespeare and his ‘fellows,’ and 
intended to supersede the surreptitious and imperfect edition of 1597. The play so 
published, we believe ... to be substantially identical with the play as at first 
composed ; it seems however to have been revised by the author. . . . The words 
* newly corrected, augmented, and amended,’ found on the title-page of the second 
Quarto, may be accepted. ... In fact, the added matter amounts nearly to a quarter 
of the whole. . . . 

“This is unquestionably our best authority ; nevertheless in determining the text, 
(Q x ) must in many places be taken into account. For it is certain that Q 2 [our 
present number] was not printed from the author’s MS., but from a transcript, the 
writer of which was not only careless, but thought fit to take unwarrantable liberties 
with the text. In passing through his hands, many passages were thus transmuted 
from poetry to prose.” 

The Third Edition ( 1609) is that described in our next number. 

The Fourth Edition (undated), with Shakespeare’s name on the title-page, is that 
described in our No. 597. 

The Fifth Edition (also undated), but without Shakespeare’s name on the title- 
page, is that described in our No. 598. 

Of the Sixth Edition (1637), “Printed by R. Young for John Smcthwicke,” 
there are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian, Capell Collection, Birmingham 
Free, Edinburgh University, Huth (Corser copy), Boston Public, Lenox, White, 
and Wrenn Libraries; also the Howe and the Van Antwerp copies (untraced). 
This edition was printed from the undated edition. 

An edition dated 1 607 is mentioned by Knight, probably from the conjectural date 
given to the undated edition by the catalogue of the British Museum. 
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“The foundation of this play/* says Sinker, “is a poem, copies of which are 
of extreme rarity : ‘ The Tragical l His tor ye of Romeus and Iuliet , written first in 
Italian by Bandell and now in Englisbe by Ar[tbur~\ £r[oke ].* The first edition 
of this was printed by Richard Tottell in 1562. Our copy of this unfortunately 
wants the first three leaves ; perfect copies are in the Bodleian and in the Huth 
collection.* *

Of the Second Edition (1567), “by Richard Tottill,** there is a copy in the 
White Library.

The First Separate Edition (undated, but 1680) is that here described. 

Of the Second Edition (undated, but 1684), “Printed by H. H. jun. for H. 
Heringman and R. Bentley/ ' there are copies in the British Museum, Edinburgh 
University, Birmingham Free, Ellesmere, Boston Public, White, and Wrenn Libraries. 

Of the Third Edition (1691), “Printed for Henry Herringman, and Richard 
Bentley/ ' there are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian, Birmingham Free, 
Boston Public, Valentine, and White Libraries. 

Another edition in quarto (undated, but 1696) is given by Lowndes (4: 2283). 
We are unable to find any other record of such an edition or to locate a copy, and it 
is quite unlikely that there is an edition bearing that date. 

Another play with the same title, by William Alexander, Earl of Stirling, was pub- 
lished in his Monarchic* ke Tragedies in 1607 and 1616. Its resemblance to Shake- 
speare's play is only such as one would expect to find in the treatment of the same 
subject by different writers. 

This play was altered by John Sheffield, Duke of Buckingham, who, says Lounsbury, 
when he divided it “into two plays [Ju/ius C<tsar and Marcus Brutus ] in order to 
preserve his darling unities — and even then succeeded but imperfectly — could not 
resist the temptation to intersperse some love dialogue in the midst of the political action 
which was going on." Lee in his Life of Shakespeare (1906), p. 332, gives the 
date of Buckingham's alterations as 1692, but his plays do not appear to have been 
printed until 1723, when they were included in the collected edition of his works.

Of this popular play editions were published in quarto in 1603* 1604* 1605* 
161 1, n. d., and 1637. 

Of the First Edition (1603), printed “for N. L. and Iohn Trundell,” we can 
trace but three copies: those in the British Museum ( Halliwcll-Phillipps copy, lack- 
ing the title-page) and the Duke of Devonshire’s (Hanmer-Bunbury copy, lacking 
the last leaf) Libraries, and a copy reported by the Earl of Ellesmere. This edition, 
which contains 2143 lines, was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles 
(1866), No. 26; and also (the Devonshire copy) in the Griggs-Furnivall Sbak - 
spere- Quarto Facsimiles [1880], No. 1. It was reprinted by Furness in his New 
Variorum Edition (2:3 7-8 5 ) . 

Of the Second Edition (1604), printed “by I. R. for N. L.,” which contains 
3719 lines, we can locate but three copies, that in the Duke of Devonshire’s Library 
(Malone copy), that in the Huth Library (Plumer copy), and the Jennen-Howe 
copy (untraced). This edition was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles 
(1867), No. 27; and also (the Devonshire copy) in the Griggs-Furnivall Sbak - 
spere Quarto Facsimiles [1880], No. 2. The First and Second Editions (1603 
and 1604) were reproduced in facsimile from the Devonshire copies by J. Payne 
Collier in 1858 and 1859, in a privately printed edition limited to forty copies. 

Of the Third Edition (1605), printed “by I. R. for N. L.,” there are copies in 
the British Museum (imperfect) and Capell Collection. This edition was merely a 
reissue of the Second Edition with only the date altered. Furness says : “ The title- 
pages of the two editions [Second and Third] are identical except in date,” and the 
text differs “no more than one copy of the same edition may differ from another.” 
This edition was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1868), No. 29. 

The Fourth Edition ( 16 1 1 ), that here described, was reproduced in the Ashbee- 
Halliwell Facsimiles (1870), No. 42. It was also reprinted by Steevens in his 
Twenty Plays (1766), Vol. 4. 

•Of the Fifth Edition (undated, but c. 1636), “Printed by W. S. for John 
Smethwicke,” there are copies in the British Museum (2), Bodleian, Capell Collec- 
tion, Huth, Devonshire, Boston Public (title-page in facsimile), Lenox, White, 
and Furness ( Loscombe-Tite copy) Libraries. The editor of The Cambridge Shake- 
speare is convinced that this edition was printed from that of 1 6 1 1 ; while Gregg 
says that it was “ printed after the edition of 1 6 1 1 and before that of 1637.” 

The Sixth Edition ( 1637) is that described in our next number. 

Besides these, several editions, usually known as Players’ Quartos, were printed in 
1676, 1683, and 1695. The changes made in these editions have no authority in 
questions concerning the text, though many emendations usually ascribed to Rowe and 
Pope are in reality derived from one or another of them. 

Of the 1676 edition there are two varieties, one with a four-line, the other with 
a five-line imprint on the title-page. The British Museum has both varieties. Copies, 
but with imprint unreported, are also in the Bodleian, Trinity College (Cambridge), 
Birmingham Free, Hunterian Museum, Boston Public, and White Libraries.

(Cambridge), Birmingham Free, Boston Public, White, and Wrenn Libraries. 

Of the 1695 edition there are copies in the British Museum (2, one imperfect), 
Birmingham Free, Boston Public, and White Libraries. 

The story of Hamlet was popular on the English stage as early as 1589 in a play 
now lost. It was played at Newington Theatre, June 9, 1594, and is several times 
referred to by contemporaneous writers. Shakespeare’s play, which doubtless owed 
much to this earlier play, was written in 1600 (Furness) or 1602 (Lee). 

“The text of Hamlet given in the Folio of 1623,” says the editor of The Cam- 
bridge Shakespeare , “ is not derived from any of the previously existing Quartos, but 
from an independent manuscript. Many passages are found in the Folio which do 
not appear in any of the Quartos. On the other hand many passages found in the 
Quartos are not found in the Folio.” 

“ Much more generally interesting than these [unique copies of books in the Capell 
Collection], however, is The Hystone of Hamblet , printed by Richard Bradocke in 
1608 ; the story on which Shakespeare’s tragedy, and perhaps an earlier play, is 
founded. Seeing, however, that there is an edition of the play as early as 1603 , it is 
clear that at least one earlier edition of the prose romance, perhaps several, must have 
perished.” — Sinker, Library of Trinity College , Cambridge (1891 ), p. 123 . 

Of this romance Chapters i.-vi. were reprinted by Furness in his New Variorum 
Edition ( 2 : 91 - 113 ).

Pasted on the recto of the second fly-leaf of the copy here described is a clipping 
from a catalogue: <( From this Play Shakespeare is supposed to have drawn the mate- 
rials for his own Tragedy of Lear. Only two other perfect copies are known, one 
in the Library of the British Museum and one in that of Mr. Huth.” If this state- 
ment is true, this must be the copy formerly belonging to Sir William Tite. It was 
reprinted by Nichols in Six Old Plays (1779), and in Steevens* Twenty Plays 
( 1766), Vol. 4.

This play was published in three quarto editions, two of which appeared in 1608 
and the third in 1655. 

The First Edition ( 1608), “ Printed for Nathaniel Butter, and are to be fold at 
his fhop in Pauls Church-yard at the figne of the Pide Bull,” hence called the “Pide 
Bull Edition,” is one of the rarest of the early Shakespeare quartos. Of the six 
copies known to the Cambridge editor ( The Cambridge Shakespeare , 8 : viii.) no two 
read exactly alike, though evidently printed from the same forms. There are copies in 
the British Museum (2, one with facsimile title-page), Bodleian, Capell Collection, 
Devonshire, Lenox (Heber copy), and White (Lord Mostyn copy) Libraries. 
This edition was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facumilei (1868), No. 31 ; 
also (the British Museum copy, and a second sheet K, also in the British Museum) in 
the Praetorius-Furnivall Sbaksperc-Quarto Facsimiles (1885), No. 33. 

The Second Edition (also 1608), that here described, was reproduced in the 
Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1867), No. 32 ; also (the British Museum copy) in 
the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1885), No. 34. It was 
reprinted by Steevens in his Twenty Plays (1766), Vol. 2. 

The Third Edition (1655) is that described in our next number. 

This play, as revised and altered by Nahum Tate, was published in 1681, 1689, 
and 1699. Of the 1681 edition, “for E. Flefher,” there are copies in the British 
Museum, Bodleian, Birmingham Free, Edinburgh University, Devonshire, Boston 
Public, Hoe, and White Libraries. 

Of the 1689 edition, “ for R. Bentley, and M. Magnes,” there are copies in the 
Bodleian, Birmingham Free, and White Libraries. 

Of the 1699 edition, “by H. Hills, for R. Wellington,” there are copies in the 
British Museum ( 2 ) and Birmingham Free Libraries. 

The undated edition in the Boston Public Library entered in the Barton Cata- 
logue (No. 371 ) under the date “ [1692?]” is probably the same as the British 
Museum copy entered in its catalogue under the date “[ 1710?] Mr. White has 
a copy of this edition, and there is also another in the Bodleian Library. 

“In the first Folio,” says the Cambridge editor, “ King Lear was printed from 
an independent manuscript, and its text is on the whole much superior to that of the 
Quartos. Each however supplies passages which are wanting in the other.”

The First Edition of this play appeared in 1622, and later editions in 1630 and 
1655. 

Of the First Edition (1622), “Printed by N. O. [probably Nicolas Okes] for 
Thomas Walkley,” there are copies in the British Museum (2, one imperfect), Bod- 
leian (Wright-Malone copy), Capell Collection, Edinburgh University, Devonshire, 
Dyce Collection, Huth, Boston Public, Lenox (Bindley-Heber-Daniel copy), and 
White Libraries; also the Howe copy (untraced). This edition was reproduced in 
the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1864), No. 48; also (the British Museum copy) 
in the Praetorius-Furnivall Sbakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1885), No. 31. It was 
included by Steevens in his Twenty Plays (1766), Vol. 4. 

The Second Edition (1630), that here described, was reproduced (the Brit- 
ish Museum copy) in the Praetorius-Furnivall Sbakspere- Quarto Facsimiles ( 1 885), 
No. 32. 

The Third Edition (1655) is that described in our next number. 

Players* Quartos of this play were published in 1681, 1687, and 1693. 

Of the First Edition (1681), “ R. Bentley and M . Magnes,** there arc copies 
in the Birmingham Free, Ellesmere, Boston Public, and White Libraries. 

Of the Second Edition (1687), “ Bentley and S. Magnes,” there are copies 

in the British Museum, Birmingham Free, Boston Public, and White Libraries. 

Of the Third Edition (1695), “for Richard Bentley,** there are copies in the 
British Museum, Bodleian, Birmingham Free, Harvard University, Boston Public, 
Hoe, and White Libraries. 

This was the last of Shakespeare’s plays to be issued in separate form before the 
appearance of the First Folio. It was also one of the two dramas by Shakespeare 
having an introduction, the other being Troilus and Cressida. 

In commenting upon the edition here described the editor of The Cambridge Shake- 
speare (8:xii.) says: “Mr. Collier says: ‘It was unquestionably printed from a 
manuscript different from that used for the Quarto of 1622, or for the Folio of 1623.’ 
But after a minute comparison of the two it appears to us clear that the Quarto of 1630 
must have been printed from a copy of the Quarto of 1622, which had received addi- 
tions and corrections in manuscript. The resemblances between the two are too 
close to allow of any other supposition. These additions and corrections, though 
agreeing for the most part with the first Folio, which had appeared in the interval, 
were derived from an independent source/*

Tipped in on the recto of the second fly-leaf is a clipping, apparently from the 
Athenaum or the Spectator , entitled “Two Editions of 4 Pericles ' in 1609,” by 
J. O. Halliwcll, written from “St. Mary’s, West Brompton, July 13 . " On the 
verso of the second fly-leaf is a slip tipped in, as follows : “ The three last acts 
of Pericles , with the possible exception of the socalled chorus , are wholly the work of 
W. S." 

The edition here described may be distinguished from the First by the stage 
direction on leaf A 2, which reads 44 Eneer Gower " instead of 44 Enter Gower." It 
was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles (1871), No. 39, and also (the 
British Museum copy) in the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere- Quarto Facsimiles 
( 1886), No. 22. 

This, the Second Edition, may further be distinguished from the First Edition by 
the following textual differences :

Editions of this play were separately published in quarto in 1609 (two editions), 
1611, 1619, 1630 (two editions), and 1635. 

Of the First or “ Enter Gower" Edition ( 1609), “for Henry Goffon,” there 
are copies in the British Museum, Bodleian (Malone copy), Capell Collection, Huth 
(Heber-Daniel copy), Boston Public (Steevens-Roxburghe-Jolley copy), W. A. 
White (Steevens-Perkins copy) Libraries, also the Jennens-Curzon-Howe copy (un- 
traced) . Lee locates another copy in the library of John Murray. This edition was 
reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles ( 1 862 ), No. 38 ; (the British Museum 
copy) in the Praetorius-Furnivall Shakspere-Quarto Facsimiles (1886), No. 21 ; and 
(the Bodleian Library copy) in Sidney Lee’s Shakespeare' s Pericles , 1609 ( 1905 ). 

The Second or 44 Eneer Gower" Edition (also 1609) is that here described. 

Of the Third Edition (1611), “Printed at London by S. S.” (i.e., Simon Stafford), 
there is an imperfect copy, the Edwards-Halliwell Phillipps copy, which lacks two 
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leaves in sheet D (a part of the second act) in the British Museum. Lee also locates 
a complete copy in Marsden J. Perry’s library. This edition, which was very poorly 
printed from the Second Edition, was reproduced in the Ashbee-Halliwell Facsimiles 
( 1868 ), No. 41. 

The Fourth Edition (1619) is that described in our next number. This edition 
is found (1) with The Whole Contention (j) without a title-page, or ( b ) with a 
title-page; (2) separately, ( a ) without a title-page, or (b) with a title-page. 

In the Fifth Edition (1630), “by I. N. for R. B. and are to be fould at his (hop in 
Cheapfide, at the signe of the Bible,” the text is extremely incorrect. There are 
copies in the British Museum (Garrick copy), Bodleian (Malone copy), Capell Col- 
lection, Edinburgh University ( Theobald-Halliwell Phillipps copy), Boston Public 
( Halliwell-Phillipps copy), Lenox (Aldis copy), and Furness Libraries. Lee locates 
a copy in the Folger Library. 

Of the Sixth Edition (1630), “by J. N. for R. B.,” there are copies in the British 
Museum (Halliwell-Phillipps copy), Dyce Collection (Halliwell-Phillipps copy), 
Edinburgh University (Halliwell-Phillipps copy), Boston Public (Halliwell-Phillipps 
copy), and Lenox ( Heber-Utterson copy) Libraries, and two untraced copies. 
This edition differs from the Fifth only in its imprint, which has but two lines, while 
the Fifth has four lines. 

The Seventh Edition (1635) is that described in our No. 609. 

This play was not included in the First and Second Folios. It was, however, 
included with other plays wrongly attributed to Shakespeare in the Third and Fourth 
Folios. “The portions that may confidently be assigned to Shakespeare,” says 
Luce, in his Handbook (1906), “are Act III., Act IV., omitting Scenes ii. v. and 
vi., and Act V. These contain some of the poet’s best work, certainly his best 
sea- sketches.”

Sidney Lee 
says (p. xxx.) the large initial letter in the word | BOte-fwaine. | , on the first leaf 
of the text, is printed upside down in a few copies. 

The Lichfield- Baker- Lenox copy has the date on the title-page changed from 1623 
to 1622. This was effected by cutting off the lower margin close up to the date 
including the lower portion of the last figure. The margin was then extended and 
the final figure touched up to resemble a 2. This copy contains two impressions 
of leaf R, pp. 193 and 194 of As You Like It (act ii., sc. 7), beginning | Scena 
Septima. | . Both are printed from the same setting of type. The second or cancelled 
leaf has the page-number 203 instead of 193 and the signature-mark R2 instead of R. 
In the same copy are two impressions of leaf [R6] of the same play, pp. 203 and 
204. The second or cancelled leaf has the page-number 194 instead of 204. This 
leaf was evidently cancelled because of the confusion of the characters in lines 10—12 
(act v., sc. 1) in the first column, which read: 

Orl. A ripe age : Is thy name William ? 

Clo. W illiam, fir. 

Clo. A faire name. Was't borne i’th Forreft heere ? 

In the corrected leaf the names of the interlocutors are correctly given as Clo,, 
Will,, and Clo . respectively. Sidney Lee ( p. xxxi. ) says that there are other copies 
of this cancelled leaf in the Boston Public Library and in the copy formerly belonging 
to Bishop John Vertue of Portsmouth. 

In the Tilden-Lenox copy, leaf [q4], p. 172, in the second column of the last 
page of Henry VL, Part III. (act v., sc. 6), are several errors, as follows: line 4 
reads, | Kong Ned, . . . | , instead of J Yo[u]ng Ned, . . . | ; line 13, | . . . way, 
add ... | , instead of | . . . way, and ... | ; and line 15, | And ’tis . . . | , instead 
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of | And kis . . . | . Sidney Lee (p. xxxi. ) says these errors also occur in the 
Ellesmere and Stratford Memorial Library copies. 

In the Brownlowe-Morgan copy are two leaves containing the first page of Troilus 
and Cressida . One of these has “The Prologue ” on its recto. The other has on 
its recto the signature-mark gg 3 and the page-number 77, and on it is printed the last 
page of Romeo and Juliet (act v., sc. 3), followed on its verso by the first page 
of Troilus and Cressida , each printed from a setting of type different from that 
usually found in copies of this edition. Sidney Lee says (p. xxix.) that the Burdett- 
Coutts copy also contains an impression of this cancelled leaf. 

Leaf [pp 5], pp. 277 (wrongly numbered 273) and 27S, The Tragedie of 
Hamlet (act v., sc. 1 ) in the Tilden-Lenox and Brownlowe-Morgan copies contains 
several errors corrected in most copies. It may be distinguished by the following 
readings: p. 277 (wrongly numbered 273), col. 1, line 9 from the bottom reads | 

. . . iowlos , . . | , instead of | . . . iowles . . . | ; and on p. 278, col. 2, line 30 
reads | . . . Brid-bed . . . | , instead of | . . . Bride-bed . . . | . Other errors on 
these pages are given by Sidney Lee (p. xxxii.), who locates three other copies. 

In the Thacher-Chew copy, leaf fl^, p. 309, the last page of The Tragedy of 
King Lear (act v., sc. 3), col. 2, line 21, the stage direction at the end of the line 
reads, “ He dies.” This usually reads, t( He dis.” ; but Mr. Lee says (p. xxxi. ) it 
sometimes reads, “ H'e dis .” 

The Duke of Devonshire’s copy (the Chatsworth copy), reproduced by Sidney 
Lee, contains an erroneous reading at the top of the first column of leaf W3, p. 333, 
Othello (act iv., sc. 2), as follows : 

“ And hell gnaw his bones, 

Performances are no kin together.” 

instead of 

“ I haue heard too much .♦ and your words and 
Performances are no kin together.” 

This error is due to a compositor’s mistake, the first of these lines belonging properly 
to Emilia’s angry speech near the beginning of the preceding cplumn. Mr. Lee 
(p. xxx.) says that this error occurs in three other copies, only one of which, that 
of Mr. John Caldwell, of Pittsburg, is in this country. 

The Droeshout Portrait. This portrait, which appears in each of the first four 
Folios, is found in four states, the plate having been altered or touched up from time to 
time as it became worn. Owing to this, several marked changes are to be observed. 

The First or earliest State may be distinguished by the lack of any shadow thrown 
by the hair on the right-hand side of the collar. Only two copies with the portrait 
in this state are known, one in the Bodleian Library (Malone Collection), the other 
in the library of Mr. Marsden J. Perry of Providence, Rhode Island. The former 
has been reproduced in The Original Bodleian Copy of the First Folio (Oxford, 
1905), Plate 1. 

In the Second State the shadow of the hair is seen on the collar, the moustache and 
eyebrows have been lengthened, and the lower part of the face has been much rough- 
ened by the insertion of numerous dots giving the surface of the chin, especially, an 
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unshaven appearance. The line of separation between the forehead and hair on the 
right-hand side of the plate, which in the First State is very faint, has been emphasized 
by retouching the cross-hatching of the forehead and by giving the inner portion of the 
hair a lighter tone, probably by partly burnishing down the incised lines of the plate. 

In the Third State the changes made were slight. This state may be distinguished 
( I ) by the outer edge of the hair on the right-hand side of the plate, near the centre 
of which a single hair for a short distance becomes detached, showing the background 
between it and the main portion of the hair; ( 2 ) by lines drawn from the white centres 
of the eyes toward the right of the plate, that on the right-hand cutting the eyelid. 
The Third State is uniformly found in the Second and Third Folios, and in some 
copies of the First Folio. 

In the Fourth State, to be found only in the Fourth Folio, the face, hair, shadow 
on the collar, and clothes have been much darkened by cross-hatching, as a result of 
which the high lights on the face have been emphasized to an absurd extent. Boaden, 
speaking of the portrait in this state, says, “ I confess it to have become what it has 
frequently been called — an abominable libel on humanity.” 

The ten lines of verse written by Ben Jonson in commendation of Droeshout’s 
portrait are differently printed in each of the Four Folios, and may be distinguished 
by the following variations :

Previous to Shakespeare’s death numerous editions of his plays, as we have already 
seen, had been separately issued. No attempt was made to form a collected edition 
of his works until 1623, when the First Folio was published. “A reprint of the 
First Folio unwarrantably purporting to be exact,” says Sidney Lee, “ was published 
in 1807-8. The best reprint was issued in three parts by Lionel Booth in 1861, 
1863, and 1864. The valuable photo-zincographic reproduction undertaken by Sir 
Henry James, under the direction of Howard Staunton, was issued in sixteen folio 
parts between February 1864 and October 1865. A reduced photographic facsimile, 
too small to be legible, appeared in 1876, with a preface by Halliwell-Phillipps.” 
It is hardly necessary to say that the photographic facsimile of (< the Chatsworth Copy 
in the possession of the Duke of Devonshire, K. G., with Introduction and Census 
of Copies” by Mr. Lee himself supersedes all previous reprints and facsimiles. 

Of the collected plays, known as the First Four Folios (1623, 1632, 1663, 
1664, and 1685), three of them have variations enough in the imprints to bring the 
number of editions or issues up to twelve, eleven of which are fully described in this 
and the numbers which follow (610-620). 

The First Folio, says Sidney Lee, €f forms the greatest contribution made in a 
single volume to the secular literature of any age or country.” Several attempts 
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have been made since Dibdin’s day to locate copies, but none has been so successful 
as Mr. Lee’s exhaustive Census made in 1902 in connection with his Facsimile Reprint, 
which has superseded all other reprints or facsimiles of the First Folio. He then 
located 158 copies, of which 101 were in England, 52 in the United States, 3 in 
the British Colonies, and 2 on the Continent. In 1906 he published a supplementary 
list by which these numbers were increased to 172 ; 8 of the 14 copies then added 
being in the United Kingdom, and 6 in the United States. Of the entire number 
less than a score are perfect copies in good and unrestored condition. 

The bibliographical history of the volume has been very fully told by Mr. Lee 
in his introduction to the Facsimile Reprint, and by Mr. Greg in his *« Bibliographical 
History of the First Folio” ( The Library , Second Series, Vol. 4, July, 1903, pp. 
258-285), to which we are indebted for some of the information here given. 

This collected edition of Shakespeare’s plays was due to the efforts of two of his 
intimate friends and fellow actors, John Heming and Henry Condell. As the work 
was of considerable magnitude, it was undertaken by a syndicate of printers and 
booksellers ; the printers and publishers being William Jaggard and his son Isaac, the 
booksellers being William Aspley, John Smethwick, and Edward Blount. Previous 
to this undertaking, sixteen of the plavs had been separately published, in quarto 
form, by different booksellers and publishers. In 1613 Jaggard increased his business 
by buying out that of James Roberts, who was the owner of the rights to publish 
several of the plays and also to print the “ player’s bills” or programmes. The 
other members of the syndicate were owners of the rights to publish the other 
plays. Heming and Condell, on their part, undertook to furnish such playhouse 
transcripts or prompt-books as they had access to. These, together with some tran- 
scripts to be found only in private hands, brought the number of plays up to thirty- 
six, of which twenty were here printed for the first time. One play only of those 
which had appeared in quarto form ( Pericles ) was not included, probably because 
the syndicate did not regard it as one of Shakespeare’s. 

It appears, from the lack of any systematic order in the arrangement of the plays, 
as well as from peculiarities attaching to the volume itself, that the work of printing 
began before they had all been brought together. Coming from such various 
sources, the plays contain numerous corruptions of text and a great variety of style. 
The texts from which many of the quartos were printed had been obtained from more 
or less imperfect and unauthorized playhouse transcripts abounding in abridgments 
or mutilations and copyists* errors ; or from crude drafts taken down in shorthand. 
On the other hand, the plays printed for the first time from prompt-copies of the 
theatres contain comparatively few faults, and besides are divided into acts and scenes, 
with stage directions, indications of “the scene,” and lists of the dramatis personae. 
In transcripts written for private use these features were generally omitted, and the 
infrequency with which they are given in the First Folio indicate that private transcripts 
were more frequently used than the prompt-copies of the theatres, doubtless owing 
to the fire of 1613, which had destroyed the Globe Theatre, where the company 
and its archives had been housed for fourteen years.

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The statement made by Lowndes that a copy of the Second Folio exists bearing 
the date 1631 has never been verified. Lowndes gives no authority for his assertion, 
and Bohn, in his edition of the Bibliographer* s Manual (1869), discredits it. 

There are two issues of the title-page with Allot’ s imprint. 

In the First Issue, that here described, there is a misprint, “Coppies” for 
“Copies,” in the sixth line. In title-pages with this misprint insufficient space 
was left between the last line of the title and the first line of the imprint for the 
impression of the portrait, so that it is usually found to overlap the word “ London ” 
of the imprint. This faulty title-page seems to have been discovered before many 
impressions were struck off, as but very few copies so printed are in existence. 

In the Second or “Copies” Issue the title-page was reset, with slight changes, 
ample space being left for the impression of the portrait. 

Copies of the Second Folio vary in the imprints on their title-pages. That of the 
earliest or the Allot “Coppies” Issue reads as follows:

This title-page appears to have been due to an at- 
tempt to correct the errors and spacing of the letterpress portion of the Allot “ Cop- 
pies” title-page, the first line being printed from the same setting of type in each. 
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This attempt proving unsatisfactory it was cancelled and the entire page reset. This 
reset title-page, with the exception of the imprints, was that used in all subsequent 
impressions. 

The companion-leaf of the title-page, [A 5], « Vpon the Effigies,’' etc., was 
also reprinted in the “ Copies” Issue and those with the varying imprints. 

While it presents a considerable number of literal differences, it may be distinguished 
by line 13, which reads, | Poet W. Shakespeare. | , as in our No. 61 1, instead of | 
Poet, VV. Shakespeare. | , as in our No. 615. 

The Utterson- Barton copy in the Boston Public Library and one of the copies, 
“A,” in the Lenox Library also have this reprinted leaf. 

The Second Folio appears to have been printed by a syndicate composed of William 
Aspley and John Smethwick, who had been members of the former syndicate that 
printed the First Folio; Robert Allot, to whom in 1630 Blount had transferred his 
rights in the sixteen plays which were first licensed for publication in 1623; and 
Richard Hawkins and Robert Meighen as new members. The volume was printed by 
Thomas Cotes. Each member of the syndicate seems to have taken a share of the 
edition in which his name appears in the imprint, copies of each being found in the 
present collection. Those with Allot* s name are the most common; those with 
Meighen’s the rarest, none of the seven copies in the Lenox collection having the 
latter’s name. 

“The second Folio,” says the editor of The Cambridge Shakespeare, “is a 
reprint of the first, preserving the same pagination. It differs, however, from the 
first in many passages, sometimes widely, sometimes slightly, sometimes by accident, 
sometimes by design. The emendations are evidently conjectural, and though occa- 
sionally right, appear more frequently to be wrong. They deserve no more respect 
than those of other guessers, except such as is due to their author’s familiar acquain- 
tance with the language and customs of Shakespeare’s day, and possible knowledge 
of the acted plays.”

In this edition the title-page is found with and without the portrait. In most 
cases, as in the copy here described, it is lacking. The Lenox Library copy has 
two title-pages, both dated 1663, onc anc ^ one w ^hout the portrait. The 
verses by Jonson, opposite the title-page, are printed in large type (formerly called 
double English) , and the plays end, as in the First and Second Folios, with Cymbeline . 
This is the only Folio Edition in which all the plays are continuously paged. 

As is well known, the Third Folio was originally published in 1663, without 
the seven additional plays, which were added in 1664, when a new title-page was 
substituted, upon which is given a list of the new plays ( See our reproduction No. 
617^). Some copies with the 1663 title-page, as in that here described, have also 
the 1664 title-page and the added plays at the end. 

In the play of “The Hiflory of Sir John Oldcastle, the good Lord Cobham,” 
two whole scenes have been transposed. This transposition occurs after line 48 of the 
second column of p. 50, 

“True perfect mirrour of Nobilitie. Exit." 


This line should have been followed by scenes 2 and 3 of act v. (of later editions, 
neither the acts nor scenes being indicated in the Third and Fourth Folios). These 
scenes actually appear on p. 52, scene 2, column 1, lines 4-49, beginning.

“With regard to the plays which it contains in common with the former Folios,” 
says the Cambridge editor, “ it is on the whole a tolerably faithful reprint of the 
second, correcting, however, some obvious errors, making now and then an uncalled- 
for alteration, and occasionally modernizing the spelling of a word. The printer 
of course has committed some errors of his own. M

Not long after the publication of the Third Folio it was reissued with a new title- 
page, with sixty additional leaves appended, containing seven new plays. The names 
of these plays appear on the new title-page, occupying the space formerly filled by 
the portrait on the title-page of 1663. Only one of the seven plays ( Pericles ) is to 
be found in modern editions, all the others now being considered spurious. 

In the new title-page the second line is altered from | SHAKESPEARES | to | 
SHAKESPEAR’S | ; the fifth line, | The Third Imprefsioti. | , is reset in larger type 
of slightly different form, | The third Impreffion. | , and below it, in the space for- 
merly occupied by the portrait, appear ten lines giving a list of the newly added plays 
and a conventional ornament; and the imprint is changed to read | LONDON , 
Printed for P. C. 1664. | . The portrait, crowded out by this list, was printed on a 
separate leaf with Jonson’s verses in smaller type ( See No. 61 7 d) to face the title-page. 

In some copies the binder inserted the 1664 title-page without tearing out the 
earlier title and verses. Copies in this state, with both title-pages, are of course 
most highly prized by collectors. 

The Daniel-Hoe, Barton (Boston Public Library), and Griswold- Morgan copies 
of the Third Folio, with the 1664 title-page, have on the opposite leaf the portrait 
in its Fourth or last State, i.e., heavily cross-hatched, with Jonson’s verses below it 
printed the same as in our reproduction No. 61 8 a. The leaf with the portrait and 
lines thus printed really belongs to the Fourth Folio. 

This Folio was reproduced in facsimile by Methuen & Co., of London, in 1905. 

The plays added to this Folio, excepting Pericles y have together with eight other 
doubtful ones been published by C. F. Tucker Brooke in The Shakespeare Apocrypha 
(1908). “For two hundred years/’ says he in his introduction, * ‘ there has not 
appeared a reliable version of Locrine , Mucedorus , Sir John Oldcastle , Thomas Lord 
Cromwell , The London Prodigal , The Puritan , or A Yorkshire Tragedy — and that, 
too, notwithstanding the fact that all these plays, except Mucedorus , are included 
in the third and fourth Shakespeare folios, and that all of them in their garbled form 
have been many times reprinted.”

The title-page of this edition was printed from two distinct settings of type. 
The earlier seems to be the one in which the first line begins “ M**’ not “ M R ’\ 
Jt has just above the imprint a type-ornament vignette composed of nine pieces 
instead of a conventional ornament in the centre of which is a fleur-de-lis. Copies 
of this earlier title-page bear the imprint oi' t( Jofeph Knight and Francis Saunders" ( See 
our reproduction No. 618^). Copies of the later title-page bear two imprints, 
one containing the name of “ R. Chifwell 99 ( See our reproduction No. 619), and the 
other the more usual “ Herringman 99 imprint ( See our reproduction No. 620) . 

The text is divided into three parts, with separate signature-marks and pagination 
for each. An examination of the letterpress shows that a copy of the Third Folio 
was apparently broken into three portions and sent to three different printers. The 
first printer received the Comedies, pp. 1-304, the latter being blank; the second, 
pp. 305—664, the Histories and four of the Tragedies; and the third, pp. 667 
to the end, the eight remaining Tragedies. The fonts of type used by these printers 
differ somewhat, the large initial letters used at the beginnings of the plays and in 
the headings of the different acts and scenes being especially noticeable. One leaf, 
“L Comedies, pp. 122, 1 23, is printed in much smaller type, showing apparently 
that some lines had been omitted and that these pages were reset in smaller type to 
include the omitted matter. 

Two copies in the Lenox Library have variations which we have seen in no 
others. In the Astor-Lenox Library copy are several leaves printed without single- 
rule borders at sides and bottoms, from a different setting of type from those usually 
found. In the Lenox copy (Knight imprint) is a similar sheet, leaves Oo 3 and 
[O04]. In every instance these leaves comprise an entire sheet of a gathering.

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SUPPOSITITIOUS OR SPURIOUS WORKS. 

The earliest and only prose work which has been ascribed to Shakespeare is A 
Compendious or briefe examination of certayne ordinary complaints , of diners of our 
country men in tbefe our dayes : ... By W. S. [i.e., W. Stafford], Gentleman”, 
published “at London, . . • by Thomas Marfhe,” in 1581. Of this Edition there 
are copies in the Bodleian (6, one imperfect), Boston Public (2), and Hoe Libraries. 

This work was reprinted in 1751, with a preface in which an attempt was made 
to show that it was written by “Wm. Shakespeare, Gent.” “The reference by 
Stafford [the real author of this treatise on political economy] in his dedication to 
queen Elizabeth to her ‘clemency, in pardoninge certayne my vndutifull misde- 
meanour/ he having been engaged in a conspiracy against her, has led the editors 
of this [the 1751] edition to ascribe the work to Shakespeare, on the ground that 
his deer-stealing was the misdemeanor referred to.” Of this later edition there are 
copies in the British Museum (2) and Boston Public Libraries. 

Certain plays in which it was thought Shakespeare’s hand could be traced, as well 
as others to which the publishers had attached his name evidently with a view to 
increasing their sales, were, from time to time, ascribed to that dramatist. In 1664 
seven of these plays were appended to the Folio edition of that year (our No. 
617). Of these but one, Pericles , is now included in the collected editions of his 
plays. The following list of these Supposititious Plays is arranged in the order in 
which they were originally published. 

( 1 ) Of The Araygnement of Paris 9 first published in 1584, “ by Henrie Marfh,” 
there are copies in the British Museum, Capell Collection, and Duke of Devonshire’s 
Library. This play is now generally ascribed to George Pecle. “The ascription/’ 
says Greg {List of English Plays ; Appendix //., p. li.)> “rests on the authority of 
Nash’s preface to Greene’s Menaphon .” 

(2) Of The Lamentable and True Tragedie of M. Arden of Feuerjham in Kent , 
editions were published in 1 592, 1 599, and 1633. There is a copy of the last edi- 
tion in the present collection, described below. 

( 3 ) Of The Lamentable Tragedie of Locrine but a single edition in quarto was pub- 
lished, that of 1595 (our No. 622). 

(4) Of The Raigne of King Edward the third , editions were published in 1 596 

and 1599, a C0 Py First Edition (1596) being in the present collection (our 

No. 623 ) . 

(5) A Mojl pleafant Comedie of Mucedorus first appeared in 1598, and seems to 
have been the most popular play of its day, having passed through no fewer than 
seventeen editions, the Fourth of which (1611) is in the present collection (our No. 
6 2 4 ). 

(6) The fir ft part Of the true and honorable hiftorie of the life of Sir John Old - 
caftle , the good Lord Cobham, one of the seven plays added to the Folio of 1664, 
first appeared in two quarto editions in 1 600, the Second of which is in the present 
collection (our No. 625). 
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( 7 ) The True Chronicle Hijlorie of the whole life and death of Thomas Lord 
Cromwell was one of the seven plays added to the Third Folio in 1664. The First 
Quarto Edition of this play appeared in 1602. Of the Second and last edition, which 
appeared in 1613, there is a copy in the present collection (our No. 626). 

(8) The London Prodigall was also one of the seven plays added to the Folio of 
1664. But one edition of this play was published in quarto, that of 1605, a copy 
of which is in the present collection (our No. 627) . 

( 9 ) The Puritaine Or The FFiddow of Watling-flreete , also one of the plays added 
to the Third Folio in 1664, was published only once in quarto, in 1607. There is a 
copy in the present collection (our No. 628). 

(10) The Merry Devill of Edmonton appeared in several editions, the First in 
1608. There are copies of the Third (1617) and Fifth (1631) editions in the 
present collection (our Nos. 629 and 630). 

( 1 1 ) A Torkjhire Tragedy was one of the seven plays added to the Folio edition of 
1664. But two editions of this play were published in quarto, the First in 1608, the 
Second in 1619, both of which are in the present collection (our Nos. 631 and 632). 

(12) A P leaf ant Commodie, of faire Em the Millers daughter of Manchefer 
appeared in two editions in quarto, the earlier without date. Of the Second Edition 
( 1631) there is a copy in the present collection (our No. 633). 

(13) The Two Noble Kinfmen, now generally ascribed to Beaumont and Fletcher, 
first appeared in the quarto edition of 1634. There is a copy in the present collec- 
tion (our No. 634) . 

(14) The Birth of Merlin: or , The Childe hath found bis Father , was printed 
for the first time in the quarto edition of 1662. The title-page says, “ Written by 
William Shakefpear, and William Rowley,” but there is no reason to suppose that 
Shakespeare had any hand in it. There are copies of this edition in the British 
Museum (2), Bodleian, Capell Collection, Dyce Collection (2), Devonshire, Elles- 
mere, Boston Public, Lenox, and Hoe Libraries. 

Even during the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries several plays appeared also 
falsely attributed to Shakespeare : Double Falfehood (1728); George a Greene (1744); 
For tiger n> Ireland’s forgery (1799); and °f November (1830). Copies of 

each of these plays are in the Boston Public Library. C. F. Tucker Brooke, in his 
recently published Shakespeare Apocrypha (1908), which may well be consulted, 
gives a list of forty-two different plays (pp. ix.-xi.), roughly arranged according to 
date of attribution. He has also appended to the text of the plays a very full 
bibliography (pp. 438-456) of this interesting branch of Shakespeariana. 

The Shakespeare Apocrypha designedly omits Pericles and Titus Andronicus “ be- 
cause they have established their position in practice, if not in universal opinion, 
among the genuine works;” but it includes Nos. 2—14 of the above list and the 
recently discovered Sir Thomas More . 

“The exact likelihood of Shakespeare’s connexion with any member of this 
various group must be determined by careful individual examination. . . . 

“There can, indeed, be no stronger vindication of the honesty and intelligence 
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of the editors of the first Shakespeare Folio, Hemings and Condell, than careful study 
of the works which they excluded. As all attempts to deprive the poet of a large 
interest in any of the thirty-six plays published by them have so far failed, so it seems 
in the highest degree improbable that their list will ever be augmented by more than 
the genuine act or two of Pericles and a few broken fragments which Shakespeare 
would doubtless have been the last of all men to include among his works.”

Editions of this play, published anonymously, and at one time often attributed to 
Shakespeare, were issued in quarto in 1592, 1599, and 1633. 

Of the First Edition (1592), “for Edward White,” there are copies in the 
Bodleian Library and Dyce Collection, the latter imperfect at the end. 

Of the Second Edition ( 1599), by “I. Roberts for Edward White,” there are 
copies in the Duke of Devonshire’s and the Earl of Ellesmere’s libraries. 

The Third Edition (1633) ls that here described. 

“ The plan of this play is formed on a true history, then pretty recent, of one 
Arden, a gentleman of Faversham, in the reign of Edward VI., who was murdered 
as he was playing a game at tables with the said Mosbie. The fact is related by 
Holinshed and Baker, in Beard’s Theatre , and in Jacob’s History of Faversham. 
'They have the play in manuscript at Canterbury, but I never cou’d see it in print.’ 
— Oldys . In 1 866, at any rate, the room in which this murder was committed 
was shown at Faversham, as well as the spot, or at least the lane, where Black Will 
at first tried to waylay Arden.”

'em all with a vengeance. Dear old Chaucer seems to fade, evergreen as he is. 
[signed] Since y yrs, F. J. F." 

Another slip : “ The raigne of King Edward the J rd Edward Capell thought W.S. 
had a hand in this. It seems to me to be more in the manner of Marlow, but a 
feeble composition, compared with either Marvell [sic] or Shakespeare." 

Pasted to the recto of the second fly-leaf is the following note : “ Swinburne says 
that the Yorkshire Tragedy is a coarse crude & vigorous impromptu in w rh we possibly 
might think kV.

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“Of this charming comedy the plot is founded on the history of one Peter Fabel, 
of whom a prose account appears to have been printed as early as 1533, an< ^ w bom 
more particular mention is made in Fuller’s Church History and in the Chronicles of 
Henry VI.’s reign. This comedy, in the original entry on the Stationers’ books in 
1608, is said to have been written by T. B., which letters have been rashly taken to 
stand for Tony or Anthony Brewer. The same letters are prefixed to that author’s 
Country Girl. H. Moseley again entered it September 9, 1653, as the production 
of Shakespear; but that statement is of no authority. The Merry Devil of Edmonton 
is mentioned in the Black Book by T. M., 1604, as if it were then a popular comedy; 
the Merry Pranks of Fabyl, noticed by Weevcr ( Anc . Fun . Mon., 1631, p. 334 ), 
above referred to, was seen by Warton in the study of Collins the Poet. In Hazlitt’s 
Dodsley.”

“ The first the last acts of the Two Noble Kinsmen which in point of com- 
position is perhaps the most superb work in the language , and beyond all doubt 
Shakespeare* s, would have been the most gorgeous rhetoric, had they not happened 
to be something far better. The supplications of the widow* d Queens to Theseus, 
the invocations of their tutelar divinities by Palamon Jrctte, the death of Arcite , 
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&*c. are finished in a more elaborate style of excellence , than any other almost of 
W. S’s most felicitous scenes .” 

In criticism of the above Locker-Lampson has written : 

“ I do not know who says this , but certainly the invocation to Mars is very fine 
( see P. 7/). Richard Edwards wrote a flay called Palamon Or 3 Arcyte (1566)*” 

“ Opinions differ as to the share which Shakespear had in this drama. See Mr. 
Dyce’s remarks in his edition of the poet, 1868, and in his Beaumont and Fletcher. 
The story is taken from Chaucer’s Knight's Tale . Compare Palamon and Arcite. 

“ This drama was revived after the Restoration, it is stated by Langbaine on the 
authority of Cadman the publisher, by Davenant, under the title of The Rivals , and 
printed in this altered form, 4to, 1668. The scene, Arcadia. It was acted nine 
days successively to full houses, at the Duke of York’s Theatre. Miss Davis acted 
in it ‘ a shepherdess, being mad for love, especially in singing several wild and mad 
songs, “ My lodging it is on the cold ground,” eti. She performed that so charm- 
ingly, that, not long after, it rais’d her from her bed on the cold ground to a bed 
royal.’ See Roscius Anglicanus 9 1708.”

“ Nash satirized Harvey the Puritans [ //r his] — * Strange News of the inter- 
cepting certaine letters , 6° a Convoy of Verses as they were going privilie to victuall the 
low countries ,’ dated 1592. The book is sometimes called Pierce Pennelefse ( IS 93 ) • ’ ’ 

Two supposed allusions to Shakespeare are found in Harvey’s Third Letter. The 
first occurs on p. 23 in the words “ the worft of the foure ” in the sentence, “ Green , 
vile Greene, would thou weareft halfe fo honeft, as the worft of the foure, whom 
thou vpbraideft : or halfe fo learned, as the vnlearnedft of the three.” 

This bitter attack on Greene was occasioned by a passage in his “famous new 
worke, intituled, A Qutppe for an vpftart Courtier ”(1592). It was considered by 
Harvey to be a contemptuous allusion to his father, who was a rope-maker at Saffron- 
Walden in Essex, a circumstance of which he had the weakness to be ashamed. 
This controversy between Harvey on the one hand and Greene and Nash on the 
other, of which D’Israeli gives an interesting and amusing account in the second vol- 
ume of his Calamities of Authors , assumed such bitterness that it was at last put an 
end to by the authorities, who seized and destroyed their numerous pamphlets. This 
step doubtless greatly assisted in giving the work here described its present rarity. 

The second allusion is near the end of the letter (p. 48 ) : 

“ Good fweete Oratour, be a deuine Poet indeede : and vfe heauenly Eloquence 
indeede: and employ thy golden talent with amounting vfance indeede: and with 
heroicall Cantoes honour right Vertue, & braue valour indeede: as noble Sir Philip 
Sidney, and gentle Maifter Spencer haue done, with immortall Fame : and I will be- 
llow more complements of rare amplifications vpon thee, then euer any bellowed vppon 
them: or this Tounge euer affoorded: or any Aretinilh mountaine of huge exagger- 
ations can bring-foorth. ... I cordially recommend to the deere Louersof the Mufes : 
and namely to the profefted Sonnes of the-fame ; Edmond Spencer, Richard Stanihurf, 
Abraham France, Thomas Watfon , Samuell Daniell, Thomas Najh, and the reft : 
whome I affedlionately thancke for their ftudious endeuours, commendably employed 
in enriching, & polilhing their natiue Tongue, neuer fo furnilhed, or embellilhed, as 
of-late. . . . The right Noouice of pregnante, and afpiring conceit, wil not ouer-skippe 
any precious gemme of Inuention, or any beautifull floure of Elocution, that may 
richly adorne, or gallantly bedecke the trimme garland of his budding llile. I fpeake 
generally to euery fpringing wit : but more fpecially to a few : and at this inllante 
lingularly to one [Shakespeare] : whom I falute with a hundred bleflings : and en- 
treate with as many prayers, to loue them, that loue all good wittes : and hate none, 
but the Diuell, and his incarnate Impes, notorioufly profefted.” 

One of the “certaine Sonnets,” the last in the volume, is Spenser’s fine sonnet 
of compliment addressed “To the right worlhipfull, my fingular good frend,

“There is no tract in the English language,” says Lowndes, “ which contains so 
many cotemporary literary notices of the Elizabethan reign; and as such, it is of the 
highest value to the antiquarian, critic, and philologer.”

Hazlitt records a copy ( Collections and Notes , 1876 , p. 289 ) in which “ there 
is a duplicate of leaf B, exhibiting a different setting-up.” This was most likely the 
first leaf of the text of the Second or 1834 Edition. 

Meres’ Palladis Tatnia was written as a second part of John Bodenham’s 
Pohteuphuia (1597), “for Nicholas Ling.” Meres says of the Pohteuphuia in 
his address “To the Reader” in the 1634 edition of his own work “that thrice 
within one yeare it hath runne thorow the PrefTe.” And another writer says, “ Such 
was its popularity, that it was from time to time * newly corrected and amended *, 
and passed through eighteen editions before the Restoration.” The Politeuphuia 
and Palladis Tamia both have the secondary title. Wits Common wealth . 

There appear to have been two other works belonging to this series : the Third 
Part, H r its Theatre of the Little World ( 1598 ), “by I. R. for N. L.” ; and the 
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Fourth Part, Palladis Palatium , published anonymously, but written by William 
Wrednot (1604), “by G. Eld for Francis Burton. ” 

The First Edition of Palladis Tamia (1598), that here described, has head-lines 
on the verso and recto pages respectively, as follows : | The fecond fart of | Wits 
Common-wealth. | . 

The Second Edition ( 1634), a small duodecimo (A, 8 leaves, B to Ii, each M 
leaves, Kk, 4 leaves, the last probably blank), “by William Stanfby, and are to be 
fold by Richard Royflon,” appeared as Wits Common Wealth . The Second Part . 
This edition contains on leaves A 2 to [A 4] an address “To the Reader ” not to 
be found in the First Edition. The head-lines on verso and recto pages respectively 
read | Wtt * Common | Wealth | . Of this edition there are copies in the British 
Museum, Bodleian, Huth, and White Libraries. To some copies of this edition is 
prefixed an engraved title-page by Droeshout, entitled | witts | ACADEMY | a | 
Treafurie of \ Goulden | Sentences | Similes and | Examples. | . . . | Printed at Lon- 
don \for Richard Royfon | 1636. | . Each of the copies in the Bodleian and Huth 
Libraries has the letterpress title-page dated 1634 and this engraved title-page. 
There are copies with this engraved title-page only in the British Museum and 
Boston Public Libraries. Mr. Chew’s copy of the First Edition has this title- 
page only. 

Hazlitt (Collection* and Note *, 1876. p. 289) records a copy examined by him in 
which this engraved title-page is dated 1633. 

“ Of the many testimonies paid to Shakespeare’s literary reputation at this period 
of his career, the most striking was that of Francis Meres. Meres was a learned 
graduate of Cambridge University, a divine and schoolmaster, who brought out in 
1598 a collection of apophthegms on morals, religion, and literature which he entitled 
* Palladis Tamia.’ . . . Shakespeare figured in Meres’ s pages as the greatest man of 
letters of the day. . . . Shakespeare’s name was thenceforth of value to unprincipled 
publishers, and they sought to palm off on their customers as his work the productions 
of inferior pens.” 

Palladis Tamia contains, on folio 282 (edition of 1634, p. 623), the earliest 
printed list of Shakespeare’s plays, as quoted below. 

Mention by contemporaneous writers is of great importance in ascertaining the 
chronology of Shakespeare’s writings. No single work has contributed more informa- 
tion upon this point than the work here described. Meres enumerates twelve plays. 
The “ Loue labours wonne” in his list is generally believed to have been the earlier 
form of AW* Well that Ends Well , but some have attempted to identify it with 
The Taming of the Shrezv , others with Much Ado about Nothing. 

Folios 279-287 (Second Edition, pp. 616-635) contain | A comparatiue dif- 
courfe of | our Englifh Poets, with the | Greeke , Lattne y and Ita - | lian Poets. | , in the 
course of which all the principal English poets of the day are mentioned. The prin- 
cipal passages referring to Shakespeare are as follows : 

“The Englifh tongue is mightily enriched, and gorgeouflie inuefted in rare orna- 
ments and refplendent abiliments by fir Philip Sidney , Spencer , Daniel \ Drayton , 
Warner t Shakefpeare , Marlow and Chapman. .

“ ‘As the foule of Euphorbus was thougnt to liue in Pythagoras : fo the fweete 
wittie foule of Quid Hues in mellifluous & hony-tongued Shakefpeare , witnes his 
Venus and Adonis , his Lucrece , his fugred Sonnets among his priuate friends, &c. 
[When this was written Shakespeare’s Sonnets were still unpublished, and only 
circulated among his friends in manuscript.] 

* ( As Plautus and Seneca are accounted the beft for Comedy and Tragedy among 
the Latines : fo Shakefpeare among y Englifh is the moil excellent in both kinds 
for the ftage ; for Comedy, witnes his Getleml of Verona> his Errors , his Loue 
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labors loft, his Loue labours wonne , his Midfummers night dreame , & his Merchant 
of Kenice : for Tragedy his Richard the 2 . Richard the j. Henry the 4. King lohn, 
Titus Andronicus and his Romeo and luliet . 

“As Epius Stolo (aid, that the Mufes would fpeake with Plautus tongue, if they 
would fpeak Latin : fo I fay that the Mufes would fpeak with Shakefpeares fine 
filed phrafe, if they would fpeake Englifh.” 

The above extract, taken in connection with the date at which it was published, 
would seem to refute sufficiently the opinion of some modern critics that Shakespeare 
was not appreciated by his contemporaries.

The First (?) Edition ( 1606) is that here described. 

Of the Second (?) Edition (1606), “by G. Eld, for lohn Wright” (A-H, 
each 4 leaves), there are copies in the British Museum (3), Bodleian, Capell Col- 
lection, Dyce Collection (2), Devonshire, Hoe, and White Libraries. 

Hazlitt says there were “two editions the same year, with the same title (except 
as regards the arrangement of the lines in the imprint), but with rather important 
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differences as regards the text: in the second many errors are corrected. It is a curi- 
ous piece, with numerous allusions to contemporary writers, but it \#as written and 
acted a few years before it was published .’ 9 

He also says that this work, as altered and adapted by Robert Wild, was pub- 
lished in 1689 as The Benefice , a Comedy . 

This very witty dramatic satire contains some curious notices of Shakespeare, 
Marlowe, Spenser, Drayton, Churchyard, Ben Jonson, and other dramatists and poets 
of the time, some of whom are treated with much severity. 

In act i., sc. 2 (verso of leaf B), we read: 

“ Ing. . . . Good men and true, ftand togither : heare your cenfure, what's 
thy iudgement of Spencer ? 

lud. A Tweeter fwan then euer long in Poeftry], 

A thriller Nightingale then euer bleft 
The prouder groues of felfe admiring Rome. 

With was each vally, and each flieapeard proud, 

While he did chaunt his rurall minltralfye. 

Attentiue was full many a dainty eare. 

Nay he a re is hong vpon his melting tong, 

While fweetly of his Faicry Queenc he Tong.”

In act iv., sc. 3 (recto of G 3), Kemp, the celebrated actor, says: 

“Why heres our fellow Shakefpeare puts them all downc, J and Ben lonfon too. 
O that Ben lonfon is a peftilent fellow, he brought vp Horace gluing the Poets a pill, 
but our fellow Shakefpeare hath giuen him a purge that made him beray his credit;” 

Speaking of the methods employed in dramatic publications of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, Greg says: “The habit of reprinting titlcpages in order to make a book appear 
up to date was also, of course, common. One of the most interesting cases is that 
of the Tragical Retgn of Selimus which originally appeared anonymously from the 
press of Thomas Creede in 1594, the unsold copies being re-issued more than forty 
years later, namely in 1638, as printed ( by Iohn Crooke for Richard Serger, the 
new titlepage also bearing T. G. as the author’s initials, no doubt with the object ol 
leading the public to suppose that it was from the pen of Thomas Goffe, whose trag- 
edies on oriental and classical themes had then lately appeared. 1 he reverse case, 
that of two distinct editions in which the titlepages alone are printed from the same 
setting up of the type, though naturally far less frequent, nevertheless occurs, and is 
rather difficult to explain, since it is not easy to see why the titlepage should have 
been kept in type after the rest had been distributed. One instance, I think, occurs 
in the two editions of the anonymous comedy Albumazar, printed in 1615* The 
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editions are certainly distinct, having collations respectively A 2 B-L 4 and A-I 4 , but 
so far as I am aware the titlepages are identical. Since, however, I only know of one 
library which contains copies of both editions ( U. L. C.), T should be inclined to 
suspect that one copy had the title properly belonging to the other edition, were it not 
for the fact that the identical case repeats itself in connection with the Return from 
Parnassus , copies of the two editions of which, published in 1 606, may be compared 
both at the Bodleian and at Trinity College, Cambridge. Here we find that while 
the two editions have respectively the collations A-H 4 I 3 and A-H 4 , the title- 
pages are again printed from the same setting up of the type. There is even a third 
case in the 1609 Pericles [our No. 607] . . . though here one of the editions is un- 
fortunately represented by a single copy, the proper titlepage to which may have 
perished and been replaced from a copy of the other edition,*’

The First Edition of Dyce’s Shakespeare was published in 1857 in six volumes; 
the Second, in nine volumes in 1 866 and 1 867, the ninth volume bearing the latter date. 

During a long life of study Dycc united the patient learning of an antiquary with 
a real appreciation of the beauties of the early English poets and dramatists. In 
dealing with Shakespeare his mind, as a general rule, was fixed on restoring rather 
than amending the original text, so that few commentators have excelled him in 
satisfying both the poetic student and the archaic scholar.

This work is largely a history and description of the Barton Collection now in the 
Boston Public Library. Much attention is paid to the records of prices obtained at 
sales, public and private, and copies are located as far as possible, especially in the 
United States.

This is the one book of Shelley’s of which a second edition appeared during 
his lifetime. He began writing it at Rome, May 14, 1819, and finished it at Villa 
Valsovano, about the middle of August. It was printed at Leghorn, under his 
personal supervision, to ensure its correctness, as Shelley had been much annoyed by 
the many mistakes that crept into his text when he was prevented by distance from 
correcting the proofs. Only 250 copies were printed. It contains a few errors of 
the press due undoubtedly to the Italian compositors’ ignorance of English. The 
Certci was not published in England until the spring of 1820, and then without the 
intended frontispiece.

“The poem,” sa\s Forman, " was finished in February 1813; and the notes 
were put together after that date.” An edition of 250 copies was then privately 
printed on fine crown octavo paper. It contained title-page, leaf of dedication, 
pp. 1-122 of text, half-title to the notes, and text of notes, pp. 125-240. After 
Shelley’s death. Garble, one of the numerous publishers of the piratical editions 
of Queen Mab, advertised in The Republican, in 1822, that he had 180 copies of 
Shelley’s edition. 

The First Published Edition is that here described. Some copies of this edition 
were printed on thick, fine paper. Some copies have the dedication (lacking in the 
copy here described, and upon the omission of which Shelley congratulated himself), 
inserted either after the title-page or at the end of the notes. Translations of the 
notes in French, Latin, and Greek are supplied in the foot-notes. There are two 
issues of the text. The First Issue contains the whole text and notes intact. In the 
Second Issue a few of the most aggressive passages have been mutilated by omission 
of words and even verses. These occur at p. 39, lines 15, 16; p. 54, line 17 ; p. 55, 
lines 26-28; p. 65, line 1 ; p. 77, line 26; p. 82, line 26; p. 98, line 25; 
p. 146, line 17; p. 147, line 25; p. 171, lines 23 and 24. “The omissions at 
pages 146 and 147 — 8 are such as to involve the overrunning of the pages up to 160 
inclusive .’ 1 Forman says he has “not the slightest doubt about the two kinds of 
copy having been printed from the same types at the same period.” 

From a note in the British Museum copy it appears that Clark, the publisher, 
sold only fifty copies of this edition ; that he was prosecuted for publishing the work, 
and tried and convicted in the Old Bailey, but was pardoned on giving up the remainder 
of the copies to the Society for the Suppression of Vice. 

Some of Clark’s sheets passed into the hands of Carlile, who, the year after, reissued 
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them with the imprint | London : | Printed and Published by R. Carlile, | 55, Fleet 
Street. | 1822. | . Some of the copies with this imprint are of the unmutilated issue 
and have the dedication after the title-page, while others have it after the notes. 
Carlile did not even cancel the half-title to the notes, on the verso of which was 
Clark’s name. He also issued some copies without the notes. 

In 1823 Carlile again reissued Clark’s unmutilated sheets, with a new title-page 
dated 1823, anc * with the dedication at the end. 

The work therefore may contain a title-page, 1 leaf ; dedication, 1 leaf ; poem, 
pp. 3—89; half-title to notes, 1 leaf; notes, pp. 93 — 182; and advertisements of 
books, 1 leaf. 

Clark’s edition of 1821 may be found: (a) on thick paper or ordinary paper; 
(b) with or without the dedication ; (c) with or without the notes ; ( d ) with the 
unmutilated text and notes or with the mutilated text and notes. 

Carlile’s edition of the same sheets of the unmutilated text, with a new title-page 
dated 1822, may be found: (a) with the dedication after the title-page or at the 
end ; and ( b ) with or without the notes. 

Carlile’s edition of 1823 is usually found with the unmutilated text and the 
dedication at the end. 

The rhythm of Queen Mtib was founded on Southey’s Thalnba , and the first few 
lines bear a striking resemblance in spirit, though not in idea, to that poem.

On the verso of folio 3 1 1 is a blank space enclosed by a type-ornament border. In 
this copy there has been neatly written in, in imitation of print, the iollowing:

In subsequent editions the text was much altered and improved, the manuscript 
used for this being imperfect and otherwise faulty. In the short prefatory notice we 
are told: “ The dim foil and fumming of the Chapters was not of Sir Philip Sidneis 
dooing , but aduentured by the oun-feer of the print, for the more eafie of the Readers S' 
This “diuifion and fumming of the Chapters” was omitted in the Second Edition. 
It appears that Lady Pembroke herself revised the text for the new edition, which 
was printed in folio in 1 393 (our next number). 

The work was in circulation in manuscript for some time before it was put into 
type from one of the copies which had been procured by Ponsonby, the publisher. 
There seems to have been an intention to put it to press late in 1586. Sidney, 
before his departure for Flanders, placed in Greville’s hands a corrected copy of what 
was known as the “ old Arcadia,” which copy he forwarded to Lady Sidney. 

« In the 4to before us, the whole work is divided into three Books, and those 
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Books into chapters. The first Book has nineteen chapters, the second twenty-nine 
chapters, and the third nineteen chapters. There is no Finis , or words equivalent 
to it, at the end of the volume, but three asterisks to indicate that the work was 
incomplete. 

“ What Lady Pembroke did towards finishing her brother’s work may be seen 
only by a comparison of the 4to, 1 590, with the second edition in folio, 1 593, where, 
after Sidney’s dedication, comes an address ‘To the Reader,’ subscribed H. S., 
avowing the manner in which her Ladyship had perfected what had been left incom- 
plete. Among the additions, we may presume on the authority of manuscripts left in 
her hands and in those of Sidney’s friends, is the Epitaph upon Argalus and Parthenia. 
In the 4to, 1590, a blank space was left for it on folio 311b, and in some copies it 
has been partly supplied [but fully so in the copy here described] in writing of the 
time; but the whole of it, consisting of only eight lines, may be seen in Book 3 of 
the later impressions: it occurs on p. 294 of the folio of 1598. Lady Pembroke, 
instead of including the whole ‘ Arcadia ’ in three Books, as in 1 590, divided it, 
rather unequally, into five Books in 1593/’ 

Of the edition here described 300 impressions were reproduced in photographic 
facsimile, from the copy in the British Museum, with a bibliographical introduction, 
in which all the early and some modern editions are described, by H. Oskar Sommer, 
in 1891. 

Sir Philip Sidney, at an early age a soldier and a statesman of high promise, was 
of aristocratic kindred on both sides. He was educated at Shrewsbury, where he met 
Fulkc Grevillc, his lifelong friend and subsequent biographer. From Shrewsbury he 
went to Christ College, Oxford, but left there when seventeen. He spent three 
years completing his education by continental travel, visiting Paris, Vienna, and 
Venice. At these places he associated with statesmen and scholars, and made an 
earnest study of European politics. On his return he was introduced at court, where 
he won the favor of Queen Elizabeth, who considered him “one of the jewels of her 
crown.” In 1557, at the age of twenty-two, he was sent to carry messages of con- 
gratulation to the newly seated Elector Palatine, at Heidelberg, and to Rudolph JI., at 
Prague. On his return he visited Antwerp, to congratulate William the Silent on the 
birth of a son. William was captivated with him, and pronounced him one of the 
greatest and ripest statesmen in Europe. He returned to England the following year, 
was knighted in 1583, and lived partly at court and partly at his country-seat at Pens- 
hurst, in Kent, until 1585, when he accompanied Leicester on his expedition to the 
Netherlands, where he was appointed Governor of Flushing. He was wounded at 
the battle of Zutphen, September 22, 1586, and died at Arnheim fifteen days later, at 
the early age of thirty-two. 

In 1578 Sidney met Spenser at Leicester’s house, a meeting which resulted in a 
deep and tender friendship, which has been immortalized in Spenser’s Astrophel \ a 
Pastoral Elegy , published as an appendix to his Coltn Clouts Come Home Agatne (our 
No. 661 ) . 
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In literature Sidney is distinguished as the author of Astropbel and Stella (1591), 
the first important body of English sonnets — no in number — in which the poet 
chronicles his love for Penelope Devereux, sister of the Earl of Essex. Some of 
these sonnets were the special favorites of Charles Lamb. His most famous work is 
his prose romance. The Counteffe of Pembrokes Arcadia (our present number). It 
was written in 1580, or thereabouts, for the especial delectation of his sister, Mary 
Herbert, Countess of Pembroke, and her coterie at “ delicious Penshurst.” It abounds 
with marvellous adventures, rainbow descriptions, pastoral scenes filled with nobles 
and countrymen, and stately kings and queens, all products of a brain inflamed with 
youthful theories and love-fancies, rather than with the high moral purpose which his 
friend Fulke Greville ascribed to it. His Apology for Poetrie (1595), which dis- 
plays the finest quality of his intellect, has become a classic. None of his writings 
were published until after his death, being circulated in manuscript until 1590, when 
The Counteffe of Pembrokes Arcadia was first published. 

“ Sidney’s sister, Pembroke’s mother,” collaborated with him and suggested the 
composition of the Arcadia. She is the Urania of Spenser’s Colin Clout . Among 
the works of her pen is The Tragedie of Antonie (our No. 5 07), a translation of 
Robert Gamier’ s Marc Antoine . 

“ The text of the Arcadia suffers from the author’s casual methods of composition. 
Much of it survives in an unrevised shape. He seems to have himself prepared for 
press the first two books, and the opening section of the third — about a half of the 
whole. This portion of the romance was printed in I 590, and ended abruptly in the 
middle of a sentence. Subsequently there was discovered a very rough draft of por- 
tions of a long continuation, forming the conclusion of the third book, with the suc- 
ceeding fourth and fifth books. This supplement survived in c several loose sheets 
(being never after reviewed or so much as seen altogether by himself) without any 
certain disposition or perfect order.’ With a second edition of the authentic text 
these unrevised sheets were printed in 1593. Sidney’s sister, the Countess of Pem- 
broke, supplied the recovered books with * the best coherences that could be gathered 
out of those scattered papers,’ but no attempt was made to fill an obvious hiatus in the 
middle of the third book at the point where the original edition ended and the rough 
draft opened. Nor did the editor or publisher venture to bring the unfinished romance 
to any conclusion. What close was designed for the story by the author was * only 
known to his own spirit.* The editors of later editions, bolder than their prede- 
cessors, sought to remedy such defects. The gap in the third book was in 1621 filled 
by a * little essay ’ from the pen of a well-known Scottish poet. Sir William Alex- 
ander, Earl of Stirling. Finally, in 1628 a more adventurous spirit, Richard Beling, 
or Bellings, a young barrister of Lincoln’s Inn, endeavoured to terminate the story in 
a wholly original sixth book. It is with these additions that subsequent re-issues of 
the Arcadia were invariably embellished. Other efforts were made to supplement 
Sidney’s unfinished romance. One by Gervase Markham, an industrious literary 
hack, came out as early as 1607. Another, by ‘a young gentlewoman,’ Mrs. A. 
Weames, was published in 1651. The neglect of these fragmentary contributions by 
publishers of the full work, calls for no regret.”

Ponsonbie in 1593. This edition is as rare as the editio princeps, if not more so; 
there is no copy of it at the British Museum. ... As concerns the text of the 
( Arcadia , 9 this edition is the one on which all later editions are based, the text 
of the original edition having been slightly altered in the ‘ Eclogues adjoined to 
each book, and augmented by two books. . . . 

“The statements concerning the relationship of the quarto to the first and all 
other folio editions generally given by bibliographers and literary scholars are erroneous. 
There do not exist numberless variations between the two texts, and it is equally 
wrong to assert * that not a few original poems are found in the 41° which are not

reprinted when the Countess of Pembroke revised the whole.* Nobody seems to 
have ever compared the two texts, and the erroneous statements seem to be caused 
by the words in the preface in the folio edition 1 To the Reader : * ‘ The disfigured 
face, gentle Reader, wherewith this worke not long ftnce appeared to the common 
view, ... to take in hand the wiping away thofe fpottes wherewith the beauties therof 
were vnworthely blemifhed.’ The main differences of the two texts are these : 

“ I. The folio contains a part of the third book, and a fourth and fifth book, not 
to be found in the quarto. 

“2. The additions of * the ouerseer of the print’ added in the quarto, such as 
the division of the books into chapters and the summaries of the contents preceding 
them, are omitted in the folio. 

“ 3. Some poems, but only such as are subjoined to the end of the books under 
the heading of < Eclogues,’ are differently placed or replaced by others. Thus it 
occurred that Sir John Harrington states in his * Ariosto,’ 1591, that the quarto 
does not contain the following poem : 

“ < Who doth defire that chafte his wife fhould be, 

Firft be he true, for truth doth truth deferue : 

Then fuch be he, as (he his worth may fee, 

And one man ftill credit with her preferue. 

<< < Not toying kinde, nor causlelly vnkinde, 

Not fturring thoughts, nor yet denying right 
Not fpying faults, nor in plaine errors blindc, 

Neuer hard hand, nor eucr raines too light. 

<< < As farre from want, as farre from vaine expence, 

(The one doth force, the later doth entife) 

Allow good company, but kepe from thence 
A1 filthy mouth's that glory in their vice.

“On the other hand, the prose text of the quarto is with very insignificant 
orthographical differences reprinted in the folio, and all poems occurring in the text 
are to be found unaltered in the same places in the folio where they stand in the 
quarto.** 

In the above quotation from Sommer’s Introduction the spelling in the extracts 
from the Arcadia has been made to conform to the original text.

The History and Adventures of an Atom is a ferocious satire on the English 
political system. Its temper is borrowed mainly from Gulliver" s Travels (our No. 
678) and its local color and nomenclature from the accounts of Japan given by the 
Jesuits and other travellers whose works Smollett had consulted while preparing his 

Compendium of V oyages and Travels ( 1757 )* 

Lowndes says : “A key to this work, which exhibits, under fictitious characters, the 
conduct and dissensions of the several political parties, from 1754 to 1768, will be found 
in « A Second Journey round the Library of a Bibliomaniac, by William Davis, 1825. 

Smollett was one of the trio of proto-novelists, the other members of which were 
Fielding and Richardson. As a novelist pure and simple he was their inferior, but as a 
professional man of letters he was by far their superior. A poet, playwright, historian, 
publicist, topographer, translator, satirist, periodical critic, lampooner, and novelist, 
he wrote skillfully on almost every conceivable subject, and for a short period between 
Pope and Johnson was a kind of literary Protector. Born in I 7 21 > he received a 
fairly good education at Dumbarton and Glasgow, and went to London at eighteen 
years of age with the manuscript of his tragedy. The Regicide , in his pocket. Failing 
to get it accepted he joined the navy, which he soon quitted in disgust. 

The success of Pamela and Joseph Andrews (our No. 380) led him to try his 
hand at prose fiction, and in 1748 he brought out Roderick Random , modelled after 
Le Sage’s immortal Gil Bias , in the earlier chapters of which, the best he ever wrote, 
he is known to have included some material of an autobiographical nature. In 1851 
appeared Peregrine Pickle , and two years later his third novel, Ferdinand Count 
Fathom , than which few novels have been more imitated. From 17 56 he conducted

His History of England , translation of Don Quixote , and other 
works of compilation, translation, and abridgment followed one another in rapid succes- 
sion. In 1762 his health broke down, and he spent the greater part of the next two 
years in France and Italy, chiefly at Nice.

The “ Sonets,” leaves [B. viij.] to [D. vj.], are the first specimens in print of 
Spenser’s poetry. He afterward inserted them in his Complaints , 1 591 (our No. 658 ) . 

“ On 22 July 1569 the well-known printer and publisher, Henry Bynneman, 
obtained a license to issue an English version by one Theodore Roest of an edifying 
moral tract, originally written in Flemish prose by an Antwerp physician named 
John Van der Noodt, who had taken refuge in England from religious persecution. 
A French translation was issued in London in 1568. The work appeared in its 
English form next year with the running title ‘ A Theatre for Worldlings’ (London, 
b, 1 . 8vo) , a dedication addressed to the queen and signed by Van der Noodt 
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was dated 25 May. There followed, as a farther introduction to the book, 
twenty-one woodcuts in illustration of some poems by Petrarch and Du Bellay which 
Van der Noodt had studied when compiling his tract, and opposite each woodcut 
was placed a translation into English verse of the appropriate Italian or French poem. 
The six poems assigned to Petrarch, which were in Van der Noodt* s volume entitled 
‘ Epigrams/ were renderings of the six stanzas of Petrarch’s canzone, beginning 
* Standomi un giorno solo a la finestra,’ and each consisted of either fourteen or twelve 
lines alternately rhymed. The fourteen sonnets or ‘ Visions* of Du Bellay — four 
of which were described as taken * out of the Revelations of St. John ’ — were 
unrhymed in the English version. Van der Noodt in his preface writes of these 
poems as his own work, but there can be little doubt that they were the products 
of Spenser’s youthful pen, and were inserted by the publisher as letterpress for the 
illustrations. In a collection of verse avowedly by Spenser, and published in 1591 
under the title of ‘ Complaints * [our No. 658] , these twenty stanzas were reprinted 
with some revision ; Du Bellay’s sonnets were supplied with rhymes, and others were 
substituted for the four ‘out of the Revelations of St. John,’ while Petrarch’s poems 
were renamed ‘Visions,’ and were each made of the uniform length of fourteen lines. 
The poems were promising performances for an undergraduate.” Spenser at the time 
this volume was published was only about sixteen years of age. 

Edmund Spenser, the author of The Faerie Queenr, was a Londoner by birth. 
He was educated at the newly founded Merchant Taylors* School, from which he 
went, in May, 1569, to Pembroke Hall (now College) as sizar. His first appear- 
ance in print took place at about the same time, some poems of his being inserted in 
Van der Noodt’s Theatre for Worldlings (our present number). At the university 
Spenser read widely and became not only a considerable Latin and Greek scholar but 
an expert in the French and Italian literatures. His two most intimate associates were 
Gabriel Harvey, the author of Foure Letters , and certaine Sonnets (our No. 635), 
and Edward Kirk, both of whom, recognizing his budding genius, shared and en- 
couraged his literary tastes. 

In 1576 he took his degree of M.A. and left the university. For a time he is 
said to have sojourned with his kinsfolk at or near Hurstwood, where he fell in love 
with a damsel to whom he gives the feigned name Rosalind. This ill-requited passion 
did much to stimulate his poetic impulse. By Harvey’s advice he went to London, 
where he soon became a member of the Earl of Leicester’s household. His chief 
duties while in Leicester’s service seem to have been to deliver dispatches to the Earl’s 
correspondents in foreign countries. Among the places which he visited while 
carrying out these duties were Ireland, Spain, and Rome. In April, 1580, he was 
again at Leicester’s house in London. 

Spenser’s association with Leicester led to his forming the acquaintance of Sir 
Philip Sidney, Leicester’s nephew, an acquaintance which ripened into a deep and 
tender friendship. In his correspondence with Harvey in 1579 and 1580 he men- 
tions several poems which have not been preserved, at least in any form that can 
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be positively identified. Of his two poems, The Shepheardes Calender (our next 
number) and The Faerie Queene (our No. 655), the former was completed and 
the latter begun while he was still under Leicester’s roof. 

The Shepheardes Calender was sent to press without delay, and appeared under 
the modest pseudonym “Jmmerito.” Ten years passed before any part of The 
Faerie Queene was ready for the press. Mercs recognized the merit of The Sbep- 
heardes Calender , and Drayton said of it that “ Master Edmund Spenser had done 
enough for the immortality of his name had he only given us his Shepherd’s Calendar.” 

in July, 1580, Spenser was appointed secretary to Lord Grey (personified as “Sir 
Artegall” in Book 5 of The Faerie Queene ), then going to Ireland as Lord Deputy. 
With the exception of two short visits to England, Ireland henceforth remained his 
home until within a month of his death in 1 598. Here, though he found the coun- 
try far from congenial, he held several official positions and secured much landed 
property. His main solace, however, was in literary work, to which he devoted all 
his leisure time. He continued The Faerie Queene , of' which he had written only 
Book 1 and part of Book 2. By the end of 1 586 he had probably written his elegy 
on “ Astrophel,” i.e. Sir Philip Sidney, which first appeared in Colin Clouts Come home 
againe in 1595, and his fine sonnet to his friend Harvey which was appended to his 
Fowre Hymnes (our No. 662). In June, 1588, Spenser resigned his position as 
Clerk of the Court of Chancery in Dublin, and purchased the post of Clerk of the 
Council of Munster. Having acquired a landed property, he took up his residence 
in the old castle of Kilcolman on his estate. He there continued his work on The 
Faerie Queene , and in 1589 showed the draft of the first three books to his friend and 
neighbor Sir Walter Raleigh, who was enchanted with it. 

About November, 1589, Spenser visited London and lost no time in placing his 
manuscript in the hands of William Ponsonby the publisher, who procured a license 
for its publication December 3, 1589. The Faerie Queene, the only great poem 
written in England since Chaucer died, was in design a moral treatise. Three of the 
twelve books, the only ones then completed, treating of Holiness, Temperance, and 
Chastity, were published in quarto the next year. The success achieved by the 
publication of The Shepheardes Calender was more than sustained by The Faerie 
Queene , and Spenser’s right to supremacy among the English poets of that time was 
rendered indisputable. A Second Edition appeared in 1596 (our No. 656). 

Spenser remained in England several months, during which he wrote Profopopoia , 
or Mother Hubberds Tale (in our No. 658) and Daphnatda (our No. 659), a 
pastoral elegy on the death of the niece of the mistress of the robes. 

In February a pension was bestowed on him by the Queen. Soon afterward he 
returned to Kilcolman, where he penned a charming account of his travels and court 
experiences, which he entitled Colin Clouts Come home againe (our No. 661). 
Here under disguised names is given a vivid description of the literary men and 
women whose sympathies he had won. Shakespeare is doubtless here alluded to 
under the name of “ Aetion.” This work, though its dedication is dated December 
27, 1591, was not published until 1595.

The success of Tbe Faerie Queene led Ponsonby to make a collection of Spenser’s 
small poems, which appeared in 1591 under the tide Complaints , Containing fundrie 
Small Poernes of the Worlds Vanitte (our No. 658 ). The best of the poems in this 
volume, mostly made up of rewritten juvenile efforts, was “ Muiopotmos, or The 
Fate of the Butterflie,” the most airily fanciful of any of Spenser’s writings. In 1 594 
Spenser sent to Ponsonby his Amoretti and Epitbalamion (our No. 660), which 
appeared in 1595. The same year Ponsonby issued Colin Clouts Come home aga'ttie 
(our No. 661), with an appendix containing elegies on Spenser’s late friend Sir 
Philip Sidney. 

In 1594 Spenser had completed three more books of The Faerie Queene, which 
he himself carried to London, together with some small pieces. Tbe Second Part of 
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the Faerie Queene (our No. 657) was licensed to be printed January 20, 1595/6, 
and appeared soon afterward in quarto. This contained the Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth 
Books, upon Friendship, Justice, and Courtesy respectively. The popularity of this 
second volume was as pronounced as that of its predecessor. His reflections on the 
fate of Mary Queen of Scots in the Fourth Book, under the name of “ Duessa,” 
were exceedingly offensive to King James, who was anxious to have Spenser prosecuted 
for the aspersions upon his mother. 

The dedication to his Fowre Hymnes (our No. 662) is dated from Greenwich, 
September 1, 1596, where he was with the Court. Here he wrote two new poems 
celebrating “ heavenly love” and “ heavenly beauty,” the other two having been 
long in circulation in manuscript. The following November he wrote one of his 
latest and most fascinating minor poems, Protbalamion (our No. 663), in honor of 
the double wedding of two daughters of the Earl of Worcester. 

Early in 1 597 Spenser returned to Kilcolman, depressed and in failing health. On 
September 30th he was appointed Sheriff of Cork. In Tyrone’s Rebellion, which 
broke out in October, Kilcolman Castle was burned over the poet’s head, and he 
fled to Cork with his wife and four children. In December he was sent to London 
with a dispatch by Sir Thomas Norris, the President of Munster, and died at West- 
minster only a month after his arrival, January 16, 1598/9. He was buried in 
Westminster Abbey, only a few yards from the grave of Chaucer, whom he ever 
delighted to acknowledge as his poetic master. 

The secret of Spenser’s enduring popularity with poets and lovers of poetry lies 
especially in this, that he excels in the poet’s peculiar gift, the instinct for verbal 
music.

Of The Shepheardes Calender , which gave a new impulse to English literature, 
editions were published in 1579, 1581, 1586, 1591, and 1597, all but that of 1591 
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being in the present collection. Each of these editions was published anonymously, 
and it was not until that of 161 1 that Spenser’s name appeared on the title-page. In 
1653 an edition appeared with a Latin translation in verse. 

To each of the twelve months is prefixed a woodcut appropriate to its season, 
with the suitable sign of the zodiac in the heavens. These blocks were used in the 
first five quarto editions (1579, the edition here described ; 158], our next number ; 
1586, our No. 653; 1591 ; and 1597, our No. 654), and appeared for the last 
time in the sixth or folio edition of 1611. 

This work is interesting ( 1 ) because it is the earliest work of importance by the 
writer of the Faerie Quecne ; (2) because it marks a turning-point in English litera- 
ture; and (3) because of the mysterious circumstances attending its publication, the 
so-called friend of Spenser, “ E. K.,” whose commentary appeared with the Calen- 
der, giving rise to many suppositions and disputes, though now it has been proved, as 
far as possible, that Spenser wrote it himself. 

Grenville, in a manuscript note in his copy, now in the British Museum, says : 
“This first edition is so rare that I have not as yet been able to ascertain any other 
copy except that in Trinity College, Cambridge, though probably others arc to be 
found. For even the third edition of 1586, Sir M. Sykes gave £z\ at the Rox- 
burghe Sale. The Shepheard’s Calendar was reprinted a fourth and fifth time in 
1591 and 1597. All these Quarto old editions are valuable, but the first very pecu- 
liarly so.” 

“ The Shepherd' s Calendar was hailed with enthusiasm as the advent of a ‘ new 
poet.’ Not only was it a complete work in a form then new to English literature, 
but the execution showed the hand of a master. There had been nothing so finished, 
so sustained, so masterful in grasp, so brilliant in metre and phrase, since Chaucer. 
It was felt at once that the poet for whom the age had been waiting had come.”

In this, the First Issue of the First Edition, lines 4 and 5 of p. 332 (Book 2, 
Canto 10, stanza 24, of modern editions) have blank spaces left for the insertion 
of Welsh and English words, as follows : 

“ How oft that day did fad Brunchtldts fee 

The greene fliield dyde in dolorous vermeil ? 

That not he mote feeme to bee. 

But 

In the Second Issue of this edition (our next number) the last two lines read : 

** That not Seuitk guiridh he mote feeme to bee.

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In the Second Edition (our No. 656) these lines read : 

“ That not Scuith guiridh it mote feeme to bee. 

But rather y Scuith gogh, figne of fad crueltee. ’ * 

These blank spaces are usually cited as tests of the First or Original Issue. They 
were filled up in the Second Issue soon after the publication of the First, and long 
before the Second Edition with its suppressions and changes was published in 1 596. 

In both editions of the First Part (Books 1. — 111.) the text of the poem ends on 
p. 589, the first stanza on p. 588 being identical in each. In the First Edition that 
stanza is followed by Jive others, in which the amorous embracements of Amoret and 
Sir Scudamore are warmly described. In the Second Edition these stanzas were 
suppressed, and three others of a milder character substituted. 

The 10 sonnets on pp. 601-605 are inscribed to the following persons: p. 601, 
to Sir Christopher Hatton and to the Earle of Essex; p. 602, to the Earle of Oxen- 
ford and to the Earle of Northumberland ; p. 603, to the Earle of Ormond and 
OfFory and to the Lo. Ch. Howard; p. 604, to the Lord Grey of Wilton and to 
Sir Walter Raleigh; p. 605, to the Lady Carew and to “all the gratious and beauti- 
full Ladies in the Court.” Page 606 contains “ Faults efcaped in the Print.” 

The four unnumbered leaves at the end contain 1 5 sonnets, as follows : recto of 
Qq, to Sir Christopher Hatton and to Lo. Burleigh; verso of Qq, to the Earle of 
Oxenford and to the Earle of Northumberland; recto of Qq 2, to the Earle of Cum- 
berland and to the Earle of Essex; verso of Qq 2, to the Earle of Ormond and 
OfFory and to the Lo. Ch. Howard ; recto of Qq j, to the Lord of Hunsdon and 
to the Lord Grey of Wilton; verso of Qq 3, to the Lord of Buckhurst and to Sir Fr. 
Walsingham, Knight; recto of [Qqj ] , to Sir Iohn Norris and to Sir Walter Raleigh; 
verso of [Qq 4], to the Countesse of Pembroke. 

Of the sonnets on pp. 601-605, those to the Lady Carew and “To all the 
gratious and beautifull Ladies in the Court” are not included in those given in the 
unnumbered leaves. Of the 15 sonnets on leaves Qq~[Qq 4]> seven are new: 
those to Lo. Burleigh, Earle of Cumberland, Lord of Hunsdon, Lord of Buckhurst, 
Sir Fr. Walsingham, Sir Iohn Norris, and the Countesse of Penbroke. One of these 
is addressed to Sir Francis Walsingham, who died in 1590, so it is possible that the 
leaves containing this sonnet may have been printed before those containing but 10 
sonnets (pp. 601-605). 

We have seen another copy (the Majoribanks copy), in which pp. 601-606, 
[Pp6]-[Pp8], are also followed by the four unnumbered leaves, Qq~~[Qf4]' 

A Second Edition of this volume (our No. 656) was issued in 1596, to 
accompany the First Edition of the Second Part, Books iv.-vi., which was published 
that year. 

The volume here described contains the first three books of The Faerie Qtieene. 
The next three books were published in 15:96 (our No. 657). The first complete 
edition in folio (1609) contains two additional cantos belonging to some later book, 
presumably never completed. 
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The whole poem, as originally planned, was to have contained twelve books of 
twelve cantos each. In his letter to Sir Walter Raleigh (pp. 591-595) Spenser 
describes the poem, the greater part of which was yet to be written, as “ a continued 
Allegory , or darke conceit .” As we now have them, the stories in the several books 
have no definite relation to one another, it being Spenser’s purpose to reserve the cen- 
tral event, which was the occasion of the different adventures of the poem, until they 
had all been related. 

Notwithstanding its monotony and tediousness, “ the patient reader is rewarded 
at every turn by episodes which are informed by a wealth of fancy and of musical dic- 
tion that gives the * Faerie Queene ’ a place among English narrative poems not far 
below the greatest of them — Milton’s ‘ Paradise Lost.’ ‘ The nobility of the Spen- 
cers,’ wrote Gibbon in his Memoirs, * has been illustrated and enriched by the tro- 
phies of Marlborough, but I exhort them to consider the ‘ Fairy Queen * as the most 
precious jewel of their coronet.’ ” 

“Except Milton, and possibly Gray, Spenser was the most learned of English 
poets, and signs of his multifarious reading in the classics and modern French and 
Italian literature abound in his writings. Marot inspired his ‘ Shepheards Calender.’ 
The * Faerie Queene ’ was avowedly written in emulation of Ariosto’s ‘Orlando,’ 
and Sackville’s ‘Induction* to the ‘Mirror for Magistrates’ gave many hints for the 
general outline. Throughout the great work Homer and Theocritus, Virgil and 
Cicero, Petrarch and Tasso, Du Bellay, Chaucer, and many a modern romance writer 
of Western Europe, are laid under repeated contribution. . . . But Spenser’s subtle 
aesthetic sense permitted him to assimilate nothing that did not enhance the pictorial 
beauty of his spacious achievement.” 

“Only one Englishman contrived a wholly successful allegory. Spenser was not 
he. John Bunyan, in the Pilgrim* s Progress , alone among Englishmen possessed 
just that definite measure of imagination which enabled him to convert with absolute 
sureness personifications of virtues and vices into speaking likenesses of men and women 
and places. Bunyan’s great exercise in the allegorical art is rarely disfigured by in- 
consistencies or incoherences. His scenes and persons — Christian and Faithful, The 
House Beautiful and Vanity Fair — while they are perfectly true to analogy, — are 
endowed with intelligible and life-like features. The moral significance is never doubt- 
ful, while the whole picture leaves the impression of a masterpiece of literary fiction.” 

“In all senses the work is great. The scale on which Spenser planned his epic 
allegory has indeed no parallel in ancient or modern literature. All that has reached 
us is but a quarter of the contemplated whole. Yet the Faerie Queene is, in its 
extant shape, as long as Homer’s Iliad and Odyssey combined with Virgil’s Aenetd . 
Even epics of more recent date, whose example Spenser confesses to have emulated, 
fell far behind his work in its liberality of scale. In the unfinished form that it has 
come down to us, Spenser’s epic is more than twice as long as Dante’s La Divtna 
Commedia or Tasso’s Gierusalemme Liberata ,* Ariosto’s Orlando Furioso, with which 
Spenser was thoroughly familiar, was brought to completion in somewhat fewer 
lines. Nor did Spenser’s great successors compete with him in length. Milton’s 
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Paradise Lost , the greatest of all English epics, fills, when joined to its sequel 
Paradise Regained ', less than a third of Spenser’s space. Had the Faerie Queene 
reached a twenty-fourth book, as the poet at the outset thought possible, not all the 
great epics penned in ancient or modern Europe would, when piled one upon the 
other, have reached the gigantic dimensions of the Elizabethan poem.” 

** Of the many beauties and excellences of the poem every generation from the date 
of its appearance has testified through the mouths of its choicest spirits. For Spenser 
has not been the poet of a school of singers, but the poet of all true poets from Dry- 
den and Pope and Byron to Milton, Keats, and Wordsworth.” 
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“ The great success of the first three books of The Faerte Queene induced the 
publisher to apply to Spenser for material for a further volume. This appeared early 
in 1591, entitled Complaints , forming a collection of nine miscellaneous poems. Of 
these Muiopotmos, or The Fate of the Butterfly , swept by a gust of wind into a 
spider’s web, is a delightful exercise of lyrical fancy (admirably criticised by Lowell); 
The Ruines of Time is an elegiac tribute to the Countess of Pembroke, lamenting the 
deaths of Sidney, Leicester, and Warwick; The Tears of the Muses, a lament upon 
the low state of learning in England ; while the vigorous though desponding Mother 
Hubberd*s Tale, perhaps the most direct of Spenser’s writings, contains a poignant 
satire in decasyllabic couplets upon certain aspects of the English court.” 

These poems were printed while their author was in Ireland, but seem from the 
dedication to have been prepared by him for publication. ** ‘ The Teares of the 
Mufes ’ contains in the second stanza on F z recto what is thought to be the earliest 
notice of Shakespeare, * Our pleafant Willy,' as Spenser here calls him, in his twenty- 
eighth year when the poem was published.” 
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“T. M. in his Father Hubbard's Tales, 1604, says, ‘Why I call these Father 
Hubbards Tales is not to haue them called in againe as the Tales of Mother Hubbard ’ 
— whence it may appear that Spenser’s Mother Hubbard, to which this must surely 
be received as an allusion, has not come down to us in its original shape.’ * 

“The Vifions of Bellay” and “The Vifions of Petrarch” at the end of the 
volume here described are unquestionably the very earliest work of Spenser extant. 
They had previously appeared in Van der Noodt’s Theatre for Worldlings (our No. 
650), though not in the form given here, and without proper acknowledgment. 

“The Vifions of Bellay,” there entitled “Sonets,” were in blank verse; they 
here appear changed into the ordinary form of the rhyming sonnet. “ The Vifions 
of Petrarch” originally printed in rhyme, but some of them containing only twelve 
lines, here reappear, but with an additional couplet added to such of them as were 
deficient.

Written in ink on the recto of the third fly-leaf is what appears to be an autograph 
signature of Thomas Moore, the Irish poet. 

This volume was written during Spenser’s residence in Ireland. Not more than 
seven perfect copies are known. 

“In 1594 his Amoretti and Epithalamion went to Ponsonby for publication. The 
sonnets are rather disappointing in their lack of individuality, but the Epithalamion 
(written in alternately rhyming decasyllabics), which crowns the series of Amoretti, 
is perhaps the most splendid hymn of triumphant love in the language.’ * 

“ Certain Amoretti were addressed, though not by name, to the Elizabeth Boyle, 
who, in 1594, became Spenser’s wife; but many of them are either purely ideal or 
not poems of love at all.”

John Stanbridge, a noted schoolmaster, who took an active part in establishing early 
grammar-schools, was the author of several grammatical treatises which passed through 
numerous editions. 

Wynkyn de Worde, a native of Lorraine, accompanied Caxton from Bruges to 
England. He had doubtless been associated with Caxton during the greater part of 
that printer’s career, and on his death in 1491 succeeded to the business. The use 
of Caxton’ s types led Blades to ascribe to him several books which were probably not 
printed until after Caxton’ s death. De Worde attained great distinction not only from 
the number of books which he printed but also because of their typographical excel- 
lence. Of Stanbridge’s treatises Dibdin records no fewer than nineteen editions pub- 
lished by this printer alone.

This work originally appeared in ten papers, or articles, in the pages of the New 
Sporting Magazine, between the months of July, 1831, and September, 1834, after 
which it was published in volume form, bound in pictorial cloth. 

Two of the designs are very fine specimens of Browne’s art as an illustrator. 
“ * The Meet,’ though rather inclined to caricature, has many well-drawn horses 
and dogs, the tiny figures in the distance being cleverly inserted. The other, repre- 
senting Jorrocks riding through the fog with a mailcoach lamp strapped to his back, 
in order to pierce the thick atmosphere, is a delightfully fine piece of etching work.” 

Robert Smith Surtees, the sporting novelist, having qualified as a solicitor, bought 
a partnership in a London firm. The business having been misrepresented he found 
difficulty in recovering the purchase-money. He next took rooms in Lincoln's Inn 
Fields, and began to contribute to the old Sporting Magazine . In 1831, with 
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Rudolph Ackermann, he started the New Sporting Magazine , which he edited until 
1836. Between 1831 and 1834 he developed in its pages the humorous character 
of Mr. John Jorrocks, a sporting grocer. The success of these sketches led Chap- 
man & Hall to undertake a similar scheme, which resulted in Dickens’ Pickwick 
Papers (our No. 321). Surtees’ papers were collected and published in 1838, as 
Jorrocks' s Jaunts (our present number). At Lockhart’s suggestion he tried his 
hand as a novelist, and wrote Handley Cross (our No. 670), in which Jorrocks re- 
appears. The humorous illustrations by Leech in this and some of his later novels, 
" Ask Mamma ” (our No. 671) and Mr, Facey Romford's Hounds (our No. 673), are 
among the most successful of that artist’s productions. At the time of his death Sur- 
tees had just prepared for serial publication his last novel, Mr. Facey Romford' s Hounds 
(our No. 673). Leech himself died before it was fully issued, and the illustrations 
were finished by “ Phiz,” Hablot K. Browne. Surtees had a positive objection to 
seeing his name in print, and his Horseman's Manual ( 1831 ), his first production, is 
the only one of his books in which his name appears on the title-page.

The work, though written throughout by Surtees, was practically posthumous, as the 
author died immediately after the publication of the first number. Curiously enough. 
Leech also died before the work had made much progress, and the task of designing

A 
predominant quality of Swift's satire is shewn in the precise 6° businefs-like air with 
which he carries on an Argument that is absolutely baselefs . The gravity and minute - 
nefs not only add to the humour , but give a wonderful air of plausibility to the state- 
ments themselves , &* then there is a remarkable intensity about him." 

(i This volume was completed by Swift as early as 1697, but not published till 7 
years after. F. L." 

Three editions appeared in 1704, the Fourth in 1705, and the Fifth in 1710. 
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This is Swift’s first great satire. It was drafted in 1695, and nearly finished about 
a year later. Though published anonymously, its authorship was soon guessed by 
the wits, among whom Swift’s position was henceforth assured. 

<< In the tale, to the alarm of most of those of his contemporaries who could under- 
stand him. Swift discussed the growing pretensions of science, the impotence of 
human reason, the immeasurable follies of mankind with an almost apathetic disregard 
for the decencies or conventionalities of his age and country. Irreverent as it was, 
the satire was an unmistakable defence of the Church of England, against the oppo- 
nents of which, whether Papists, Nonconformists, or Free-thinkers, the author poured 
forth an inextinguishable torrent of hatred and abuse.” 

The Battle of the Books , which forms a part of this volume, was written in 1697. 
In it Swift supports the side taken by his patron, Sir William Temple, in the Letters 
of Phalaris controversy, in which he first shows to the world his amusing gift of alle- 
gorical irony. 

Jonathan Swift, the greatest satirist of his own or perhaps of any age, was born in 
Dublin, November 30, 1667. His early dependence upon an unfeeling uncle did 
much to encourage in him that bitterness which he afterward displayed toward all 
mankind. He was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he failed to distin- 
guish himself as a student. On leaving the university he entered the family of Sir 
William Temple, at Moor Park in Surrey, as his private secretary. Swift’s abilities 
were soon recognized and he was intrusted with important missions. He took his 
M.A. degree at Oxford in 1692, and two years later, not meeting with the advance- 
ment he desired, left Temple’s employment and returned to Ireland, where he was 
ordained. He was soon induced to return to Moor Park, where he remained until 
Temple’s death, in 1699, a ^ ter which he prepared Temple’s memoirs and corre- 
spondence for publication. To his service with Temple, who was frequently visited 
by William III. and consulted on public affairs, Swift owed his subsequent distinction 
as a politician and the foundation of his literary renown, which was laid at that time. 

His first prose composition was The Battle of the Books (here described), a 
satirical contribution to the Phalaris controversy which had been raised by Perrault 
respecting the comparative merits of the ancients and moderns. In 1700 he was 
appointed to the rectory of Agher, in Meath, with the united vicarages of Laracor 
and Rathbeggan. In 1704 appeared his Tale of a Tub (here described), a “ crusade 
against bad writing and bad writers, which Swift carried on more or less for the 
whole of his middle and later years.” In 1701-1704 he again visited England, 
where he counted Pope, Addison, and Steele among his friends. In 1709 Baucis 
and Philemon (our next number) was published. This, his best poem, he frankly 
tells us owes much to the corrections of Addison. In 1710 he was living in London, 
actively engaged as a writer of ministerial pamphlets, all of which were published 
anonymously. At the same time he was also writing his Journal to Stella , “that 
unique exemplar of a giant’s playfulness,” which, though written for the private 
pleasure of one person, has ever since had an irresistible attraction for the many.

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In 1713 Swift was appointed Dean of St. Patrick’s, Dublin, where he went in 
June of that year, but was soon recalled to England to reconcile the difficulties between 
Oxford and Bolingbroke. Notwithstanding his political activities he found time to 
enter into the literary life of the day and to form numerous lasting friendships. Many 
of his best poems belong to this period. After the dismissal of Oxford and the death 
of Queen Anne (1714) he returned to Ireland, where he spent the next twelve years. 

Before the appearance of The Tale of a Tub ( 1 704 ) Swift had invited two ladies 
to Laracor — Esther Johnson, whom he has immortalized as “ Stella,” and Mrs. 
Dingley, her chaperone. When he was in Dublin they resided near him, and during 
his absence in London superintended his household. At the height of his political in- 
fluence he had become acquainted with Esther Vanhomrigh (“ Vanessa”), who in- 
sensibly became enamoured of him, but without reciprocation on his part. As a 
friend he must have preferred Stella to Vanessa. On the death of Vanessa’s mother, 
in 1714, she followed him to Dublin. Unable to marry Stella without destroying 
Vanessa, or to openly welcome Vanessa without destroying Stella, he found himself 
involved in a most miserable embarrassment. For a time he temporized, but at length, 
in 1716, consented to a private marriage with Stella, insisting, out of tenderness for 
Vanessa, that their union should be kept a strict secret. This secrecy compelled the 
unfortunate Stella to bear the unmerited opprobrium of passing as his mistress. Swift 
in the meantime endeavored to soothe Miss Vanhomrigh by addressing to her Cadenus 
[ Decanus~\ and Vanessa (our No. 677), a history of their attachment and the best 
example of his serious poetry. In 1717 she retired from Dublin to Marley Abbey, 
where after three years of separation Swift began to pay her regular visits. In 1723, 
worn out with his evasions, she wrote to Stella, who replied avowing her marriage. 
Vanessa died within a few weeks, leaving the poem and correspondence for publica- 
tion. Stella followed her to the grave five years after without any public recognition 
of her marriage. 

In 1724 Swift attained great popularity by the publication of the Dr after Letters , 
in which he attacked William Wood’s grant to coin halfpence in Ireland. Scarcely had 
the excitement following their publication passed away, when in 1726 appeared 
Gulliver's Travels (our No. 678), infinitely the most famous and popular of all his 
works. (( Gulliver' s Travels (omitting certain passages),” says Leslie Stephen, “is 
almost the most delightful children’s book ever written. . . . The charm of Gulliver 
for the young depends upon an obvious quality, which is indicated in Swift’s report of 
the criticism by an Irish bishop, who said that € the book was full of improbable lies, 
and for his part he hardly believed a word of it.’ ” 

Swift’s subsequent writings scarcely merit mention. In 1738 he began to show a 
failure of his faculties, and in 1742 it became necessary to have guardians appointed to 
care for his person and estate. He gradually grew worse, and after three years spent 
in a state of speechless torpor died October 19, 1745, and was buried by Stella’s side 
in his own cathedral. So passed away Swift, preeminently the British satirist of his 
age; a master of humor, irony, and invective without a superior.

Although “Vanessa” (Hester Vanhomrigh) died in 1723, the present poem 
did not appear until 1726, when it was published by four or more different booksellers. 
Jackson assigns the edition here described the first place. It contains some variations 
from the others, notably the addition on p. 35 of the ten lines beginning “But what 
Succefs Vaneffa met.” Another edition claiming to be printed “ From the Original 
Copy” was printed at Dublin “in the Year 2726” [j/V] • Still another edition, 
“Printed for T. Warner, in Paternoster Row, mdccxxvi.”, is described in The An- 
tiquarian Magazine for January, 1885. 

“The Fourth Edition” (also 1726), “for N. Blandford, and fold byj. Pcele,” has 
added, “ A True and Faithful Inventory.” The Fifth and Sixth Editions also appeared 
the same year, and Jackson records a Seventh published at “Edinburgh, 1726 
(Allan Ramsay) , paged 83-114.” 

“On October 20th, 1710, Swift first mentions in his journal-letter to Stella the 
name of Mrs. Vanhomrigh as that of his hostess. Esther Vanhomrigh ( “ Vanessa”), 
the daughter, became Swift’s devoted slave. Swift flattered this clever and impres- 
sionable girl by playing at being her tutor. She startled him after a time by confessing 
that love had taken the place of admiration in her heart. Swift tried to convince her 
of the impropriety of a romantic passion and to indicate a more rational kind of 
intimacy in his remarkable poem of Cadenus [i.c., Decanus] and Vanessa , begun in 
1712 and finished in 1713. Poor Hessy’s infatuation was not amenable to such 
treatment. She followed Swift to Ireland, and he was reduced to expedients for 
temporising with her and mollifying Stella. In 1723 Vanessa is said to have written 
to Stella or to Swift (there are discrepancies between the versions of Sheridan and 
Lord Orrery, neither of whom is distinguished by minute accuracy), asking whether 
the report that they were married was true. Swift rode down to Vanessa’s retreat 
at Colbridge, threw down her letter in a great rage, and left without speaking a 
word. Vanessa died shortly afterwards, having revoked a will in Swift’s favour. 
Swift hid himself for two months in the South of Ireland. Stella also was shocked, 
but when some one remarked that the deceased must have been a remarkable woman 
to inspire such a poem as Cadenus and Vanessa , observed that there was nothing sur- 
prising about it, for the Dean., as all the world knew, could write finely upon a 
broomstick.”

Four editions of Gulliver’s Travels were published in 1 7 26, of which this is the First. 

In the First Edition (1726; Jackson “Edition A”), that here described, the 
second volume has not the words “ Vol. II. ” on the title-page. The portrait is in 
its First State, with inscription in a compartment below the portrait : | Captain 
Lemuel Gulliver , of | RedrifF A£tat. fuae 58. | ; but none around the oval. Each 
part has its own series of signature-marks, and is separately paged. Part III. ending 
on p. 155. 

In another edition of the same date (Jackson “ Edition AA”) the words “Vol. II. 
Part III . 99 and the word “ Glubbdubdribb 99 ( not “ Glubbdubdrib ” ) appear on the 
title-page of the second volume. Each part has also a distinct series of signature- 
marks and is separately paged, but Part III. ends on p. 154. The portrait is in 
its Second State, with inscription around the oval : | CAPTAIN LEMUEL GUL- 
LIVER OF REDRIFF.

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Vol. 2 is the same as in the preceding edition (“ AA ” ), but each volume has only 
one set of signature-marks and one pagination. In most copies of this edition Vol. 2 is 
called the “ Second Edition.” True copies of this volume are extremely scarce. Of 
this edition there are copies in the British Museum (Vol. 1 only), Forster Collection, 
University Library (Cambridge), Trinity College (Dublin), and Hoe Libraries. 

Further differences in these editions (“A,” “ AA,” and “ B ” ) will be found 
in the Hoe Catalogue , where full collations arc given ; though what is here described 
as the First Edition is there considered to be “ Presumably the second edition.” 
Inserted at the end of Vol. 2 of Mr. Hoe's copy of “AA” is a leaf, verso blank, 
containing a Key, dated “Jan. Feb. March. 1743.” 

In 1727 there appeared a spurious volume purporting to be a continuation of the 
Travels , divided into two parts, “ A Second Voyage to Brobdingnag,” and “ A 
Voyage to Sevarambia, See." With a view to deceiving the readers of the genuine 
edition, it was cleverly printed to imitate it, and is entitled | TRAVELS | into 
several | Remote Nations | of the | WORLD. | % Capt. Lemuel Gulliver. | 
Vol. III. | [2 lines in Latin] | LONDON : Printed in the Year M.DCC.XXVII. | . 
“This is an impudent forgery. It consists chiefly of a translation of the ‘ Histoire 
des Sevarambes/ by Denys Vairasse d'Alais, published, 1677-1679.” Of this 
volume there are copies in the British Museum, Dyce Collection, Forster Collection 
(the Mitford copy, with his manuscript notes), and Hoe Libraries. 

Gulliver's Travels , as appears by Motte's advertisement in The Daily Journal of 
October 28, 1726, was published on th*/ day, a “few” copies being “printed on 
a Royal Paper.” The whole impression was sold within a week and was univer- 
sally read from the cabinet-council to the nursery. It was reprinted serially in 
Parker's Penny Post from November 28, 1726, to November 3, 172 7. In order 
to avoid responsibility for passages which might give offence, Motte before publishing 
Swift's manuscript made such alterations in it that Swift says, “The style is debased, 
the humour quite lost, and the matter insipid.” Slight corrections were made in the 
second edition published in 1727, more important ones in the Dublin edition of 
1735; but the alterations, substitutions, and additions made by Ford from Swift’s 
own list appear in full and in their proper order for the first time in Temple Scott’s 
edition of The Prose Works of Swift, Vol. 8 (Bohn's Libraries, 1889). 

An anonymous translation in French appeared at The Hague early in 1727? ar »d 
soon after at Paris, another by the Abbe des Fontaines. A Dutch translation in three 
volumes was published at The Hague the same year. 

“ * Gulliver ' is among the most original of works of fiction, as well as one of the 
most witty of satires. No other writer has succeeded in giving such verisimilitude to 
an altogether impossible narrative. In the ‘Voyage to Lilliput ' and the ‘ Voyage to 
Brobdingnag ' especially, if we once accept the scale on which the countries and their 
inhabitants are drawn [viz. 1 to 1 2, and 1 2 to 1 ], there is nothing in what follows 
to throw any strain upon our credulity. . . . The first two voyages at least may be 
read with delight, even by those who know nothing of the persons and events which 
are held up to ridicule.”

This copy is complete, and consists of eleven numbers, printed on variously tinted 
papers. Several numbers (Slater says all copies) are headed with the words “ Second 
Edition,” “ Third Edition,” etc., at the top of the first page, but Nos. 3, 6, 7, 8, 
and 9 are not so marked in the copy here described. 

Mr. Robert Bowes in The Athenceum for June 11, 1887 (p. 766), states that 
there is a set of the eleven numbers without any designation of edition, and therefore 
the First, in the Cambridge Free Library. He further says that a comparison of the 
different editions of the same number show that they are printed from the same settings 
of type, with the exception of the Fourth Edition of No. 6, which “must have been 
entirely reset.” Slater having never seen any of the First editions is therefore in 
error in concluding that there were none. 

The Snob was a little weekly undergraduate paper, which made its first appearance 
April 9, 1829, and ran through eleven numbers, the last appearing June 1 8th. 
Among Thackeray’s known contributions to this periodical is a parody of Tennyson’s 
prize poem entitled “ Timbuctoo,” which probably represents Thackeray’s first 
appearance in print, when he was only eighteen years of age. He is believed to have 
been responsible for a considerable portion of the contents of the publication, though 
it is not possible to say with certainty which contributions were from his pen. Several 
epigrammatic verses and some letters full of misspellings and malapropisms, from 
“ Dorothea Julia Ramsbottom,” are almost unmistakably his. 


William Makepeace Thackeray was born at Calcutta, July 18, 1811, and was 
sent to England in 1817 in a ship which touched at St. Helena. Five years later he 
entered Charterhouse School, London, remaining there until 1828. In February 
of the next year he was entered at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he remained 
until the end of the Easter term in 1830, leaving without a degree. After a year 
spent in travel, during which he met Goethe at Weimar, he entered the Middle 
Temple in November, 1831, with the intention of studying law, but soon gave up 
law for journalism, in which he was actively engaged for the next few years, con- 
tributing to several London journals. 

An unfortunate connection with two newspapers. The National Standard and The 
Constitutional , in which he was successively a partner from 1833 to 1837, together 
with unlucky investments and the failure of an India bank, caused his financial ruin.

Thrown upon his own resources, he studied art and contributed articles to several 
magazines. From 1832 to 1837 he wrote principally for Fraser's Magazine . In 
1836 appeared his first publication, Flore et Zephyr (our No. 682), a collection of 
nine satirical drawings. In 1842 he was associated with Punch , for which he was 
prose writer, poet, and draughtsman as occasion required until 1854* During his 
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connection with this periodical he was regarded as the most important rival of the 
witty and brilliant Douglas Jerrold. In i860 he became editor of the Cornbill 
Magazine , and though he resigned that position with the April number in 1862, he 
continued to contribute to its columns up to the time of his death, on Christmas Eve, 
1863, his uncompleted story. Dents Duval, appearing posthumously in it. 

The public was slow to appreciate the merits of Thackeray’s literary productions. 
He had been writing for many years before his work received the stamp of decided 
approval given to it in 1848, when, at thirty-seven years of age, he wrote Vanity Fair. 
From that time to the close of his life his popularity continued to increase, and it 
may with safety be said that his writings are more highly esteemed to-day than they 
were at the time of his death. 

A master of style, a cultured gentleman, artistic by temperament and training, 
beloved by his friends, endowed with profound insight into human nature, he possessed 
many of the elements capable of striking responsive chords in his fellow men. It was 
these traits of his character which caused his writings to abound in those touches of 
nature which make the whole world kin. 

Collections. It is not surprising that it has been one of the favorite pursuits 
of Thackeray’s admirers to collect early editions of his writings. Among such collec- 
tions worthy of note, in New York are those of F. R. Halsey, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Harry B. Smith, and P. A. Valentine; in Philadelphia, those of the Drexel Institute 
and Major William H. Lambert, the latter of which is believed to be the most com- 
plete in the world ; while in Cleveland, Frederick S. Dickson has a fine collection. 

Authorities. Thackeray’s works in book form were largely made up of papers 
gathered from his numerous contributions to periodicals. The first of these appeared 
in this country as early as 1838, where a few of his other early productions were also 
published for the first time in book form. Several bibliographies of Thackeray have 
already appeared, but the definitive bibliography has yet to appear. Richard H. 
Shepherd in 1880 brought out his Bibliography, which records 139 items from 
Thackeray’s pen and 34 relating to him. In it is included a record not only of such 
works as had appeared in book form, but also of many of the articles in Fraser' s 
Magazine, Punch, and the Cornhill Magazine that had not at that time appeared in 
any of the editions of Thackeray’s collected works. Five years later, in 1 885, Charles 
Plumptre Johnson published his Hints to Collectors of Original Editions of Thackeray . 
He records 31 titles with collations and notes, giving variations to be found in different 
editions and issues. In 1888 the same author, in his Early Writings of Thackeray, 
gives an interesting account, with extracts, of Thackeray’s contributions to The 
Snob and The Gownsman , of his unfortunate connection with The National Standard 
and The Constitutional, of his contributions to Fraser' s Magazine , and of the early 
American editions of his works. J, H. Slater in his Early Editions of Some Popular 
Modern Authors (1894) gives 40 titles (pp. 314 - 334 ) arranged in chronological 
order, closing his list with Etchings published in 1878. 

At the end of Vol. 2 of Lewis Melville’s Life of Thackeray ( 1899) will be found 
a bibliography of Thackeray’s writings. This is divided into four parts : books sepa- 
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rately published ; contributions to periodicals ; miscellanea ; and volumes of biographi- 
cal information. The second of these parts is the one most carefully worked out. In the 
Bibliography by W. J. Williams appended to the Biographical Edition of Thackeray’s 
Works the titles are arranged in the order in which they first made their appearance 
in book form. Full tables of contents of volumes containing miscellaneous papers are 
given, with references to the periodicals in which each of the several parts first appeared. 
The latest and most carefully prepared of Thackeray bibliographies is that of Frederick 
S. Dickson, appended to General James Grant Wilson’s Thackeray in the United 
States . Unfortunately it deals only with such works as have appeared in this 
country, either in periodicals or in book form. It contains a long list of Thack- 
erayana, and does for the periodicals of the United States what Melville and Williams 
have done for those of England. We are informed that the compiler of this valuable 
bibliography has in manuscript a complete bibliography of Thackeray. 

Of the various editions of Thackeray’s Works , that published by the Macmillan 
Company, 1904, etc., with notes by Melville, is the most nearly complete of any which 
has yet appeared, the notes containing much valuable bibliographical information.

It seems more than probable that he was its actual editor and did a large part of the 
writing for it. Trollope has suggested that he wrote the dedication: 

“ To all Proctors, 

Both past, present, and future, . . 

Whose taste it is our privilege to follow, 

Whose virtues it is our duty to imitate, 

And who.se presence it is our interest to avoid.” 
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“It is stated/* says Johnson, “on the authority of Mr. Edward Fitzgerald, who 
was a great friend of Thackeray’s, that his contributions to The Gownsman were signed

The plates, being unnumbered, seem to have been differently placed when bound. 
Of three copies which we have examined side by side no two agree in their arrange- 
ment and none follow the order given by Shepherd or Williams. These also varied 
in size, the wrappers measuring 14% x ioy 2 , j 2tfe x 9%, and 11% x inches re- 
spectively. The first of these, the copy here described, seems to have the wrappers 
of the size in which they were originally printed. The lithographic impressions of the 
plates vary in size, being from 6y 2 to 8 inches long and from 5^ to inches wide. 
Seven of these are mounted within printed panels, below which appear the inscriptions. 

We have also seen two impressions of the title-page which differ from the one here 
described: (/?) a copy which appears to be a proof before any letters, printed on plate 
paper 1 5% x 1 iy a inches; (b) a copy identically the same as our reproduction but 
printed on what is said to be India paper and mounted on a blank wrapper. 

This work was reprinted in the Biographical Edition. It deservedly takes a high 
rank among Thackeray’s artistic works.

in The Autographic Mirror , vol. ii. ( 1865)”; an ^ fac-simile reprint was issued 
in 1898 by Mr. W. T. Spencer, 27, New Oxford Street, London.” It was also 
reprinted, with the illustrations, in the Bookman , New York, Vol. 8 (December, 
1898), pp. 342-346, with an introductory note by Luther S. Livingston. 

King Glumpus and The Exquisites are among the most recently discovered of 
Thackeray’s works. Copies of both these works are in the library of Major William 
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H. Lambert of Philadelphia. There is an article on the authorship of these two 
pieces by Luther S. Livingston, containing a letter by Frederick S. Dickson, in the 
Bookman , Vol. 8 (February, 1899), PP* 567 — 569. 

In the Athenaum for February 23, 1907 (p. 225), is a long communication by 
W. Roberts on the two booklets King Glumpus and The Exquisites, It is there 
stated that “ there is no secret about the identity of the illustrator, W. M. Thackeray/ 1 
but the claim is made that the text of both was written by John Barrow, who died 
at Chipping Norton, December 9, 1898. This claim is based upon a statement 
made by Mrs. Ellicott, widow of the Bishop of Gloucester and a relative of Thackeray, 
her father. Admiral Becher, being an intimate friend of Barrow. She “recalls his 
gift to her family of copies of the two booklets* * (which are inherited). “Mrs. 
Ellicott tells me,’* says Roberts, “that Barrow*s authorship of the two booklets was 
a perfectly well-known ‘ secret * to her father and herself, and that the question 
of authorship was never at any time in doubt among the members of her family. 
Mrs. Ellicott also remembers Thackeray well, and possesses a number of most inter- 
esting letters from him. . . . 

“ There is more literary merit in < King Glumpus ’ than in * The Exquisites * ; 
but one does not usually look for much literary merit in either an * interlude ’ or a 
f farce * written for the private gratification and amusement of a small circle of inti- 
mates. Both were printed expressly for private circulation. . . 

“Only one copy of * King Glumpus’ has so far appeared in the saleroom, and 
this realized 101 /. at Messrs. Hodgson’s on August 1st, 1906. This was an exceed- 
ingly interesting presentation copy, and an inscription on the first fly-leaf bears out 
the theory that Thackeray was not the author, inasmuch as nothing is said in the 
sale catalogue which claims Thackeray to have written the inscription, which runs 
thus : * Miss Emily Parker from her never-to-be-sufficiently-admired friend The 

Author.* If this handwriting were in the well-known autograph of Thackeray, that 
fact would have been stated. The auctioneers, however, reached one conclusion 
of interest, namely, that ‘a comparison of the title-page of the above with the title- 
page of “The Exquisites” reveals a marked similarity, which certainly points to 
the fact that they were issued from the same press.* ’*

These papers first appeared in Fraser's Magazine (Vols. 1 6 — 1 8 ), in November, 
1837, and from January to July, 1838. They were first published in book form, 
with other papers, in England, in Comic Tales and Sketches , Vol. 1, 1841 (our 
No. 693 ). It is almost needless to say that the papers were carefully revised before 
their republication in this later volume.

This is one of the rare copies containing eighteen illustrations by Thackeray ; there 
are usually but ten. 

Damascus and Palmyra was reviewed by The Athenceum for February 1 7 and 24, 
1838 (pp. 1 1 9 - 1 2 1 , 142, 143 ), but no reference is made to the illustrations. 

During 1838 Thackeray was engaged both as a writer and as an illustrator. It 
was during this year that he illustrated Douglas Jerrold’s Men of Character. Two 
years later, in 1840, he was employed as a writer and artist by the Anti-Corn Law 
agitators; his drawings while in their service being reproduced in Sir Henry Cole’s 
Fifty Tears of Public Work. 

The earliest notice of Thackeray’s work yet discovered is in a review of Douglas 
Jerrold’s Men of Character in the Athenasum for February 24, 1838 (pp. 138, 139). 
The critic concludes as follows : 

“ According to the prevailing fashion the work is illustrated by etchings after 
Cruikshank, which are only remarkable for the badness of the drawing, and the total 
absence of humour. They will not serve, we fear, to place the artist among the ‘ men 
of character.’ ”

In this 
edition the publishers seem to have had an insufficient number of sets of plates to prop- 
erly illustrate their edition, and to have contented themselves with using only six in 
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each copy, making it necessary for the collector to get two or perhaps more copies 
if he wishes to obtain all the illustrations.

This work is a collection of papers which had originally appeared in Fraser 9 s 
Magazine, the New Monthly Magazine, Bentley 9 s Miscellany, and the Comic Almanack 
for 1839. The Fatal Boots as originally published in the Comic Almanack for 1839 
(our No. 686) was illustrated by Cruikshank. 

Nos. 1 to 5 inclusive of the Yellowplush Papers were first reprinted from Fraser 9 s 
Magazine in The Yellowplush Correspondence, Philadelphia, 1838 (our No. 684); 
but “ Fashnable Fax and Polite Annygoats,** which was the first number in that 
volume, was here omitted, and two new articles added, viz., “ Mr. Yellowplush* s 
Ajew 99 and “ Epistles to the Literati.** 

“ This book, like most of Thackeray’s early works, did not sell well at first, but 
after he had made his name as the author of ‘ Vanity Fair,* the stock was looked up, 
and a new title-page printed, which refers to the writer as the author of c Vanity 
Fair,* &c., and bears no date. Care must therefore be taken to see that the title 
corresponds exactly with that set out above.**

« The plates are not referred to in the work, and were evidently added after it 
was written. This little work seems, from the newspaper notices of the period, to 
have been well received by the press, but we learn, from the prefatory note in No. 
73 of ‘The Cornhill ’ (where the pamphlet was reprinted ‘from the original MS.,’ 
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but with numerous errors), that it was not a success. The British Museum copy is 
much cut down, but has the cover. 

** This is a case where it is of importance to have the cover, as the illustration on 
it was certainly by Thackeray, and has not been reprinted. It is interesting to com- 
pare this sketch of Napoleon with that, also by Thackeray, at p. 43 of Vol. II. of 
the c Comic Tales and Sketches,’ published the same year, and very soon after this.” 

The Chronicle of the Drum , the original MS. of which is in the present collection 
(our No. 690), was reprinted for the first time, with a prefatory note, from the 
original manuscript in the Cornhill Magazine (Vol. 13) for January, 1866.

In June, 1842, Thackeray visited Ireland, where he made a sort of grand tour, in 
the course of which he met Charles Lever. The Irish Sketch-book , the first of 
Thackeray’s works brought out by Chapman & Hall, was the result of that visit. 
Like most of his writings, at that time it was signed with his familiar pseudonym, 
“ Michael Angelo Titmarsh” ; but the dedication to Charles Lever, dated “ London, 
April 27, 1843,” was signed with his real name: “Laying aside for a moment the 
travelling-title of Mr. Titmarsh, let me . . . subscribe myself, my dear Lever, most 
sincerely and gratefully yours, W. M. Thackeray.” 

The first American edition, New York, J. Winchester, with 41 woodcuts, though 
undated, really appeared the next year (1844) .

“Three editions of this book were published in pink boards, crown 4to, 1847, 
but the first can be told by reason of the fact that it is the only one which contains 
no letterpress under the plate facing the title. . . . There are or should be 22 full-page 
illustrations by the author (including title-page and front). This is one of the well- 
known ‘ Christmas Books.’ ” 
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This Christmas Book of Thackeray’s was first sketched at Malta, in 1844, when 
he was there in quarantine. It was published the same year as his novel Vanity Fair , 
and was favorably received. 

Melville in speaking of it says : “ Like its annual successors. Our Street, Dr . 
Birch and his Young Friends , The Kickleburys on the Rhine, it . . . was such a 
success that Thackeray determined to take advantage of its popularity by issuing in 
book-form, through Messrs. Bradbury & Evans, the Snob Papers and The Great 
Hoggarty Diamond . In both these volumes his own name was printed on the title- 
page ; but he had still a sneaking fondness for his favorite pseudonym, and all his 
Christmas Books, including The Rose and the Ring, bore the superscription of M. A . 
Tit marsh”

It was first printed in Punch (Vols. 10-12), from 1846 to 1847, as a serial, 
with illustrations by the author, under the title “ The Snobs of England. By one of 
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Themselves. With illustrations.’ * When reprinted in book form, seven chapters 
(xvii. to xxiii., inclusive), chiefly political, were omitted. Thackeray, in a note, 
gave his reason for their omission, as follows: “ On re-perusing these papers, I have 
found them so stupid, so personal, so snobbish, in a word, that I have withdrawn 
them from this collection.’ * These suppressed chapters were reprinted in a supple- 
mentary volume of his collected works (Vol. 26, 1886). 

The Snob Papers are written in admirable style, and with a freshness and vigor of 
portraiture that may be said to have made Thackeray famous. The work was re- 
issued in Thackeray’s Miscellaneous Writings (Vol. 1 ) and also separately in yellow 
wrappers in 1855.

The title on the wrappers differs from that on the title-page. The pictorial title- 
page was not repeated in the work as afterward published in cloth. This copy is 
of the earliest issue, and contains two title-pages, one engraved, both with the date 
1848, and the illustrated advertisement of The Great Hoggarty Diamond, which, 
however, did not appear until 1849. It has the short title Vanity Fair on p. 
[1] in small rustic open-letter type, and on p. 336 is a woodcut of the Marquis 
of Steyne. These features appear in no other early issue or edition, the woodcut 
being suppressed and the type moved up from there to the end of the chapter 
(pp. 336-340) to fill the vacancy so caused. 

The wrappers in this copy all have the numbers printed at the upper left-hand 
corner, “I.]”, “II.]”, etc., except XIV., XV., XVII., XVIII., and XIX. &

The cover reproduced in Melville’s Life of 
Thackeray is one of these and is not a first issue. The advertisements on pp. 2, 3, 
and 4 of the wrappers and on the inserted sheets and slips in the copy here described, 
with a very few exceptions agree with the list of those given in The Boston Evening 
Transcript (September 2, 1908, p. 19) as belonging to the first issues. 

This novel was published the same year ( 1848) , by Harper & Brothers, in New 
York, in two parts, in green wrappers, with vignette and facsimile of signature on 
the wrapper, and with engraved title-page and 3 2 plates. 

The history of Vanity Fair was almost identical with that of Dickens* Pickwick 
Papers: the earlier numbers failed to attract attention, and the advisability of stop- 
ping its publication was seriously considered ; but fortunately, later in the year, 
the sales increased with great rapidity, and the success of the venture was assured. 
There has been much speculation as to what caused this change. In January, 
1848, when more than half the book had already been issued, a favorable notice 
appeared in the Edinburgh Review . “ Vanity Fair , 1 ’ predicted the reviewer, “is 
as sure of immortality as ninety-nine hundredths of modern novels are sure of 
annihilation,” Its increased popularity has been thought by some to have been due to 
this notice in the Edinburgh Revtew,hy others to Charlotte Bronte’s eulogistic dedica- 
tion of Jane Eyre to Thackeray, and by still others to the success of the first Christmas 
Book ; but it is more likely that it was due to a combination of these favorable events. 

“It is curious,” observes Mr. Dickson in a private communication, “how 
much notice has been taken of the omission of the woodcut of the Marquis of Steyne 
from the second edition of Vanity Fair. Mr. Layard reprinted it in his article on 
c Suppressed Plates’ in the Pall Mall Magazine for July, 1 899, and later in the book 
he made on the subject. Mr. Melville gives it in his Life of Thackeray in 1899, 
while the Bookman , London, February, 1903, prints it again, and yet almost any 
illustrated edition of Vanity Fair contains this cut save only the second edition of 
1848 and that of 1849. It is in the first Library edition of the Works, 1867, 1869, 
the de luxe edition of 1878, and the Standard edition of 1883. On the other hand, 
three of Thackeray’s drawings and two full pages of text which appeared on pages 
44, 45 of the first and second editions of 1848 and also in the issue of 1849, have 
been dropped entirely since then and have been printed in no other editions to date. 
Even the Kensington edition, which claims to be printed from the first edition of all 
the works, omits this matter, and, as far as I know, no one has called attention to 
this suppression. As this matter was retained during Thackeray’s lifetime, I for one 
would like to know who had the hardihood to suppress these drawings and these 
passages after he was dead.”

This work originally appeared in Fraser's Magazine (Vol. 24), from September 
to December, 1841, under the title The History of Samuel Titmarsh and the Great 
Hoggarty Diamond. Edited and Illustrated by Sam's Cousin , Michael Angelo . 

“The complete work contains two title-pages, the first illustrated and the second 
plain; a half-title precedes both, with full-page plate, ‘The Rosolio,’ to face. Unless 
a copy exactly answers this description it is not complete.* ’ 

The work was first published in book form in New York by Harper Sc Brothers, 
no date, but really 1848, it being No. 122 of Harper's Library of Select Novels. 
This volume follows the original as it appeared in Fraser's . Dickson was able to 
locate but one copy of the New York edition, that in the Boston Athenaeum Library. 
The first London edition, here described, was published February, 1 849, in pictorial 
boards, with numerous illustrations by the author. 

“Care should be taken,’ * says Johnson, “to see that both title-pages are present. 
The cover should be preserved, as it has an illustration on it, not repeated in the 
book. There are also, at the end, some interesting press notices of ‘Vanity Fair’ and 
of the early numbers of ‘ Pendennis/ which should be preserved.” 

“The excellencies of this story were quite overlooked by the general reading 
public. . . . There were, however, a few critics who were less blind than the 
public, and amongst these was John Stirling, who wrote to his mother : . . . ‘ I got 
hold of the two first numbers of The Hoggarty Diamond , and read them with extreme 
delight. What is there better in Fielding or Goldsmith ? The man is a true genius, 
and . . . might produce masterpieces which would last as long as any we have, and 
delight millions of unborn readers.’ ”

In this work appeared for the first time Thackeray's ballad “The Three Sailors" 
(pp. 340-342). An interesting account of the occasion upon which it was written 
and recited by its author accompanies it as an appropriate setting. The occasion was 
a holiday dining-party, in which Thackeray, who at the time happened to be in Rome 
on his return from his journey from Cornhill to Grand Cairo, was voted into the 
chair. After a considerable portion of the evening had been consumed in long-winded 
speeches, came “a call for a song from the chair, amid a vociferous shout of ‘ Viva 
Titmarsh ! ’ and a deafening clatter of dessert furniture. Our great friend assured us 
he was unable to sing, but would endeavour to make amends by getting up a recita- 
tion, if some one in the mean time would make a beginning. Whilst a few, there- 
fore, on the right of the chair, were tantalizing the company by a tortured version of 
one of Calcott's glees, the F. C., busy with his tablets under the table, produced the 
following affecting narrative, of which he soon after delivered himself in a fittingly 
lugubrious tone of voice. ... It is needless to say that the recital of M. A. Titmarsh 
was received with all the applause it merited." 

In some copies the plate “The Author’s Entry into Alexandria” has a single- 
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rule border but no title. There being no directions to the binder for the plates, they 
appear to have been placed without much regard to order in different copies. 

The ballad was reprinted in the North British Review , Vol. 40 (February, 1864), 
p. 254, as “ Little Billee/* by which title it is now best known.

This work was originally issued in parts. After the appearance of the eleventh 
number (dated September, 1849) the publication was suspended during three months 
on account of the illness of the writer. The twelfth number, therefore, bears the 
date of January, 1850. On its completion it was issued in two volumes in cloth. 
The illustration of the pictorial title-page when repeated on the inside varies con- 
siderably from that on the wrappers. The preface is dated “ Kensington, Nov. 
26th, 1850. ” 

Pendennts was published in New York by Harper & Brothers, in eight parts, from 
1849 to 1850, with 1 13 woodcuts and the vignettes on the wrappers. “The title- 
pages furnished with parts iv. and via./’ says Dickson, “are dated 1850. None of 
the parts are dated and all of the records of Harper & Brothers were destroyed by 
fire in 1853. ' Littell’s Living Age/ under date of October 27, 1849, acknowl- 

edges the receipt of parts i. and ii. This edition contains all the woodcuts of the first 
London edition, but none of the plates. Vol. i., as made up from the parts, con- 
tained thirty-nine chapters, but when Mr. Thackeray revised his work for publication 
in book form, he cut out a portion of chapter xvi., and a still larger portion of chapter 
xvii., and consolidated the two into one, leaving but thirty-eight chapters in all, and 
sacrificing at the same time two illustrations. The New York edition of 1850 con- 
tains all these suppressed paragraphs and the two illustrations, which are, however, 
omitted from all later editions published in either England or America. The missing 
sketches are on pages 157 and 158 of the New York edition, and on pages 149 and 
150 of the London edition/*

The Times* review was 
absurd in the highest degree, and Thackeray’s reply to it was written in so scathing 
and severe a tone, though in so intensely amusing a manner, that it is difficult to be- 
lieve it came from his pen.

“ In some of the parts of « David Copperfleld,’ ” says Johnson, “an interesting 
advertisement of this book is to be found, giving, as a kind of second title, « A Story 
for Christmas (and indeed any other season), containing Perilous Adventures, Tre- 
mendous Battles, Tender Love-making, Profound Historical Knowledge, and a (toler- 
ably) happy ending/ This is dated 1st December, 1849.” 

Rebecca and Rowena was written as a continuation of Scott’s Ivanhoe. The pref- 
ace is dated “Kensington, December 20th, 1849.” Owing to an illness of the 
author, the illustrations were made by Richard Doyle, then twenty-six years of age. 

Proposals for a continuation of Ivanhoe in “A letter to Monsieur Alexander 
Dumas by Monsieur Angelo Titmarsh” appeared in Fraser J s Magazine (Vol. 34), 
August and September, 1846. It was reprinted in Littell's Living Age (Vols. 10 
and 11) for September 12 and October 10, 1846. This is the foundation of 
Rebecca and Rowena , which contains material alterations. The original has never 
been reprinted in English, but it was translated into Spanish and published at Madrid 
in 1882.

The letterpress consists of a preface and twenty short biographical notices of emi- 
nent painters. The volume is unpaged. 

“During 1848, Louis Marvy, a young French artist, in whose atelier in Paris, 
and with whose family Thackeray had spent many happy hours, fled to England 
to take refuge from the revolutionary storm. Here he had engraved some Sketches 
after English Landscape Painters , hoping, by this means, to obtain enough money 
to enable him to pursue his more ambitious designs. The publisher to whom the 
engraving had been submitted would not entertain the proposal of the skilful but 
unknown painter, unless the letterpress was written by Thackeray, who agreed 
readily enough, and furnished a number of short notices of Turner, Calcott, Red- 
grave, Cattermole, Constable, Gainsborough, and other famous painters / 9 

“Thackeray,” says Dr. John Brown, “was one of the best of art-critics. . . . 
Jt would not be easy to imagine better criticisms of art than those from Mr. Thack- 
eray’s hand. . . . He is more objective, cool, and critical than Mr. Ruskin.”

The Second Edition 
has the same date, but contains the words “ Second Edition *' on the title-page. 

In addition to the lectures contained in this, the First English Edition, an Ameri- 
can edition, published the same year, by Harper & Brothers, New York, includes an 
additional lecture on “Charity and Humour / 9 which was first delivered in New York 
on behalf of a charity. 

The English Humourists and The Four Georges ( notwithstanding some objec- 
tions were raised to the latter at the time they were delivered) have both taken 
their place in the classical literature of the nineteenth century. 

“The raison d'etre of the lectures was the desire [of Thackeray] to make a 
good provision for his wife and daughters ; and the subject selected seems only 
natural since his great fondness for the Queen Anne writers dates back to the early 
years of his life. Allusions to Steele and Addison and Pope and Swift, and Stella, 
Venessa [//V], Dr. Johnson, Richard Savage, and others, real or unreal, may be 
found in some of his earliest writings, especially in Catherine and Barry Lyndon /’

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1855, with the exception of March, 1854, with 113 woodcuts; after which it was 
published in book form in two volumes, in 1855, with 133 woodcuts. 

11 There is another cry of ‘suppressed plate’ in The Newcomes. Mr. Eyre 
Crowe in With Thackeray in America, p. 174, »Mtes that Thackeray was much 
displeased at one of Doyle’s cuts which represented the Charterhouse boys playing 
marbles, and the irate author is stated to have exclaimed, ‘ Why, they would as soon 
have thought of cutting off their heads as play marbles at the Charterhouse.’ ‘ This 
wood-cut was, l noriced, ’ says Mr. Crowe, ‘ suppressed altogether in subsequent edi- 
tions.’ Mr. Walter Jerrold quotes this anecdote in his introduction to The New comes, 
London, Dent, 1902, pp. viii., ix., and adds, without quotation marks, ‘The offend- 
ing illustration — along with many other delightful drawings in the text and illustrative 
chapter initials — is not to be found in subsequent issues of the story.* As a matter 
of fact, J know of no edition pretending to contain the original illustrations that omits 
this drawing.

What Mr. Jerrold means by his reference 
to other delightful drawings being missing in subsequent issues I do not know, for the 
Library edition of Vol. III., 1869, has all the 51 drawings of the first edition and 
contains in addition two drawings by Doyle not to be found in either the first edition 
or the second. One is of Clive walking with children on page 41, and the other is 
the cut on the last page of the volume. ” — Dickson (in a private communication). 

Wilson says in his Thackeray in the United States (2:92) that during Thackeray’s 
second visit to America Dr. Henry W. Bellows in conversation with him regarding 
The New comes said, “ * You have constructed your Colonel Newcome out of two 
characters already familiar to all students of good literature, — Don Quixote and Sir 
Roger de Coverley.’ Thackeray started. ‘You have touched on the very truth,’ 
said he. ‘ J had been reading the Don’s memoirs and the Sir Roger papers in the 
“Spectator” just before attacking that last task. I tried to make the Colonel a cre- 
ation of my own, but I was conscious all the while that my beloved old heroes were 
blending in my mind. No one else has guessed it, so far as I know.’ ” 

“Northern reviewers,” says Mrs. Ritchie, “were generally favourable to him. 
‘Thackeray’s peculiar style,’ says this one [Burne Jones], ‘ reaches perfection in the 
“Newcomes,” and to appreciate it properly, the degrees through which this writer 
has passed should be examined.’ He then proceeds to compare my father to Field- 
ing, ‘ whose breadth of treatment, impossible for the modern novelist, is represented 
in Mr. Thackeray’s works by a subtlety of handling which is almost equally 
admirable.’ ” 

The manuscript of The Newcomes , which is preserved at Charterhouse ( Godaiming) 
in the Museum, is partly in Thackeray’s handwriting, partly in that of his eldest 
daughter, and partly in that of Mr. Eyre Crowe. This novel was written in the in- 
terval between Thackeray’s two visits to America, the preface having been begun July 
7, 1853, and the very last page, according to Mrs. Ritchie, having been written at 
Paris, June 20, 1855.

An American 
edition was published by Ticknor & Fields, Boston, the same year, with an 
introduction by the author, dated ‘ 4 Boston, 27th October, 1855,” which Dickson 
says was “the first edition of the Ballads published separately.*’ Thackeray, on 
the other hand, in his preface to the Boston edition says: “They arc published 
simultaneously in England and America, where a public which has been interested 
in the writer’s prose stories, he hopes, may be kindly disposed to his little volume 
of verses.” 

“The Ballads ’ . . . first appearance was in the Miscellanies , 1855, an ^ later 
the year they were published separately in yellow wrappers. They appeared sepa- 
rately in the Boston volume at the time the Miscellanies were published in London.”

This, the last of Thackeray’s Christmas Books, was originally published in pink 
boards. As there is no list of the plates, they should be counted. They are never 
found colored. A Third Edition appeared the same year. 

There was a long interval between the appearance of this work and its predecessor. 
The Kickleburys on the Rhine (our No. 704), which was published in 1850. 
The Rose and the Ring was begun in Rome in 1854, the preface being dated in 
December of that year. It was also published by Harper & Brothers, of New 
York, in 1855, with 59 illustrations. 

The original manuscript, with drawings in color, among which are many that 
have never been printed, is in the collection of Major W. H. Lambert of Phila- 
delphia. “This,” says Dickson, “is undoubtedly the choicest Thackeray manu- 
script in existence.” 

Locker- Lampson, in his poem The Rose and the Ring, explains the circumstances 
under which this book was written.

The Little Dinner at Timmins's first appeared with eight illustrations in seven 
numbers of Punch (Vols. 14 and 15), from May 27 to July 29, 1848. 

The Bedford-Row Conspiracy , which before its appearance here had been reprinted 
in Comic Tales and Sketches in 1841 (our No. 693), first appeared in the New 
Monthly Magazine (Vol. 58) for January, March, and April, 1840. 

Both these works had previously been printed with the Shabby Genteel Story 
by D. Appleton & Co., New York, in 1852; but in the first edition the 
Little Dinner at Timmins's was incomplete, as it lacked the first three numbers. 
Thackeray called the attention of the publishers to this omission, and a new edition 
was prepared supplying the omitted numbers, thus giving the volume 283 instead of 
26 7 pages, as originally issued.

It originally appeared 
in Punch (Vols. 9 and 10), from August 2, 1845, to February 7, 1846. It was 
reprinted, with the exception of the second paper, in New York, by William Taylor 
& Co., in 1846, with nineteen woodcuts, all the illustrations that had appeared in 
Punch . 

Of the Memoirs , which first appeared in Fraser's Magazine (Vols. 1 6- 18, and 
21) for November, 1837, January to August, 1838, and January, 1840, numbers 
one to eight were first separately printed in The Tellowplush Correspondence , Phila- 
delphia, 1838 (our No. 684). The entire work was printed as The Tellowplush 
Papers in Comic Tales and Sketches , in London, 1841 (our No. 693), from which it 
was here reprinted. The volume here described contains: “ Miss Shunts Husband / ' 
“The Amours of Mr. Deuceace,” “ Skimmings from * The Dairy of George IV./ ” 
“ Foring Parts,” “Mr. Deuceace at Paris,” “Mr. Yellowplush’s Ajew,” and 
“ Epistles to the Literati.” 

The Philadelphia edition of The Tellowplush Correspondence was the first collection 
of Thackeray’s writings that appeared in book form on either side of the Atlantic. 

“ The Diary was reprinted without the illustrations, excepting in the case of the 
incomplete New York edition of 1846, until it appeared in the Library edition of the 
Works in 1869. The editor of this edition for reasons only known to himself rejected 
some of the illustrations and in their place printed cuts from the suppressed numbers 
of The Book of Snobs . In the Macmillan edition of 1903, under the capable editor- 
ship of Mr. Melville, the Diary appeared for the first time complete and with all the 
illustrations originally printed in Punch." — Dickson (in a private communication).

The Character Sketches had previously appeared in Kenny Meadows* Heads 
of the People (our No. 692), but are here collectively published for the first time. 

Novels by Eminent Hands originally appeared in Punch (Vol. 13) for August 
28, September 4, n, 25, and October 9, 1847; Vol. 20, p. 75, and Vols. 
12-13, on various dates from April 3 to July 24, 1847. These were first reprinted 
in volume form, as Punch's Prize Novelists , in New York, by D. Appleton & Co., 
in 1853. Those here printed are: “George de Barnwell,** “Phil. Fogarty,** 
“ Barbazure,*’ “Lords and Liveries,** and “ Codlingsby.” 

These “ novels ** were parodies of the styles of popular authors. Lever, on reading 
Phil. Fogarty , declared that he might as well shut up shop, and actually altered the 
character of his novels. Thackeray wished to close the series with similar articles on 
Dickens and himself, but as the proprietors of Punch refused to publish a parody of 
Dickens the series came to an end without them.

March 24 to August 1 8, 1 849, under the title “Mr. Brown’s Letters to a Young Man 
about Town.”

“ On the Pleasures of being a Fogy,” and “ On the Benefits of being a Fogy,” first 
appeared in Punch (Vol. 18, pp. 151-198), in 1850,8s “ The Proser.” “Child’s 
Parties : and a Remonstrance Concerning Them” (pp. 100-109) a ^ so ^ rst saw ^ ie 
light in Punch (Vol. 16, pp. 1 3- 36) , January 13 and 27, 1849. All of these (pp.

In several numbers of Punch , from November 27 to December 31, 1847, January 
8 to March 11, 1848, and that for March 9, 1850, Thackeray contributed a series 
of articles entitled “Travels in London.” They comprised “The Curate’s Walk” 
(in two parts) , “ A Dinner in the City” (in three parts) , “ A Club in an Uproar,” 
“Waiting at the Station,” and “ A Night’s Pleasure” (in six parts). All of these, 
with the exception of “A Club in an Uproar,” are reprinted in the volume here 
described (pp. 1 10- 160). The volume concludes with “Going to See a Man 
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Hanged 99 (pp. 160-176), which originally appeared in Fraser* s Magazine for 
August, 1840. “ Travels in London” and this last article were first separately 

printed at New York in 1853, by D. Appleton & Co., in a volume entitled Punch's 
Prize Novelists , The Fat Contributor , and Travels in London . 

“ Mr. Thackeray omitted from the Miscellanies the initial paper of the Sketches 
and Travels in London , and the editor of the Library edition of the Works in 1869 
omitted the illustration to ‘The Curate’s Walk’ and replaced it with that designed 
for the introductory paper. This blunder was perpetuated through all editions until 
the appearance of that edited by Mr. Melville and published by Macmillan in 1904. 
Here for the first time the Sketches and Travels in London are presented complete 
and with all the illustrations as they appeared in Punch." — Dickson (in a private 
communication).

It is best to leave the sketch, as it 
was when first designed seventeen years ago. The memory of the past is renewed

On p. 207 of Vol. 1, line 15 from the bottom, occurs the word “ actresses/’ 
changed in later editions to “ ancestresses on p. [371] Chapter xlvii. is wrongly 
numbered xlviij.; and on p. [378] Chapter xlviii. is numbered xlix. Both these 
errors were corrected in the Second Edition. 

This novel, originally issued in parts, was afterward published in two volumes, 
cloth, dated 1858 and 1859 respectively. Each volume has two title-pages, one 
engraved and the other in letterpress, and in each case the engraved title-page is faced 
by a full-page plate. 

The work appeared serially in the Nczv York Semi-Weekly Tribune from Novem- 
ber 20, 1857, to October, 1859; the New York Weekly Tribune from November 
21, 1857, to October 27, 1859; an d in Harper' s Magazine from December, 1857, 
to November, 1859. Dickson, in his Bibliography , gives an interesting account of 
the dispute which arose between the rival publishers of this work. It was then 
published in book form by Harper & Brothers in 1859, with 136 woodcuts. 

“‘I hear/ observed Thackeray to Douglas Jerrold, ‘that you have said “The 
Virginians ” is the worst novel I ever wrote.’ 9 You are wrong,’ replied Jerrold ; ‘ I 
said it is the worst novel anybody ever wrote.’ 9 And yet,’ remarked Mr. Curtis, 
‘ the work has taken its rightful place among the masterpieces of the English language, 
although surpassed by his three more important publications.’ ” 

Mr. Thackeray’s original note-book of The Firginians, with memoranda and 
sketches, is in the collection of Major William H. Lambert of Philadelphia. There 
is also a single page of the original manuscript of this story, beginning “ Chap . 
in No. 690 of the present collection. 

Mrs. Ritchie says : “It was the last of my father’s books that he illustrated for 
himself, and we still have the designs and sketches he made, as well as the manuscript 
of the book itself.”

I he work here described relates to a controversy which arose from an article on 
Thackeray, written by Yates, which appeared in a periodical called Toivn Talk in 
June, 1858. It followed a pen-and-ink sketch of Dickens which Yates had pre- 
viously written that met with great success. Thackeray, feeling injured, on the 14th 
of June wrote a fierce letter demanding a retraction. Yates applied for advice to 
Dickens, who was also a member of the Garrick Club, whereupon Thackeray 
appealed to the committee, on the plea that as he had met Yates only at the club it 
was the club’s duty to protect him from Yates’s insults. At the general meeting 
in July action was taken involving the expulsion of Yates unless he made an “ample 
apology.” On his refusal to do this he was turned out. The affair created a cool- 
ness between Thackeray and Dickens that was terminated only a week before Thack- 
eray’s death. Melville gives a full account of the controversy, and reprints Yates’s 
article and Thackeray’s letters.

This story was adapted from The Wolves and the Lamb , a play which Thackeray 
submitted to the managers of the Hay market and Olympic theatres in 1854, but 
which neither of them would produce. The play was well written, the dialogue 
delightful, and the characters grandly drawn ; only there was too much dialogue, too 
little action, and no dramatic incident. It was first printed in the Library Edition 
of Thackeray’s works (Vol. 22), 1869. 

Lovel the Widower first appeared in the Cornhill Magazine (Vol. 1 ) , from January 
to June, i860, and was reprinted in Harper's Magazine (Vols. 20 and 21), from 
February to July, i860. It was first separately printed in New York, June 30, 
1 860, by Harper & Brothers, with thirteen woodcuts. The edition here described, 
with six full-page illustrations by the author, issued in embossed violet cloth, did not 
appear until November, 1861. 

When Thackeray opened his new house at No. 2, Palace Green, Kensington, 
with a house-warming, in February, 1862, the rejected play. The Wolves and the 
Lamb , was admirably acted by amateurs, among whom was the author himself. The 
play was performed a second time in the same house.

(< The letters which form this collection were most of them written by Mr. Thack- 
eray to my husband, the late Rev’d W. H. Brookfield, and myself, from about 1847, 
and continuing during many years of intimate friendship, beginning from the time 
when he first lived in London, and when he especially needed our sympathy. His 
happy married life had been broken up by the malady which fell upon his young wife 
after the birth of her youngest child ; his two remaining little girls were under his 
mother’s care, at Paris. Mr. Thackeray was living alone in London. * Vanity Fair 9 
was not yet written when these letters begin. His fame was not yet established in 
the world at large ; but amongst his close personal friends, an undoubting belief in his 
genius had already become strongly rooted. No one earlier than my dear gifted hus- 
band adopted and proclaimed this new faith. The letters now so informally collected 
together are not a consecutive series ; but they have always been carefully preserved 
with sincere affection by those to whom they were written. Some of them are here 
given without the omission of a word ; others are extracts from communications of a 
more private character; but if every one of these letters from Thackeray could be 
rightly made public, without the slightest restriction, they would all the more redound 
to his honour.”
